the  burdens  of  the  people,  and  comport  with  the  simplicity  of 
our  republican  institutions: 

That  a  committee  be  appointed  to  enouire  and 
report  what  reduction  ought  to  be  made  in  the  nay  of  tne  mem- 
bers of  the  le|;islature,  and  in  the  salaries  and  fees  of  the  several 
officers  of  th»  commonwealth. 

Ordered,  to  lie  on  the  table. 

Mr.  Davidsoti  ffead  a  bill  in  his  place,  and  on  leave  given 
presentssd    the   same    to    the  chair,  entided  *'Aii  act    v^dw- 
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Citio*  the  salaries  of  the  Grovenior  and  Secretary  of  the  Common- 
we^th,  which  was  read  the  first  time. 

Mr..  Davidson  also  read  a  bill  in  his  place,  and  on  leave  given 
presented  the  same  to  the  chair,  entitled  <'An  act  redncinr 
the  pay  of  the  Members  and  Officers  of  the  Legislature'^  which 
was  read  the  first  time.

Mr.  Hubley  presented  two  petitions  of  similar  tenor  fit)m 
sundry  inhabitants  of  Schuylkill  county  praying  for  a  re- 
duction of  the  compensation  allowed  to  tne  members  of  the  le- 
gislature, and  the  same  wer^  read  and  laid  (m  the  table. 

Mr.  Raguet  presented  a  petition  from  the  ifpprentices'  Libra- 
ry Company  of  Philadeljpia  praying  that  pecuniary  fud  and 
that  a  charter  of  incorporation  may  be  granted  to  them,  and 
said  petition  was  read  and  referred  to  the  members  from  the  ci- 
ty and  county  of  Philadelphia. 

Mr.  Leib  presented  a  petition  jErom  the  German  Reformed 
Church  in  the  Northern  Liberties  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia, 
praying  to  be  authorised  to  raise,  by  way  of  lottery,  tiie  sum  of 
seven  Uiousand  dollars,  in  order  to  discharge  the  dents  they  owe ; 
and  the  same  was  read  and  referred  to  Mr.Le&,  Mr.Cadwalfa- 
der  and  Mr.  Conynghajn* 
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Mr.  Oroflh  presented  a  petition  and  documents  from  Samnel 
Tahnestock  and  Obed  Fahnestock,  agents  of  die  several  Seventh 
Jhj  Baptist  Societies  in  this  commonwealth,  stating  that  a  cer- 
tain Ricnard  Sparks  did,  bj  his  last  will,  dated  the  14th  of  Janu* 
arjT,  1715-16,  bequeath  a  certain  lot,  in  the  city  of  Philadel- 
t^hia,  for  a  burying'-place  for  the  use  of  the  people  or  society 
called  Seventh  Day  baptists,  and  that  no  sucn  society  now  ex- 
ists in  said  city.  The  petitioners  therefore  pray  that  they,  or 
some  other  fit  persons  may  be  authorised  by  law  to  sell  or  im- 
prove the  said  lot  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  monument  to  the 
memoir  of  said  Richard  sparks,  by  erecting  two  school  houses, 
one  at£[]Airata,  and  the  other  in  Franklin  county,  where  the  poor 
children  of  the  several  societies  may  be  tau^t  gratis ;  and  said 
petition  was  read,  and  with  the  documents  referred  to  Mn  Grosh, 
Mr.  Wallace,  Mr.  Barnard,  Mr.  Smith  and  Mr.  Piper. 

Mr.  Ragnet  presented  a  petition  from  the  general  conference 
^f  the  Seventh  Day  Baptists,  held  at  Piscataway,  in  New -Jersey, 
in  September,  1820,  praying  that  they  may  be  authorised  to  dis- 
pose of  a  certain  lot,  in  the  city  of  lliiladelphia,  left  to  the  so- 
ciety of  Seventh  Day  Baptists,  by  Riohanl  Sparks,  deceased, 
by  lus  will,  dated  January  14th,  1715-16;  and  said  petition  was 
read  and  referred  to  the  last-named  committee,  and,  on  mo- 
tion, 

(Mered,  That  Mr.Raguet  and  Mr.  Cochran  be  added  to  said 
committee.

Whereas,  by  an  act  of  Ac  general  assembly,  passed  on  t!;e 
19th  day  of  March,  1816,  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth 
and  surveyor-^seneral  were  authorised  and  renuired  immediately 
to  contract  witii  a  suitable  person  or  persons  for  the  formation  of 
li^map  of  each  county  in  the  commonwealth,  and  on  the  receipt 
of  the  said  maps,  or  as  soon  as  they  might  deem  expedient,  con- 
tract with  some  suitable  person  for  the  publication  of  a  map  of 
Pennsylvania,  the  original  county  maps  to  be  furnished  to  die 
publisher  by  the  surveyor-general  as  soon  as  they  were  received, 
examined,  corrected  and  copied  by  him,  for  the  purpose  of  ma- 
king  a  connected  map  of  the  state,  as  aforesaid : 

Therefore, 

Resolved,  That  the  secretary  of  tlie  commonwealth  and  sur- 
veyor-general be  and  they  hereby  are  required  to  lay  before  the 
Senate  a  statement  of  tne  progress  of  the  state  map,  particu- 
larly noting  the  causes  of  delay,  whetiier  in  tlie  contractors  for 
the  county  maps,  orei^erof  them,  or  in  the  contractor  for  the 
state  map,  or  from  circumstances  out  of  the  oontroul  of  either, 
find  such  other  information  relative  thereto  as  in  tlieir  opinion 
the  public  interest  requires.

The  secretary  of  the  commonwealth  being. introduced,  pre- 
sented a  messaaje  from  the  ^vemor,  together  with  the  docu- 
ments therein  a&uded  to,  which  were  read  as  follows,  to  wit: 


To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Fennsylvania. 

Fellow  Citizens, 

The  assemblage  of  legislative  bodies,  com|k)sed  of  representa- 
tives of  the  people  from  all  parts  of  the  state,  famishes  an  -inter* 
eating  commentary  upon  the  theory  and  principles  of  republican 
government;  in  which  by  an  equal  representation  of  all  the  parts, 
Bie  interests  of  the  whole  can  scarcely  fail  to  be  practically  un- 
derstood, faithfuly  promoted,  and  peifectly  secured. 

The  continuance  of  our  civil  and  religious  privileges  unim- 
paired, together  with  the  numerous  blessings  we  enjoy,  and  espe- 
ckdly  the  bounteous  rewards  of  the  labor  of  the  husbandman  in 
the  abundant  harvests  and  fruits  of  the  earth,  and  the  merciful 
preservation  of  our  metropolis  from  the  scourge  of  a  threatened 
pestilence  during  the  past  season,  demand  our  fervent  fi;ratitude 
and  devout  acknowledgements  to  the  supreme  author  ofall  good. 

Pennaylvjuiia  has  long  been  deservedly  distinguished  for  her 
a^cttltoi^il  skill  and  industry;  and  notwithstanding  the  many 
discouragements  which  prevail,  the  improvements  in  this  invalu- 
able pursuit  are  supplying  increased  products  from  the  soil,  that 
will  be  substantial  resources  for  comfort,  convenience  and  profit, 
under  every  vicissitude  of  our  country:  and  it  is  gratifying  to  ob- 
serve, that  the  pecuniary  embarrassments  which  have  been  so 
^nerally  felt  throu^out  the  state,  are  yielding  to  an  invigorated 
industry  and  exem^ary  economy,  that  must,  if  persevered  in, 
eventually  afford  an  essential  relief. 

The  limited  demand  for,  and  consequent  low  prices  of,  our 
agricultural  products  in  foreign  markets,  cannot  fail  to  suggest 
the  necessity  as  well  as  the  policy  of  promoting  domestic  manu- 
factures, wbch,  if  properly  encouraged*  woula  provide  a  suffi- 
cient home  murket  for  all  our  surplus  produce.  Whatever  may. 
be  expected,  from  legislative  enactments,  whether  l^y  the  nationd 
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or  state  eoTemments,  in  aid  of  domestic  industry,  not  less  is  to 
be  hopec  from  the  influence  of  examples  that  shall  tend  to  erad- 
icate the  prejudices  and  unnatural  predelictions  of  those  who  pre- 
fer to  encourage  die  industry  of  Eur<^  and  Asia  to  tliat  of  tneir 
own  country. 

Tlie  wise  and  judicious  policy  of  the  ^neral  government  in  its 
vigorous  and  successful  exertions  to  extinguish  the  public  debt, 
and  to  provide  for  the  permanent  defence  of  the  country,  as  well 
as  its  &mness  and  moderation  in  our  foreign  relations,  have  not 
only  confirmed  the  hi^  respect  entertain^  for  its  character  at 
home  and  abroad,  but  it  is  trusted,  have  laid  the  foundations  of  a 
lon^and  honorable  peace.  Wliile  the  people  of  this  nation  shall 
by  uieir.  public  a«^ents  thus  persevere  in  providing  for  the  public 
safety,  in  cultivating  friendly  relations  with  all  the  world  upon 
tne  principles  of  moral  justice,  and  in  cherishing  a  patriotic  re- 
card  for  national,  in  preference  to  local  or  partial  interests,  the 
United  States  must  continue  to  advance  to  tiiat  high  prosperity 
and  permanent  security,  for  which  they  appear  to  have  been  des- 
tined by  the  supreme  niler  of  the  universe. 

The  various  duties  which  devolved  upon  the  executive  depart^ 
ment  during  the  recess,  have  been  either  executed  or  are  in  pro- 
gress of  fumlment.  The  commissioners  for  the  superintendance 
of  the  state  capitol  have  made  a  further  contract,  under  the  act 
oflastsession^fM- the  erection  of  stone  columns,  and  coppering 
parts  of  the  roof:  copies  of  which  will  be  laid  before  you.  The 
capitol  is  in  such  forwardness  as  to  justi^  the  expectation  that 
it  will  be  ready  for  the  accommodation  of  the  legislature  at  their 
next  session;  and  with  a  view  to  that  object,  a  further  appropria- 
tion win  be  requisite  to  provide  the  necessary  furmture. 

In  the  month  of  April  last,  I  received  notice  that  a  generd 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the  <^company  for  erecting  a 
bridge  over  the  Susohehanna  river,  in  the  county  of  Lancast^,  tft 
or  near  the  town  of  Ctilumbia,''  had  been  called,  for  the  purpose 
of  enquirii^into  some  su^qiosed  mismanagement  of  the  board  of 
directors.  ^*he  commonwealth  having  a  considerable  interest  til 
the  stockof  that  company,  I  appointed'GBom^E  B.  Porter,  Esq. 
an  agent,  to  represent  it,  at  the  aforesaid  meetii^  of  the  stock- 
liol^ra.  A  copy  of  his  report  to  me,  herewith  communicated, 
will  shew  tfaepropriety  of  a  vigilant  attention  to  the  management 
of  companies  in  whose  stock  the  commonweallh  holds  an  inter* 

est  ...  .     _^ 

Hie  constitutional  provision,  directing  that  an  enumeration  of 

the  taxable  inhabitanm  of  die  state  shaU  be  made  every  seven 

years,  with  a  view  to  the  aj^rtionment  of  the  members  of  the 

Wislature  in  the  several  counties,  will  requirea  law  to  be  pass^ 

«a  at  the  fmsfeot  seauon  to  carry  it  into  effect* 
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Tbe  act  to  continue  the  district  court  for  the  citj  and  county 
of  Philadelphia,  will  expire  bj  its  own  limitation  on  the  30th  of 
March  next.  Unless  it  should  be  deemed  advisable  to  effect 
such  a  revision  of  the  judiciary  system,  ^B  U>  prevent  the  neces- 
sity of  temporary  expedients  to  remedy  its  defects*  the  mass  of 
business  in  the  common  |)leas  of  that  district;  will  probably  re- 
quire a  continuance  pf  this  court 

It  is  now  generally  admitted  that  the  system  of  punishing 
criminals  by  confinement  at  hard  labor,  as  it  has  been  establish- 
ed in  Pennsylvania,  having  for  its  object  their  reformation  and 
consequent  restoration  to  usefulness  la  society,  does  not  answer 
the  humane  purposes  intended  by  its  authors;  and  I  would  re- 
commend to  your  attention  a  furtlier  effort  to  remedy  its  de- 
lects. 

The  state  penitentiary  at  Pittsburg  is  constructing  upon  i^plan 
which  contemplates  the  separate  and  solitary,  confinement  of 
S^  prisoners.  But  as  it  was  necessary  to  provide  for  the  con- 
finement.of  a  greater  number,  the  same  law  whick  directed  its 
construction,  audiorised  the  sale  of  the  old  prison  of  the  city 
and  county  of  Philadelphia,  and  tiie  appropriation  of  the  pro- 
ceeds to  ihe  erection  of  a  prison  in  the  vicinity  of  that  city, 
similar  to  that  proposed  at  Pittsburg.  I'his  part  of  the  law  has 
not  been  carried  into  effect;  and  I  would  recommend  for  your 
consideration,  the  propriety  of  making  such  a  disposition  of  the 
newPhiladelphiaprison,  which  is  considered  as  the  exclusive 
property  of  t^e  commonwealth^  as  would  adapt  it  to  the  plan  of 
solitary  confinement,  an.d  also  to  separate  it  irom  all  connection 
with  the  prison  of  the  city  and  county;  as  there  can  be  no  suffi- 
cient reason  for  connecting  the  state  prison  with  a  local  prison, 
when  the  funds  are,  or  ou^t  to  be,  diawn  from  distinct  sources, 
and  the  accounts  kept  entirely  separate. 

The  ardor  and  zeal  of  our  young  men  for  improvements  in 
militaiy  discipline,  are  avjnced  by  numerous  associations  of 
volunteer  corps  in  various  parts  of  the  state:  but  our  militia  sys- 
tem still  labors  under  many  and  important  defects,  some  of  which 
nay  b^  seen  by  referring  to  the  reports  o(  the  officers*  that  have 
been  from  time  to  time  communicated  to  the  legislature.  The 
syatem  has,  moreover,  under  the  present  law,  subjected  the  com- 
monwedth  to  a  heavy  annual  expense,  without  affording  any 
adequate  degree  of  force  or  efficiency;  which  consideration, 
alone,  is  of  snfficient.importance  to  justify  a  review  of  it#  pro- 
visions. 

The  subject  of  internal  improvement  will  necessarily  again 
occupy  the  attention'  of  the  legislature.  My  views  on  this  impor- 
tant branch  of  our  internal  economy,  have  been  fully  communi- 
cated in  former  messages;  \jnxt  I  cannof  forbear  again  to  urge  tbe 
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importance  of  an  eflbrt  to  direct  public  attention  to  some  lead- 
ing olqects  of  unaaeationable  nsefolness,  by  means  of  a  board  of 
commissioners,  wnose  business  it  will  be  to  ascertain  facts  for 
the  information  of  the  legislature  in  their  fiiture  undertakings. 
It  is  believed  that  such  a  measure  would  ensure  die  accomplish- 
ment of  the  most  valuable  works,  and,  at  tlie  same  time,  avoid  an 
improvident  disbursement  of  public  money. 

The  whole  amount  of  money  expended  oy  the  commonwealth 
in  public  improvements  for  the  last  fifteen  years,  exceeds 
%1,567,SL16,  The  number  of  miles  of  turnpike  road  ascertained 
en  the  1st  of  December,  1818,  was  980.  Since  that  time  S40 
miles  more  liave  been  made;  makins  a  total  of  1320  miles  df 
stone  and  gravel  turnpike  road,  that  nave  been  com^eted^  and 
by  far  the  greater  part  within  tlie  same  time,  which,  at  an  aver- 
age of  SjOOO  a  miie,  will  have  cost  26,600,000.  Many  impor- 
t^it  objects  have  been  effected,  and  the  agriculture  and  internal 
commerce  of  the  state  «reatiy  promoted,  by  the  enterpria^  of  our 
citizens,  aided  by  the  liberality  of  the  commonwmth.  But  if 
the  application  of  the  public  money  had  been  more  generally 
confined,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  improvement  of  leading 
channels  of  communication,  there  cannot  be  a  doubt,  but  that 
the  benefits  arising  from  the  disbursements  would  have  been 
more  sensibly  realized,  and  the  eventual  opening  of  the  tributary 
channels  more  easily  and  successfully  accomplished. 

The  commonwealth  possesses  a  large  interest  in  several  turn- 
pike roads,  leading  to  its  west  and  north-west  borders,  from 
which  but  a  very  inconsiderable  revenue  can  be  expected  for  a. 
number  of  years;  and  seeing  the  great  importance  of  facilitating 
a  cheap  communication  thraugli  the  interior  of  the  state,  I  would 
suggest  for  your  consideration  the  propriety  of  effecting,  by 
means  of  the  state  interest,  such  an  arrangement  with  the  com- 
panies interested  in  those  roads,  as  M'ould  either  make  a  perma* 
ncnt  reduction  of  their  tolls,  or  permit  wheels  of  a  certain  width 
to  puss  toll  free.  Such  a  measure  would  not  only  be  highly 
beneficial  to  the  bifeiness  of  our  eastern  and  western  cities,  but 
tht!  Intermediate  counties  through  which  transporting  .teams 
must  pass,  would  derive  a  full  shai^e  of  the  advantage. ' 

Considerable  sums  of  money  have  been  expended  from  time 
to  (line,  in  the  endowment  of  academies,  from  which  the  commu- 
nity have  not  derived  any  adequate  advantage.  These  acade- 
3mies  were  originallj^  chiefly  intended  as  preparatory  schools  for 
those  who  were  designed  for  the  higher  branches  of  education, 
but  no  condition  for  that  purpose  having  been  made  in  the  laws 
^.ranting  the  endowments,  they  have  in  many  instances  dwind- 
led into  primary  schools,  of  the  lowest  order,  and  in  some  cases 
xir**  tufa ITy  vacant.    It  hut  too  frequentiy  happens  that  tiiose  to 
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whom  tlie  most  liberal  grants  of  public  monej  are  made,  become 
the  least  inclined  to  the  exercise  of  public  spirit,  and  hence  the 
necessity  of  annexing  such  conditions  to  grants  of  money  as 
will  ensure  the  accomplishment  of  the  views  of  the  government 
in  making  them< 

There  is  no  object  more  desirable  in  a  republic*  than  the  gene- 
ral diffusion  of  the  means  of  knowled^  Education  not  only 
enliui^s  the  power  of  the  human  capaaty  for  the  accomplish* 
mentof  whatever  tends  to  advance  uie  public  welfare,  but  it  is 
the  natural  enemy  of  vice,  and  promoter  of  virtue.  It  moreover 
constitutes  the  only  effectual  protection  asainst  the  deceptive 
arts  and  bold  designs  of  the  enemies  of  republican  goyemmeni^-* 
The  promotion  of  so  invaluable  an  object,  cal^l0t  Tail  to  receive 
a  share  of  legislative  attention. 

A  diminution  in  various  branches  of  the  revenue,  which  has 
arisen  fi-om  the  same  causes  that  depress  the  business  of  individ- 
uals, will  suggest  the  necessity  of  a  careful  attention  to  the  fi** 
nancial  concerns  of  the  commonwealth. 

The  large  appropriations  of  money  for  internal  improvement 
and  other  purposes,  made  prior  to  the  dOth  November,  1617,  and 
unpaid  on  that  day,  amounting  to  81,187',Q42  71,  have  made  it 
necessary  since  to  resort  to  loans,  to  a  limited  extent,  to  meet 
the  demands  upon  the-treasuiy.  The  whole  amount  of  debt  on 
account  of  these  loans,  ot)  the  dOth  of  November  last,  including 
B  150,000,  borrowed  in  pursuance  of  acts  of  the  last  session,  was 
£430,000.  During  the  same  time  there  has  been  paid,  on  ac- 
count of  appropriations,  made  prior  to  the  SOth  November,  1817, 
8755,001  19;  which  exceeds  the  amount  of  the  loans  by 
g3S5,001  19;  making  an  actual  reduction  of  the  state  debt,  by 
that  sum,  in  three  years,  exclusive  of  the  payment  of  876,091  88, 
towards  the  erection  of  the  state  capitol,  and  856,852  63,  for 
the  Pittsburg  penitentiary. 

It  was  prolmbly  expected,  wben  these  large  appropriations 
were  made,  that  the  ordinary  revenues  of  the  commonwealth 
would  have  *een  sufficient  to  meet  them,  without  resorting  ttf 
loans.  The  very  gr^t  and  unexpected  reduction  of  tiiesc  re- 
venues, has  disappointed  this  expectation ;  but  as  the  common- 
wealth has  been  eoatted,  even  with  its  diminished  income,  to  ac- 
complish some  important  undertakings,  and  at  the  same  time  to 
effect  a  considerabie  reduction  of  the  public  debt,  there  is  rea- 
son to  believe  that  with  proper  economy  and  management  of  the 
resources,  its  credit  may  be  fully  sustained  as  heretofore.  This 
oliject  might  be  somewhat  aided  by  a  prudent  retrenchment  of  the 
expenditures  in  the  civil  as  well  as  the  military  department  of  the 
government. 

A  rc\iMon  of  Ibe  laws  cstaWishing  the  fee  bill  is  also  worthy 
of  legislative  attention.    And  as  the  rate  of  compemation  to 
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{mblic  officers  ou^t  to  be  regulated  by  the  degree  of  responsibi- 
ity  atta*  hod  to  them,  together  with  the  expense  of  subsutencey 
theie  will  he,  with  tlici^e  guides,  but  little  difllculty  in  fixing 
upon  a  ^  ^i.ii.itd  Uiat  s^hall  neither  be  so  high  as  to  offer  tempta- 
tions  to  av'.,i!i>\  nor  so  low  as  to  exclude  all  but  the  rich  from 
any  particijjutiou  in  ^mblic  affairs.  *» 

The  balance  i».  me  treisu'^y  on  the  30th  November,  was 
S52r,3GP  90;  which,  toi'^c-J.^r  with  the  ordinary  revenue,  and  a 
loan  of  S  50,(>0(J,  noao»  -a^ed  ttiiice  the  annual  accounts  were 
made  ap,  will  be  cujsi.iciiH.ly  u.ore  than  sufficient  to  meet  the 
ordinary  ex^ns*?s  of  tht  twL  tir.?  year. 

It  is  ascertaiiu  d  thrjf  nt'iiiv  tt)*:  whole  of  the  appropriation  for 
tlie  Pittsbnrg  p:i£ou  iias  b»'t  \i  expended ;  and  the  report  of  the 
commissioiiers  hercvith  tit n remitted,  exliibits  an  estimate  of  the 
probable  expense  of  lompleting  that  part  of  the  work  which  has 
teen  commenced. 

1  he  balance  ot  the  claims  of  the  commonwealth  on  the  United 
States  for  miiitia  expenses  during  the  late  war,  and  an  old  claim 
growing  out  of  the  western  expedition  in  1794,  which,  by  tlie 
assiduous  attention  of  the  auditor -general,  are  now  in  a  course 
of  exananatioii  at  the  war  department,  and,  as  appears  by  his  re- 
port to  me,  (a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  transmitted,)  will  proba- 
oly  be  tinaily  liquidated  in  a  short  time,  togf^ther  with  the  remain- 
der of  the  loan  authorised  by  the  act  of  ^8th  March,  1820,  will 
constitute  a  suqilus  fund,  applicable  to  existing  engagements 
under  special  appropriations,  for  which  some  further  provision 
will  still  be  necessary:  and  should  it  be  determined  to  extend 
the  system  lieretcfore  pursued  in  relation  to  internal  improve- 
ments, by  any  consideiable  appropriations  of  money,  it  will  be 
indispensable  to  provide  further  revenues  to  maintain  the  credit 
of  die  commonwealth,  and  meet  its  engagements  with  punctua- 
lity and  good  faith. 

A  regard  for  the  public,  rather  than  individual  and  local  in- 
terests, will  always  be  found  the  moat  unen-ing  guide  by  which 
to  direct  the  coui-se  of  those  v^ho  are  entrusted  with  public 
affaiis :  and,  although  about  to  retire  from  the  highly  responsible 
station  to  which  1  had  been  called  by  the  suffrages  of  my  fellow- 
citizens,  and  probably  to  take  a  final  leave  of  the  cares  of  pub- 
lic life,  I  can  never  cease  to  cherish  that  ardent  desire  for  the 
welfare  of  my  native  state,  which,  1  trust,  has  actuated  my  con- 
duct tlirough  a  long  course  of  public  service.  There  is  a  grati- 
fication in  the  conscious  love  of  country,  and  unceasing  solici- 
tude jfor  its  interests,  which  no  circumstances  can  destroy.  My 
public  life  has  no  doubt  been  clouded  by  many  errors  of  die 
judg:ment;  but  in  reviewing  the  numerous  intrinsic  difficulties 
which  pertain  to  the  exercise  of  an  extensive  patronage,  and 
especially  when  an  inordinate  avidity  for  power  andemmument 
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were  so  prevalent,  I  shall  always  regard  it  as  a  source  of  hig^ 
satisfaction,  that  ever^r  attempt  on  the  part  of  ambilious  indivi- 
duals, or  secret  associations,  to  exercise  an  unconstitutional 
control  over  the  executive  authority  of  the  commonwealth,  has 
been  successfully  resisted,  during  the  period  those  functions 
have  been  entrusted  to  my  care.  No  one  can'  be  more  sensible 
than  I  am  of  the  duty  of  every  citizen  to  submit  to  the  public 
will,  as  ascertained  according  to  the  forms  of  constitutional 
law;  and  being  supported  by  the  silent  voice  of  an  approving 
conscience,  I  shall  retire  from  the  arduous  cares  of  public  ser- 
vice, perceiving  but  little  to  regret  upon  a  review  of  the  past, 
and  not  more  io  apprehend  from  the  just  decision  of  poste- 
rity. 

1  conclude,  fellow-citizens,  with  humbly  beseeching  the  God 
of  nations  that  he  will  continue  to  bless  our  country,  and  main- 
tain to  the  latest  posteri^  the  principles  and  institutions  of  its 
governments ;  and  that  ne  may,  in  an  especial  manner,  guide, 
direct  and  prosper  the  destinies  of  this  my  native  state.

T\}  his  Ejccellency  William  FisDLAr,  Chvemor  of  the  Com 

monweaWi  of  Pennsylvania — 

In  pursuance  of  your  authoritj,  in  writing,  under  the  great 
seal  of  the  state,  bearing  date  the  seventeenth  day  of  April 
last,  informing  me  that  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the 
Susquehanna  Bridge  Company  was  to  be  held  on  the  then  19th 
instant,   for  the  purpose  of  consulting  and  determining  upon 
measures  affecting  tne  interests  of  the  said  company,  and  re- 
questing me  to  attend  and  represent  the  interests  of  the  com- 
monwealth at  the  said  meeting,  and  to  do  all  matters  and  things 
in  relation  thereto  for  the  benefit  of  the  commonwealth,  which  a 
representative  of  its  interests  in  such  case  might  lawfully  do.  I 
attended  at  the  bridge  office  in  Columbia  on  the  said  ninetaenth 
day  of  April  last    The  meeting  of  the  stockholders  was  laige 
and  respectable.    After  making  some  enquiries  and  examina- 
tions in  the  books  of  the  company,  tiie  meeting  anpointed  Adam 
Reieart,  Esauire,  Molton  C.  Rogers,  Esquire,  Benjamin  Ober, 
Wiuiam  M'knight  and  myself,  a  committee  to  examine  and  r^-» 
port  to  a  i^eeting  of  the  stockholders,  to  be  held  on  the  fourth 
d%y  of  May  foilowiug,  the  situation  of  the  affairs  of  the  institu- 
tion, the  manner  in  which  the  same  had  been  conducted,  and 
Hrhat  further  proceedings  should  be  adopted  for  the  advantage 
of  the  institution  and  mose  interested  therein. 

On  the  fourth  day  of  May  following  I  again  attended  a  meet^ 
ing  of  the  stockholders  at  the  bridge  office,  when  the  following 
report  was  made : 

Tlie  committee  appointed  on  the  I9th  ultimo,  at  a  meeting  of 
the  stockholders  of  tne  company  for  erecting  a  bridge  over  the 
Susquehanna  river,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  at  or  nem*  the 
town  of  Columbia,  to  examine  and  make  report  of  th^  ^tqat^on 
of  the  affairs  of  the  institution,  the  manner  in  which  the  9am# 
has  been  conducted,  and  what  further  proceedings  j^ul4  be 
adopted  for  the  advantage  of  the  institution  a«id  thos9  iiiteriisted 
therein,  make  th^  following  report : 

Hiat  the  annexed  statement  marked  A«  exhibited  by  thf9  trea- 
surer, ^ews  thjB  present  situation  of  the  affairs  of  t%^  yi^iita* 
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tioA,  and  embraces  perhaps  all  that  was  intended  bj  the  firat 
part  of  the  resolution. 

The  committee  would  be  much  pleased  if  thej  could  as  easily 
ta)ort  on  the  second  part  of  the  resolution,  viz  >— the  nkanner  in 
which  the  institution  has  been  conducted.  This  however  they 
cannot  do,  nor  can  thej  from  the  limited  knowledge  they  have 
acquired,  and  the  want  of  time,  make  as  satisfactory  a  report  as 
they  could  wish. 

It  umears  that  on  the  sixteenth  of  September,  1819,  the  board 
nassed  the  following  resolution.  '*  Resolved,  That  the  treasurer 
De,  and  he  is  hereby  authorised  and  empowered  to  receive  a 
transfer  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  new  stock  in  payment  of  debts 
due  this  company,  to  take  the  said  stock  at  par  and  allow  inter- 
est on  the  same  since  the  first  day  of  August,  1818,  and  take 
bonds  for  such  balance  as  may  be  aue  to  the  company,  agreea- 
My  to  the  resolution  of  the  26th  of  August,  1819.'^  Before  this 
resolution  was  published,  which  was  not  until  the  12th  of  No- 
vember following,  there  was  817,900  of  stock  transferred  to  the 
company  in  payment  of  debts  due,  the  chief  of  which  was  trans- 
ferred by  managers  of  the  institution.  There  has*  since  been 
transferred  SS8,000  of  stock,  making  the  whole  amount  of  stock 
received  under  die  said  resolution  S^5,900. 

Of  this  proceedure  the  committee  cannot  approve.  If  it  was 
found  advantageous  to  the  institution  to  take  stock  in  pajpient 
of  debts,  it  should  have  been  taken  at  the  current  price  of 
the  day  on  which  it  was  paid  into  the  company.  The  current 
price  of  the  stock  was  then  very  much  below  par.  Instances 
nave  been  mentioned  in  which  it  was  bousht  up  at  59  per  cent* 
But,  after  taking  the  stock  at  par»  to  allow  interest  thereon 
from  the  1st  of  August,  1818,  is  too  absurd  and  unjust  to  meet 
the  approbation  of  any  disinterested  mind.  The  committee  be.-* 
lieve  tnat  the  board  had  no  power  to  pass  such  a  resolution  >-*• 
that  it  was  prejudicial  to  the  interests  of  the  institution,  and  the 
raanarars  should  have  been  the  last  instead  of  the  first  persons 
to  avail  themselves  of  it  The  committee  are  of  opinion  that 
the  then  president  and  managers  (if  not  all  others)  should  yet 
be  compelled  to  settle  their  accounts  by  allowing  for  the  stock 
transferred  only  at  ^e  current  price  thereof  at  the  time  the 
transfer  was  made,  and  that  they  should  be  compelled  to  refund 
the  interest  received  or  allowed  them  on  the  stock  from  the  1st 
day  of  August,  1818. 

A  num£r  of  bonds,  payable  in  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  years*  have 
been  taken  in  pavment  of  notes,  &c.  due,  without  security,  the 
interest  not  payable  annually,  but  included  in  the  bonds«  This 
the  committee  also  consider  as  improper.  Had  the  board,  tme- 
ably  to  a  resolution  of  the  26tfa  of  August,  1819,  in  cases  of  bad 
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debts,  << taken. bonds  with  a{q[M*Dved  security,  fMiyable  in  five 
equal  annual  payments,  with  interest,  and  the  security  to  be  ap-^ 
proved  by  the  board,"  it  would  have  been  for  the  advantage  of 
tjie  institution  But  taking  bonds  payable  many  years  hence» 
without  security  and  without  having  the  interest  payable  annu* 
sdly  br  semi-aniluallv,  was  certainly  prejudicial  to  the  institu- 
tion, and  gives  a  full  opportunity  to  the  obligors  to  dispose  of 
their  property  and  evade  the  payment  entirely.  The  committee 
believe  the  president,  or  persons  taking  these  bonds  without  hav- 
ine  the  approbation  of  the  board,  is  liable  and  should  be  com- 
pelled to  make  good  the  same. 

There  was  also,  on  the  23d  of  September,  1819,  the  fdlowing 
Strang  procedure  had  by  the  boara,  at  a  meeting  attended  by 
William  Wright  the  president,  and  four  managers,  the  impropri- 
ety of  which  must  be  admitted  by  all,  viz: — '*  William  Wnght 
proposed  to  give  JohnL.  Wrist's  and  William  Writ's  bonds, 
nve  in  number,  payable  in  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5  years,  with  interest^ 
amounting  the  principal  to  SS^OO,  in  part  payment  and  on  ac- 
count of  ms  bond  already  held  by  the  company,  now  due,  for 
S6,090  with  interest  from  the  14th  of  Novemlier,  1817,  nrfuch 
was  agreed  to,''  which  bonds  were  accordingly  given.  Thus  did 
William  Wright,  president,  form  one  of  five,  (which  numbar  is 
requisite  to  form  a  quorum,)  act  in  his  own  case  and  have  tiie 
payment  of  money  due  by  him  for  near  two  years  deferred* 
1,  2,  5,  4  and  5  years  longer.  This  the  committee  believe  could 
not  be  legallv  done,  and  are  of  opinion  he  should  be  compelled 
to  pay  the  wnole  amount  forthwitL 

There  are  aho  many  cases  where  the  then  president  and  ma- 
nagers were  endorsers  on  notes,  or  were  otherwise  bound  for  debts 
dvethecompanv,  and  by  their  own  acts  were  released  from  their 
endorsements,  &c«  In  such  cases  the  committee  are  of  opinion 
they  are  still  liable,  and  should  be  compelled  to  makegood  any 
loss  the  conqiany  may  sustain  by  this  act  of  their  own  releasing 
themselves^^^^e  case  in  particular  of  this  description,  is  thatra 
the  m<rtgage  on  property  in  York  county,  now  in  dispute,  assign- 
ed by  Jonathan  Mifflin  to  the  company,  to  discharge  his  note  of 
£5,046  74,  on  which  William  Wrignt,  then  president  of  Ae  com- 
pany, was  endorser. 

There  is  also  one  transaction  concerning  which,  the  commit* 
tee  have  not  acquired  the  necessary  information  which  they 
think  requires  a  minute  investigation.    They  allude  to  a  mort" 

fagc  given  by Kirk.  This  mortgage  the  committee  have 
een  informed,  was  the  property  of  the  company  at  one  timey 
and  was  sold  orexchan^d  by  the  president  and  managers  for 
stock  taken  at  par,  and  interest  from  August,  1816. 
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If  this  be  the  correct  history  of  the  transaction,  k  is  evident 
that  it  was  tlnprope^— If  the  mortage  was  well  secured  and  con- 
sidared  safe,  it  would  have  been  oi  more  value  to  the  company 
tiian  the  stock  which  was  received  for  it  But  what  right  had 
the  iirestdent  and  managers  thus  to  act?  If  the  resolution  of  the 
l^th  ofSeptember  last,  was  legal,  it  does  not  embrace  tiiis  case, 
for  it  does  ilot  appear  that  the  stock  was  received  in  payment  of 
a  debt  due,  but  it  was  a  sale  of  the  mortgage  for  the  stock.  The 
committee  therefore  believe  that  tiie  company  have  an  equitable 
title  to  this  mortgage,  on  returning  the  stock  taken  in  exchange  for 
it,  and  think  that  a  recovery  should  be  attempted. 

There  has  also  been  much  neglect  on  the  part  of  the  officers  of 
the  company,  in  not  demanding  payment  oi  even  the  interest  on 
bonds  and  notes  due,  for  which,  it  is  believed,  they  could  be 
made  liable. 

The  committee  earnestly  recommend  to  the  board,  the  pro- 
priety and  necessity  of  employing  an  able  counsellor,  to  advise 
them  on  all  these  points.  They  would  also  recommend  tliat  pay- 
ment of  all  the  bonds  and  notes  now  due,  should  be  demanded, 
and  if  not  paid,  or  the  payment  secured,  that  they  be  immedi- 
ately put  in  suit.  That  the  same  course  should  be  pursued  with 
the  otner  notes  and  bonds  as  they  become  due;  ana  that  in  cases 
where  the  payment  shall  be  secured,  the  whole  of  the  interest 
ahould  be  paid  up  to  the  present  time,  and  the  interest  be  made 
payable  semi-annually  in  future. 

-  The  committee  would  also  recommend  retrenchment  in  the 
expenses  of  the  institution.  There  is  now  but  little  for  tlie  treas- 
urer to  do,  and  of  course  he  cannot  expect  so  much  salary  as 
heretofore.  ^  The  sums  heretofore  paid  tne  gate-keepers  are  ako 
(00  great;  and  honest  and  trasty  men  can  no  doubt  be  found, 
who  would  discharge  their  duties  correctly,  for  one  third  less 
than  has  been  heretofore  paid. 

The  committee  would  also  bring  into  view  the  tolls  now  char- 
ged for  crossing  the  bridge.  It  is  the  opinion  of  many  persons 
that  lowering  the  tolls  would  be  more  to  the  advantage  of  the 
Ktockbolders,  as  persons  would  not  then  strive  so  much  to  evade 
coming  over  the  oridge.

Wliich  report  was  read,  eonaidered  and  adopted. 
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T  a^in  attend4^cI  at  tlie  bridge  office  on  the  first  Monday  in 
July,  Deing  the  clay  appointed  by  law  for  the  annual  election  of 
president,  managers  and  treasurer,  and  was  pleased  to  find  that 
the  stockliolders  had  come  to  the  determination  of  making  at 
least,  a  partial  chan^  in  the  direction  of  the  institution;  and 
succeeded  in  electing  a  new  president  and  eight  new  managers. 
My  own  opinion  wan,  thai  it  was  time  a  change  should  be  made, 
and  there  ;8  reason  to  believe  that  the  proceedings  at  the  two 
former  meetings,  had  some  effect  in  prcnlucin^  this  change.  I 
am  now  well  convinced  that  the  present  president,  and  those 
managers  who  attend  the  meetings  of  tiie  board,  have,  since 
their  election,  been  doing  every  thing  in  their  power  which  they 
conceive  would  be  for  the  benefit  of  the  institution. 

I  cannot  close  this  report  without  suggesting  the  opinion,  that 
some  act  should  be  done  by  the  legislature,  more  effectually  to 
secure  the  great  interest  which  the  commonwealth  has  in  this 
company  or  bridge.  Altiiough  holding  890,000  of  stock,  the 
state  has  no  more  say,  or  in  other  words,  can  give  no  more  votes 
than  an  individual  holding  a  few  shares;  indeed  it  seems  doubt* 
ful  whether  the  state  can  even  vote  for  managers  of  the  institu- 
tion, as  i\\e  law  does  not  point  out  either  the  mode  in  which  it 
shall  be  done;  tlie  officer  wno  shall  represent  the  commonwealth', 
or  in  ^vhat  manner  autliority  can  be  given  to  any  one  to  vote  at 
the  election. 

The  funds,  stock  and  real  estate  of  the  bridge  pompany,  have 
also  become  so  blended  with  the  new  stock  or  banking  company, 
that  it  would  be  a  very  difficult  matter  to  separate  tliem;  and 
upon  winding  up  the  latteT,itis  supposed  by  many  that  the  origi- 
nal bridge  company  will  be  brouglit  in  debt  to  flic  new  stock- 
holders or  banking  company  sevei-al  thousand  dollars;  this  would 
of  course  fall  on  tlie  bridge,  and  payment  would  perhaps  be 
sought  hv  a  levy  and  sale  of  the  bridge,  which  would  be  ex- 
treiiielv  tletrimental  to  tlie  interests  of  the  commonwealth. — 
Some  provision  I  think  should  be  made  by  which  the  fiinds  of 
each  set  of  stockholders  could  be  ascertained;  what  tlie  profits 
and  loss  on  each  stock  have  been;  to  which  set  of  stockholders 
tlie  real  property  properly  belong;  and  that  the  accounts  of 
each  miglit  be  finally  liquidated  and  adjusted. 

I  cannot  give  such  information  on  tliis  subject  as  I  could 
wish,  but  I  have  thought  it  my  duty  to  mention  it  to  you,  and  1 
am  very  certain  that  VVilliam  Vickaiy,  E?q.  the  present  presi- 
dent ot  the  company,  will,  on  being  called  upon,  most  cheerfully 
give  any  further  information  which  may  be  desired.

The  coTnmiesioners  for  the  erection  of  a  State  Penitentiary 
on  the  public  land  adjoining  the  to\(ii  of  ^lleghanv»  opposite 
Pittsburg,  in  the  county  of  Alleghany, 

Report- 
That  in  conseauence  of  the  exhausted  state  of  the  appropria- 
tion granted  by  tke  act  of  assembly,  authorising  the  erection  of 
the  penitentiary,  they  liave  been  unable  to  render  the  progress 
of  tne  building,  equal  to  their  own  desires  or  the  views  of  the 
legislature.  They  have  however  made  such  application  of  the 
funds  at  their  command,  as  to  place  the  work  m  the  greatest 
state  of  forwardness,  comporting  with  the  strict  economy  they 
have  been  compelled  to  keep  in  view. 

It  will  be  perceived,  by  reference  to  the  preceding  reports  of 
the  commissioners,  that  the  original  appropriation  of  sixty 
thousand  dollars,  the  amount  of  tiurty-five  thousand  four  hun- 
dred and  twenty-five  dollars  thirty-two  and  three  fourths  cents, 
had  been  expended,  previous  to  tae  commencement  of  the  pres- 
ent session;  leaving  the  balance  of  twenty-four  thousand  five 
hundred  and  seventy-four  dollars  sixty-seven  and  one  fourth 
cents,  to  meet  the  expenditures  of  the  current  year.  This  sum  be- 
ine  considerably  witnin  the  amount,  which  would  have  been  re- 
qnmd,had  all  those  workmen  been  employed,  who  could  have 
worked  to  advantage  at  the  different  parts  of  the  building,  -the 
commisttoners  were  under  the  necessi^  of  considerably  re- 
Atricting  their  operations.  They  have,  however,  raised  the  out- 
ward wall  to  the  hei^t  of  twenty-two  feet,  which  is  within  three 
feet  of  its  contemplated  height;  and  tiiey  have  completed  the 
first  story  of  the  main  building  and  towers;  all  which  has  been 
executed  in  a  superior  style  (h  workmanship,  and  much  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  commissionersb 

The  expenditures  of  the  present  season  have  amounted  to  the 
sum  of  twenty-one  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty-eight  dol- 
lars ninety-two  and  one  fourth  cents;  which,  in  addition  to  tiie 
sum  of  thirty-five  thousand  four  hundred  and  twenty -five  dollars 
thirty-two  and  three-fourth  cents,  mentioned  in  the  report  of  the 
last  year,  makes  the  whole  expenditures  amount  to  fifty-six  tiiou- 
sanaeight  hundred  and  fifty-four  dollars  twenty-five  cents,  leav- 
ing a  balance  of  three  thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-five  dol- 
lars seventy-five  cents;  the  greater  part  of  which,  will  be  requir- 
ed in  the  course  of  the  present  winter,  to  pay  for  joists,  lumber 
and  boards,  which  have  been  contracted  for  and  are  daily  expec* 
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ted  to  be  delivered.  It  rests,  therefore,  with  the  le^iiilature,  to 
make  such  further  provision  for  the  erection  of  the  building,  as 
ibej  piay  deem  expedient;  and  tlie  commissioners  submit  for 
their  inspection,  an  estimate  of  the  probable  expense  of  comple- 
ting that  part  of  the  work  which  has  been  commenced:  viz.

In  this  estimate  no  provision  is  made  for  salaries  and  other  in« 
cidental  expenses.  It  will  also  be  perceived,  tliat  no  mention  i^ 
made  of  the  cells,  culvert,  or  panoptican. 

At  the  last  session  of  the  legislature,  the  commissioners  wish- 
ing to  make  some  alterations  in  the  inferior  arrangements  of  the 
cellsj  and  also  wishing  to  procure  some  further  appropriation,  to 
enable  them  to  advance  more  rapidly  in  the  work,  directed  the 
superintendant  to  repair  to  Hamsbui^  to  give  such  informa* 
tion  as  might  be  required  of  him.  The  alterations  suggested  by 
him  were  adopted,  but  it  was  deemed  inexpedient  at  that  time,  to 
request  further  aid  than  miffht  be  affbrdea  by  a  consolidation  of 
the  two  last  installments  of  the  appropriation. 

At  the  desire  of  tlie  commissioners,  the  superintendimt  will 
again  present  himself  to  the  l^slature,  and  they  beg  leave  to 
refer  him  for  information  on  these  points,  not  touched  upon  in 
this  report.

There  is  besides  the  foregoing,  an  account  of  arms  and  otlier 
paoperty  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  which  were  left  in  the 
hands  of  a  United  States  officer,  in  the  late  war,  and  which  I 
charged  to  the  United  States,  in  pursuance  of  the  act  of  the 
17th  February,  1818.— This  account  was  furnished  to  the  prop- 
er officers  at  the  city  of  Washington,  in  September,  1818,  and 
amounts  to  825,845  02. 

The  principal  part  of  this  account  consists  of  the  arms  be- 
lonnng  to  General  Tannehill's  brigade,  and  which  were  left  in 
the  nands  of  a  United  States  officer;  it  is  now  alleged  without 
any  desire  on  the  part  of  that  officer,  but  merely  as  a  safe  de- 
posit on  the  withdrawing  of  that  brigade  from  the  service  of  tiie 
United  States.  I  am,  however,  pursumg  the  necessary  measures 
for  a  developement  of  this  business. 

There  is  likewise  a  part  of  the  old  claim  on  the  United  States, 
arising  out  of  the  western  iBsqjrection  in  1794,  revived;  and 
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will,  I  expect,  be  paid  in  the  present  winter;  amounting  to  up- 
wards of  813,000. 

I  visited  the  city  of  Washington  lately,  for  the  express  pur- 
pose of  bringing  att  these  accounts  to  a  close,  and  I  nave  well 
grounded  expectations  of  accomplishing  mj  object  in  a  short 
time. 

A  considerable  deduction  has  been  made  by  the  United  States 
officers  from  our  accounts  of  expenditures  in  the  late  war,  for 
military  stores  and  camp  equipage.  In  making  up  the  accounts 
against  the  U.  States  J  very  carefully  brught  into  view  every  thing 
which  had  been  used  in  the  U.  States  or  state  service  in  the  late  war: 
for  instance,  I  charged  all  the  military  stores,  procured  for  the  de-> 
fence  of  Erie;  and  it  appears  that  no  part  of  tfiese  had  been  so 
used,  but  in  the  account  as  furnished  by  me,  to  the  United  States, 
I  expressly  provided  for  a  credit  for  all  such  items  as  had  not 
been  used[,  until  a  final  adjustment;  therefore  I  cannot  say  how 
much  may  be  expected  to  arise  from  these  accounts.  I  have  laid 
in  a  claim  for  interest  on  our  advances  on  each  account  when  it 
was  furnished—- the  interest  will  foim  a  very  considerable  claim, 
and  i9,  in  equity,  quite  as  good  as  our  claim  of  principal.

And  where* 
as,  by  the  census  taken  in  the  year  one  tbousaind  seven  hundred 
and  ninety,  the  number  of  slaves  then  enumerated  in  Penn« 
aylvaniai  was  three  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty-seven; 
and  by  ^e  census  taken  in  the  year  one  thousand  eicht  hun- 
dred, the  number  was  seventeen  hundred  and  six;  and  by  the 
census  taken  in  the  year  one  thousand  ei^t  hundred  and  ten> 
the  number  was  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five.  And  whereas* 
it  is  presumable  that  the  number  at  present,  is  reduced  to  Jess  than 
half  the  last  enumeration.  And  whereas,  this  state,  at  so  early  » 
period  as  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ei^^,  did,  by  the  law 
enacted  as  aforesaid,  provide  for  the  graoLuat  emancipation  of 
all  children  bom  of  ftarents  held  in  bondage,  after  tiie  {lassage 
of  tfiat  law*  And  whereas,  it  is  well  known  that  the  citizens 
of  Pennsylvania,  by  whom  slavery  is  universally  held  in  abhor- 
rence, have  ever  shown  an  anxiotts  wish  iotnreak  the  shackles 
of  those,  whose  nnhappy  fate  has  cast  them  into  perpetual  ser- 
vitude, it  cannot  but  be  in  accordance,  both  with  the  honor  and 
teterest  of  tlus  comsionwealtb,  to  efface  so  foul  a  blot^  wholly 
and  irrevocably  from  her  statute  )>ooks: 

Therefore 

Resolved,  That  a  committee  be  amMMuoied  to  conuder  whetti* 
er  any,  and  if  any,  what  means  shoulcf  be  adopted  for  tiie  eman- 
cipation from  slavery,  of  ^«ch  persons  as  may  be  still  Kviag 
within  this  commimwealth,  and  who  are  held  in  bondage  under 
the  act  of  March,  on^  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eipity* 

Ordered,  To  lie  on  the  table.

1.  Be  it  enacted  by  tJie  council  and  general  assembly  of  this 
state,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the  authority  of  tfie  samej 
That  no  bridge,  floating  stage,  or  other  device  in  the  nature  of  a 
bridge,  no  dam, .  wing,  or  other  device,  creating,  drawing  off  or 


ful  and  res]^iectable  freeholders  in  each  state,  residing  near  the 
spot  wh'^re  it  may  be  intended  to  erect  such  bridge,  stage,  dam, 
winiTi  or  device,  appointed  by  tiie  court  of  ouarter  sessions,  and 
a  specitic  report  by  ihem,  or  a  majority  of  them  respectively  in 
each  state,  to  the  court  of  (quarter  sessions  of  the  county  by 
whom  appointed,  slicwing  distinctly  the  bridge,  stage,  dam, 
wins;,  or  ae\'ice  intended,  and  stating  that  it  wfll  not  impede  or 
injure  tJje  navigation  of  the  said  river,  and  such  report  being  ap- 
proved of  and  confirmed  by  each  court  of  ouarter  sessions,  and 
unappeakid  from  to  the  supreme  court  of  either  state,  during  one 
jiear  after  it  shall  have  been  so  approved  of,  shall  be  final;  but  if 
on  sucli  appeal  tl^  3Hpreme  court  of  eitiier  8tat«  should  reverse 
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such  approval  and  confirmation,  the  same  shall  be  set  aside. 
And  any  person  or  persons  ofFending  against  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  shall,  on  conviction  thereof  before  the  ctnrt  of  quarter

That  Charles  L.  Hu tter,  the  printer  of  the  ioumal  of  the  Senate 
in  the  German  lanrpiage,  of  last  session,  did  not  deliver  them  at 
the  office  of  the  secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  until  the  9tii  of 
June  last,  at  which  time  the  pamphlet  laws,  fire,  were  sent  to  tlie 
westward,  in  consequence  of  which  104  copies  of  the  journal 
were  left  on  hand  in  the  secretary's  office,  altogether  useless,  and 
the  German  population  of  fifteen  counties  of  me  state  are  depri- 
ved of  that  source  of  infomtation. 

Mr.  Mutter's  contract  was  to  deliver,  at  the  office  of  the  secre- 
tary of  the  commonwealth,  400  copies  of  the  journal  of  the 
Senate,  in  the  German  lang:uage,  witnm  forty  days  after  the  close 
of  the  session  of  the  legislature,  which  was  more  than  a  month 
previou^ily  to  the  delivery,  and  had  not  the  secretary  of  the 
commonwealth  delayed  the  remainder  of  the  laws  and  English 
journal,  and  tlie  journal  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in  the 
German  lao;uage,  at  least  ten  days  longer  than  he  was  authorised 
by  law  to  do,  the  whole  work  would  have  remained  on  hanc], 
altogether  useless  to  the  government. 

The  statement  of  Mr.  Hutter's  account,  hereunto  annexed, 
shews  a  balance  in  favor  of  the  commonwealth,  of  g  93  10,  oc- 
casioned by  the  failure  of  his  contract  and  the  advances  made  to 
him  in  the  course  of  the  last  session.

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And  whereas  it  is  believed,  (at  this  day  of  extended  informa- 
tion and  political  improvement,)  that  justice  and  policy  onite  ia 
demanding  executive  patronage  to  be  restricted  to  its  coi&sti- 
ttttional  limits.

Gentlemen, 

In  pursuance  of  the  directions  of  tte  act  anlliorimng  the  gov- 
ernor to  procure  on  loan  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  passed  on  Hie  38th  March  last,  I  have  the 
honor  to  lay  before  the  legblatitre  the  p'oceedings  q£  the  gover* 
nor  in  the  premises. 

On  the  l^lst  September  last  an  application  was  made,  by  order 
of  the  epvemor,  to  the  Pennsylvania  bank*  for  a  loan  of  S^0,000^ 
upon  the  terms  prescribed  in  the  said  act  On  the  25th  of  the 
same  month,  the  bank  agreed  to  loan  the  sum  applied  for  at  6  per 
cent  per  annum,  payable  half-yeariy,  to  be  repaid  in  ten  years* 
in  such  instalments  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  governor  the  finan- 
ces of  the  state  would  justify.  The  usual  pledge  of  the  faith  of 
the  commonwealth  was  given  on  the  26th  of  September^  and  the 
aiQount  of  the  loan  pass^  to  the  credit  of  ^e  commonwealth  on 
the  28th  of  the  same  month. 

A  similar  application  was  made  to  the  Philadelphia  hank,  for  a 
loan  of  jg50,000,  on  the  24th  of  November  last,  and  on  the  Srtii 
following,  the  bank  agreed  to  loan  die  sum  applied  fac»  at  6  per 
cent  per  annum,  to  be  repaid  in  like  manner.  The  customftrj 
fiedgd  was  given  on  the  29th  of  November,  and  the  amount  St 
the  ban  was  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  commonwealth  on  the 
2d  December,  following.

tliat  until  all  or  nearly  all  of  them  were  completed  he  c 

make  no  useful  process  in  constructing  the  general  map  of 

state.    The  delay  in  the  process  of  tliis  work  has  men 

been  owing  entirely  to  that  ot  furnishing  the  county  maps ; 

this  delay  there  are  various  causes  arising  from  the  intrinsic 

flculties  of  such  an  undertakings  as  well  as  from  the  disposr 

ot  those  to  whom  the  work  was  entrusted.    One  cause  of  i 

arose  from  the  difficulty  in  procuring:  persons  to  undertake 

tain  counties  tor  the  sum  limited  bylaw,  owing  to  the  wai 

sufficient  actual  surveys  and  tlie  apprehended  expense  of  ma 

them;  and  even  when  there  was  a  competition  for  the  conti 

the  necessary  information  for  constructinff  the  map  was  • 

possessed  partially  by  different  persons,  and  the  unfoitunat* 

plicant  generally  refused  to  communicate  any  part  of  his  i 

mation  to  his  successful  rival ;  another  cause  oftlelay  arose 

the  rejection  of  some  of  the  county  maps  which  upon  exai 

tion  were  found  too  inacorate  to  be  accepted  and  were  reti 

for  correction ;  the  map  of  Mifflin  county  was  the  last  .on 

ceived  tiiat  was  essentially  necessary  to  the  projectiDn  o 

feneral  map,  this  was  dehvered  on  the  18th  day  of  Decei 
819,  but  not  until  after  a  suit  had  bee|i  brought  against  the 
tractor ;  that  of  Chester  was  received  still  later,  but  lying  i 
corner  of  the  state,  it  could  not  materially  affect  the  pos^tio 
other  counties.  Although  some  delay  no  doubt  has  arisen 
the  want  of  diligence  and  perseverance  on  the  part  of 
of  the  contractors  for  the  county  maps,  yet  after  a  perusal 
.voluminous  correspondence,  we  think  it  is  evident,  fi*om  thc^ 
larity  of  their  complaints  and  apologies,  that  there  wer^  ver 
ny  difficulties  to  overcome-  As.  soon  aai  the  map  of  &^ 
county  was  obtained,  Mr.  Melish  laid  dovm  a  sketch  € 
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ffeneral  design  of  the  state  map  and  the  county  Unas  and  edii- 
Sited  it  for  inspection;  these  hhes  were^cai^fully  tested  by  re* 
ducing  all  the  county  maps  to  the  same  scale  upon  slips  of  pa- 
per and  connecting  mem  upon  the  general  draft,  whereby  eyery 
discrepency  in  the  county  lines  was  most  readily  discovered; 
this  examination  satisfied  us  that  some  material  corrections  were 
necessary  in  the  maps  of  Luzerne,  Sus(|uehanna,  Wayne,  Pike 
and  Northampton^  and  more  especially  in  those  of  Northumber- 
land, Union  and  Columbia ;  preferring  a  further  delay  to  accept- 
ing the  map  with  so  many  imperfections,  we  directed  Mr.  Me- 
lis^  not  to  nil  up  the  drawing,  and  have  since  used  all  practica- 
ble diligence  to  procure  information  from  such  of  the  contractors 
for  those  counties  as  were  capable  and  willing  to  give  it,  together 
with  surveys  of  such  lines  and  parts  of  the  Susquehanna  as  ap- 
peared to  be  necessary.  It  was  expected  that  the  running  of  the 
lines  of  Union,  Mifflin  and  Centre  counties,  by  their  commis- 
sioners, in  pursuance  of  a  law  of  the  last  session,  would  have 
supplied  whatever  was  wanting  on  tliat  subject ;  but  when  these 
lines  were  obtained,  beins  in  detached  parts,  tliey  were  found  al- 
togeliier  insufficient,  ana  a  surveyor  was  employed  to  proceed 
to  the  ground  and  run  all  the  lines  that  we  have  deemed  neces- 
sary to  correct  the  errors  in  the  maps  of  Union,  Centre  and  Ly- 
coming counties.  We  have  also  procured  surveys  of  those 
parts  of  the  Susquehanna  that  were  required  to  correct  the  map 
of  Northumberland,  which,  together  with  surveys  and  notes 
obtained  frcmi  the  contractors  for  Luzerne  and  Susquehanna^ 
and  numerous  surveys  of  state  roads  sent  from  the  omce  of  the 
Becretanr  of  the  commonwealth  to  Mr.  Melish,  have  enabled 
him  to  nx  the  bound^mes  of  those  counties  with  as  much  accu- 
racy as  ihe  nature  of  the  case  will  possibly  admit  of. 

Mr.  Melish  has  now  completed  a  drawing  of  the  general  map 
with  all  the  counties  filled  up,  except  Greene  and  Union,  for 
the  former  we  have  the  assurance  of  the  contractor  that  in  |i 
Terr  short  time  all  ihe  corrections  wanted  shall  be]  furnished, 
ana  the  surveys  now  making  will  supply  every  known  defect  in 
the  latter;  the  draft  has  undergone  a  patient  and  rigid  exami- 
nation in  all  its  parts,  and  the  county  lines  have  been  in  likj^ 
manner  asain  tested  by  the  reduced  maps,  as  also  by  known 
surveys  of  roads,  lines,  rivers,  &c.  Many  of  the  minor  details 
of  audi  a  map  can  only  be  judged  of  by  tnose  who  have  a  local 
acquaintance  with  the  respective  places ;  these  have  been  im- 
proved from  time  to  time  by  the  suggestions  of  members  of  the 
legtslatttre,  and  otiiers  from  all  parts  of  tiie  state,  to  whom^  they 
have  been  frequentiy  submitted  for  inspection ;  and  we  have 
the  satis&ction  to  say,  with  much  confidence,  that  the  map  pro- 
mise^  to  be  one  of  UDcommon  excellence ;  the  elementary  plaa^ 
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of  constnicting  it  by  connecting  the  MaaHest  political  di^aions 
of  territory  and  combining  them  into  a  idiole,  to  fill  up  the  out* 
line  and  agree  with  each  other,  was  adapted  to  th^  attainment 
of  greater  certainty  and  perfection  than  any  ouier  mode,  bat  at- 
tended with  much  grc^at^  labour  and  eicpense  than  to  have  madt 
the  parts  conform  to  Ihe  outlines,  where  the  pencil  m^t 
be  used  instead  of  the  surveyor  to  adjust  the  disagreements 
between  adjoining  townships  or  counties. 

Mr.  Melish  has  been  cUrected  to  put  all  the  sheets  into  the 
hands  of  the  engraver,  except  those  containing  Greene  a^ 
Union  counties,  and  as  we  have  a  perfect  confidence  of  these 
being  completed  in  a  short  time,  we  are  not  aware  of  any  cause 
connected  with  the  wwk  that  can  occasion  any  fUrtiier  delay  in 
its  prc^ess.  - 

It  may'  not  be  improper  to  add  something  as  to  the  general 
^aracter  of  the  state  map.  The  materials  of  which  it  is  con- 
ftructedare: 

1.    The  county  maps. 

5L    The  boundary  lines  of  the  state. 

J5.  The  survey  of  the  post  road  fi-om  Washington  to  New- 
York. 

4.  The  best  maps  of  the  adjacent  states,  and  numerous  sur- 
veys of  roads,  rivers,  &c.  &c.  passing  in  every  direc- 
tion through  Pennsylvania^ 

As  has  already  been  remarked,  the  state  map  is  formed  by 
the  coi9bination  of  counties,  and  the  county  maps  by  the  combi- 
siation  of  townships,  cities  and  boroughs,  and  these  have  been 
corrected  by  the  known  northern  and  southern  boundaries  of  the 
•tate,  the  former  in  latitude  42  degrees,  the  latter  in  latitudes  39 
degjrees  43  minutes,  which,  together  with  the  eastern  boundary; 
consisting  of -the  Delaware  nver,  and  the  western  boundary^ 
ftve  de«'ees  from  the  Delaware  on  Ae  southern  line,  have  been 
adopt^  as  a  basis  for  the  whole  work;  to  these  may  be  added 
the  original  survey  of  the  circular  line  between  Pennsylvania 
and  Delaware,  as  authorised  by  William  Penn. 

The  drawing  extends  from  the  south  point  of  the  Cayi^  and 
Seneca  lakes,  m  the  state  of  New-York,  to  tbe  most  southetm 
point  of  the  district  of  Columbia,  and  from  about  SO  mUes  west 
i»f  the  western  boundary  in  the  atato  of  Ohio,  to  about  10  yiileB 
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ca9t  of  the  cUjr  of  Kew-York^^  In  addition  ^refor«  to  the  ststo 
of  Penttsylvaiiia*  tbe  mi^p  exhibits  an  interesting  view  of  the  ad* 
mcent  states*  viz:-^ On  the  north*  New^York,  weat,  Ohio  andt 
Virginia,  south,  Virainia,  .Maryland,  Delaware  and  the  District 
0i  Coliunlnasi  e^JSt^  the  whole  state  of  New-Jersey,  the  Delaware 
bay,  the  sea  coast  to  New-York,  and  the  course  of  the  Hudsom 
liver  to  Rinderfaook«  14  miles  above  the  city  of  Hudson. 

Tlie  title  is  on  the  nortli-east  sheet  and  below  it  a^cale  of  sta- 
tute miles  and  anotlier  of  geographical  miles ;  above  the  title  is  a 
representation  of  the  state  anns^  on  tlie  south  ^ide  of  tlie  map 
upon  the  middle  sheet  is  a  statistical  table  w^th  cobunna  for  the 
eounties;  their  length,  breadtli  and  area. 

I'opulation  for  1810  and  1820,  and  the  inhabitants  to  each 
square  mile  in  1820;  the  number  of  townships  and  number  of 
post-offiees  in  each  county. 

The  county  towns  and  tlieir  population  for  1820,  with  the  dis- 
tances from  Harrisburg  and  Vir  asnington. 

There  is  on  one  side  a  table  of  referrences,  .<:6ntaiiung  an  ex- 
planation of  the  characters  used  in  the  map,  and  on  the  other 
side  a  table  containing  statistical  and  geological  remarks. 

On  the  south-west  comer  of  the  western  sheet  there  is  a  table 
of  general  information  relative  to  the  plan,  materials  and  con- 
struction of  the  map. 

The  whole  design  is,  in  our  opinion,  judiciously  arranged  and 
well  executed,  and  should  the  eng;ravingbe  done  with  neatness, 
it  cftndot  fail  to  give  general  satisfaction^^-The  publisher  inti- 
mates that  the  en^aving  will  require  about  nine  months  to 
complete  it,  which  is  the  extent  of  the  time  he  now  claims  for 
bringing  forward  the  map  for  publication. 

In  conclusion  we  would  remark  that  the  whole  money  paid  oj& 
Account  of  this  undertaking  heretofore,  including  the  advance  to 
-the  piiMishen  is  824,776  75^  and  that  the  only  further  expense 
'  contemplated  by  the  act  is  the  allowance  for  surveys  now  making, 
and  SI 500  to  be  paid  to  the  publisher  for  his  personal  service 
tm*  the  drawing  and  general  superintendance  of  the  work  durii^ 
its  progress.

The  Senate  having  returned  to  their  chamber,  the  speaker  in- 
formed them  that  after  the  governor  Had  finished  his  inaugural 
address  to  the  members  ot  the  two  houses  this  day,  he  put  into 
his  hands  a  copy  thereof,  which  he  now  submitted  to  the  Senate; 
and  which  was  read  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Fbllow-oitisbms,  , 

*  The  distineuished  mark  of  confidence  with  which  I  have 
been  honored,  in  being  called  by  the  public  voice  to  perform 
the  functions  of  the  executive  department  of  this  state,  demands 
inv  warmest  acknowledgments.  The  opportunity  now  present- 
ed is  embraced  to  express  to  you,  and  tnrough  you  to  the  free- 
men of  this  commonwealth,  the  lively  sense  of  gratitude  with 
which  the  public  suffrage,  in  my  favor,  has  filled  me.  My  con- 
duct in  that  station  in  which  the  people  have  been  pleased  to 
flace  me,  contrary  to  my  own  inclination  and  judgment,  sliall, 
hope,  prove  the  sincerity  of  the  gratitude  expressed. 

The  solemn  pleidge  which  I  have  just  given  to  perform  the 
duties  of  my  office  with  fidelity,  impresses  me  with  a  deep 
sense  of  their  importance,  and  I  have  reason  to  implore  the  as- 
^stance  of  Divine  Providence  in  the  arduous  task  I  have  under- 
taken. 

The  Biany  difficulties  which  a  chief  magistrate  of  this  state 
Iju  to  encounter,  increased  probably  at  this  time  beyond  what 
they  have  been  heretofore,  and  the  great  responsibility  attached 
to  his'  office,  render  9ie  seriously  apprehensive  that  my  best 
efforts  will  be  inadequate  to  give  satisfaction,  even  to  the  dis- 
'  interested  and  patriotic  part  of  the  community.    But,  I  trust, 
if  any  errocs  shall  be  committed,  they  will  not  be  chargeable 
to  intention,  they  will  owe  their  origin  to  the  impeifection  of 
our  nature  and  tiie  narrow  limits  of  human  fbresi^t;  they  will 
not  proceed  from  a  wilful  neglect  of  duty  on  my  part,  nor 
from  any  want  of  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  our  beloved 
country.    Such  errors,  I  may  justly  hone,  will  meet  with  in- 
dulgence from  an  enlightened  and  liberal  people.    Where  cen- 
sure shall,  upon  a  full  and  impartial  view  of  matters,  be  merit- 
ed, let  it  not  be  withheld.    It  is  the  duty  of  freemen  to  exa- 
mine closely  into  the  conduct  of  those  to  w^m  they  have  dele- 
gated their  power,  or  the  guardianship  of  their  rights  and  in-

i;  to  censure  the  abuse  of  the  onei  or  the  neglect  and 
mismanagement  of  the  other. 

In  approaching  the  station  to  which  I  have  been  called,  with 
a  due  sense  of  its  difficulty  and  responsibility,  I  pledge  mj-^ 
self  to  pursue  with  sincerity  and  diligence,  that  course  which 
my  best  judgment  shall  direct,  to  promote  public,  hapjuness; 
and  believing  that  to  cheriijh  and  strengthen  an  attachment  to 
tree  gOTernment;  to  soften  tlie  rancor  and  allay  the  prejudi- 
ces OT  party  spirit;  to  unite  the  mass  of  the  peopfe  as  one  re-. 
publican  family,  will  be  among  the  means  of  increasing  the 
comforts  ot  social  life,  I  shall  direct  all  my  efibrts  to  accom- 
plish these  purposes.  Considering  myself  as  elected  by  the 
peopfe  of  this  commonwealth  and  not  by  any  particular  denom- 
ination of  persons,.  I  shall  endeavor  to  deserve  the  name  of 
Chief  Magistrate  of  Penusjflvania,  and  to  avoid  the  disgraceful 
appellation  of  Governor  of  a  party.  In  appointraents  to  office* 
it  ^11  be  my  endeavor  to  select  without  distinction  of  party, 
such  as  I  believe  to  be  the  most  Itonest  and  capable;  and  if 
I  shall  be  successful  in  this  respect;  I  trust,  that  with  the  as- 
sistance of  your  wisdom  and  patriotic  endeavors  in  matters 
€Jf  legislation,  the  prosperity  oi  the  commonwealth  may  be 
promoted;  its  relations  with  tlie  general  government  honorably 
upheld,  and  all  its  kwful  rights  maintained. 

In  deliberating  upon  the  concerns  of  the  commonwealth, 

Ckentiemen  of  the  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives, 

Tou  will  find  one  of  the  most  premiTxent  topics  to  be  the 
sti^ation  of  trade  and  business  of  every  description,  the  al- 
most total  aninhilation  of  confidence  between  man  and  man,  and 
the  distress  of  many  individuals  of  the  community.  If  any 
thing  could  be  done  to  encourage  and  revive  the  activity  of  our 
citizens;  if  any  means  could  be  devised  to-  restore  confidence 
Mid  to  prevent  the  sacrifice  of  property  with  due  attention  te 
the  rights  of  al)  parties,  I  shoula  most*  heartily  concur  in-  any 
measures  calculated  to  attain  these  desirable  ends.  Permit  m^ 
to  suggest  to*  you  whether  it  would  not  be  possible  to  devise 
dome  method  of  reducing  the  enoimous  power  ami  patronage  of 
the  governor,  without  impairing  the  other  r^neral  features  of. 
for  present  excellent  constitution;  whether  &e  annual  ses- 
sions of  our  Lee:islatnre  might  not  be  shortened  without  detri-^ 
ment  to  the  public  good ;  whether,  a  reduction  of  salaries,  of 
fbes  of  office,  and  compensation  for  public  services^  ought  not 
at  thi9  time  to  take  place,  to  correspond  iti  some  degree  witb 


flternhiceil  prices  of  agricnltoral  prodace.  It  «1«)  deswveB  se- 
TJ<Hi§  coDsideratioD  whether  public  imp-OTemoits  might  Bat,  at 
this  time,  be  advantageously  made,  and  domestic  m&nidactureA 
encouraged  with  success.  Above  a]l,  it  appears  an  imperative 
4uty,  to  introduce  and  support  a  liberal  system  of  education, 
connected  with  some  general  religious  instruction.  These  are  mat- 
ters which  will  certainly  engage  jourattention,  and  will  probabl^ 
be  objects  of  your  deliberations,  and  if  any  adequate  measures 
shall  be  proposed;  it  would  give  me  great  pleasure  to  be  instru- 
mental in  their  promotion. 

Let  08,  fellow  cHizens,  eTery  one  in  his  station,  forwe  are  all 
nembers  of  one  familr,  by  whatever  name  we  may  be  desig- 
nated, Unite  in  earnestly  laooring  to  promote  the  common  good;

They  had  the  honor  to  deliver  to  the  speaker  of  tlie  Senate,  on 
Saturday,  the  9th  instant,  a  petition  from  the  city  of  Philadelphia* 
for  the  purposes  therein  specified;  which,  they  believe,  has  all 
tlie  formalities  required  by  the  laws  of  the  state,  and  due  notice

TTic  undersigned  have  learned,  that  by  a  resolution  of  both 
liouses  of  the  legislature,  it  was  decided  to  inaugurate  Joseph 
Hiester,  as  governor,  and  the  ceremonial  of  his  induction  into 
office  has  just  taken  place.  They  do  not  presume  to  question 
the  correctness  of  this  determination;  but,  justice  to  themselves 
requires,  that  they  should  make  known  the  course  which  they 
have  concluded  under  the  circumstances  of  the  case  topui*siie« 

The  undersigned  believe,  that  by  the  constitution. and  laws  of 
the  state,  it  was  not  contemplated  that  the  trial  of  a  contested 
election  of  a  governor  should  take  place  after  his  installation

They  conscientiously  believed,  that  at  the  late  elec- 
tion, fraud)!  and  iire^laritiea  had  been  committed,  to  an  amount 
which  would  have  substantiated  the  charge  of  the  bise  return  oS 
Joseph  Hiester  as  ^vemor,  and  which  had  therefore  stifled  the 
fiir  expression  of  the  public  wiYt.

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Davidson,  Mr.  Maikley  and  Mr.  Dicker-^ 
erson,  be  a  committee  for  the  purpose  expressed  therein;  and 
that  the  committee  on  roads,  bnd^s  and  inland  nangiatiott,  be 
discharged  from  any  furtlier  consmeration  of  the  subject* 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Dickerson  and  Mr.  Power, 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  claima»  on  the  jpetition  of 
Philip  Schrader,  read  yesterday,  was  again  r^,  considered  and 
adopted. 

Mr.  Raguet,  read  in  his  place  and  presented  to  the  chair,  th% 
''following  protest,  to  wit:

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The  undersigned,  members  of  the  Senate  of  Pennsylvania, 
feel  it  a  duty  imposed  upon  them  bj  their  oaths  <jf  office,  topro- 
te^  against  the  passage  of  a  law,  entitled  "An  act  reducing  th<J 
salaries  of  the  Governor  and  Secretary  oi  the  Commonwealth;'* 
and  as  they  conceive  the  subject  to  be  one  which  involves  an  im- 
portant conhtitutional  question,  they  are  desirous  of  recording 
upon  the  journal,  tlie  reasons  whicli  have  governed  them  in  their 
▼ote. 

The  bill  in  question,  which  received  l]ie  sija^iature  of  the  late 
governor  on  the  18tJi  instant,  enacts,  "that  from  and  after  the 
uiird  Tuesday  of  the  prefenrt  month,  the  salary  of  the  governor 
shall  be  four  thon^ana  dollars  i^r  W[ix\^x.m.  This  provision,  which 
reduces  i\\e  governors  salary  from  two  thousand  pfninds,  the  sum 
heretofijre  established  by  law,  the  undersigned  conceive  to  be  in 
direct  violation  of  the  constitTJtion  of  the  state,  which  declares, 
that  *'the  governor  shall  at  stated  times  receive  for  liis  services, 
a  compensation  which  shall  be  neither  encreased  nor  diminished^ 
during  the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected."*'  The 
convention  which  framed  the  constitution  appears  to  have  been 
scrupulously  raytious  in  rendering,  as  far  as  the  principles  em- 
braced by  tl'.at  instrument  would  justifv,  the  three  branches  of 
the  gfr.'cnim«nit  wholly  independent  of  each  otl>er,  in  order  that 
the  people  might  be  protected  against  these  encroachments  of 
power,  and  tliose  temptations  to  corruption,  which  were  imagined 
to  be  po^fiible  under  a  system,  where  no  such  indejpendence  ex- 
tste'd.  In  or(]er  that  ths  judiciarif  might  be  wholly  free  from 
the  influence  of  the  executive  and  legislative  branches,,^  it  is  de- 
clared that  *'lhc  judges  of  the  supreme  court,  and  the  presidents 
of  the  courts  of  common  pleas,  shall  at  stated  times  receive  for 
their  sen-ices,  an  adequate  compensation  to  be-  fixed  by  law, 
which  shall  woihe  dminisfiM  during  their  continuance  in  office," 
Tliattlie  legislative  branch  of  government  miglit  enjoy  an  equal 
exemption;  it  is  invested  with  the  power  of  establishing  the 
compensation  of  its  own  members,  for  even  should  the  executive 
withiiold  his  approbation  from  a  bill,  having  that  for  its  object,  it 
is  entirely  competent  foi*  two  thinls  of  both  Houses  to  enact  a 
law  without  his  concurrence.  In  accordance  too  with  the  same 
spirit  and  in  order  that  the  executive  might  be  preserved  from  the* 
ijifluence  of  the  two  houses  of  the  general  assembly,  the  provis- 
ion which  is  fust  above  quoted,  was  introduced. 

The  undersigned  are  aware  of  the  arguments  advanced  by 
some,  that  the  period   during  which  the  constitution   intended 
tlinl  tiie  salary  of  the  governor  should  not  be  encreased  or  dimiri'  i 
ishe^I,  does  jiot  commence  until  the  third  Tuesday  in  December 
following  his  election,  because  it  i&  dicrein  declared,  that  "tbe

governor  shall  hold  his  office  during  tbrve  years  from  that  day," 
and  that  the  prohibition  does  not  extend  to  any  act  which  might 
be  passed  between  tlie  days  of  his  election  and  induction  into  of- 
fice.    Even  if  this  construction  of  tlie   constitution  were  valid, 
90  as  to  authorise  the  pass(t;::c  of  tlie  act  in  question;  stiil  the 
measure  is,  in  the  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  in  contravention 
of  the  principle  contended  for,  inasmuch  as  a  diminution  of  the 
governor's  salary  would  actually  take  place  "during  the  period'* 
for  which irt  had  been  elected.     This  reasonino;  however,  the  un- 
dersigned believe  to  be,  if  not  adverse  to  the  idter,  most  clearly 
hostile  to  the  spirit  of  the  constitution;  for  there  is  scarcely  a 
conceivable  argument  which  can  be  adduced  agailist  the  exer- 
cise of  the  power  of  encroasing  or  diminishing  a  governor's  salary 
after  his  iwaz/^traiio??,  which  will  not  apply  with  equal  force  to  the 
period  ichich  iminediatdif  precedes  it    The  framers  of  the  con- 
stitution, in  tlie  opinion  of  the  undersigned,  meant  to  say,  a  gov- 
ernor once  elected  dind  once  known,  shall  not  be  in  the  power  of 
the  members  of  any  co-existing  legislature,  nor  shall  they  be  sub-, 
ject  to  his  influence.   They  shall  not  possess  authority  to  impair 
tlie  obliji^ation  of  t/ie  contract  made  between  him  and  the  people, 
anil  consummated  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October.  They  shall 
not  have  power  to  menace  him  with  a  reduction  of  his  j^lary, 
neither  shall  he  be  able  to  induce  them  by  a  promise  of  favois,  to 
encrease  it.    The  possibilitff  of  exercising  a  corrupt  influence  by 
one  over  the  other,  or  of  either  beinjg  liable  to  be  governed  by  the . 
political  or  party  animosities,   which  might  find  their  way  into 
the  councils  of  the  state,  was  foreseen  and  intended  to  be  guarded 
against  by^  the  convention;  and  although,  in  our  day,   no  occa- 
sion to  question  the  integrity  of  a  governor,  or  tlie  purity  of  a 
legislature  may  be  presented,  yet  history  and  experience  unite 
in  demanding  of  us,  to  be  jealous  ot  the  people's  rights.    The 
enactment  ot  the  law  in  question,  t^  established  a  precedent. 
Every  future  governor  is  placed  iri'the  power  of  the  legislature, 
which  shall  be  co-temporaneously  elected,    A  citizen  of  n^oderate 
estate,  if  odious  to  that  body,  may  be  compelled   to  resign  from 
the  want  of  revenue  adequate  to  his  support,  or,  on  the  other 
hand,  a  popuUr  favorite  may  by  the  secret  and  indirect  prom- 
ise of  his  future  patronage,  "obtain  for  his  services  any  compea-' 
sation  he  may  demand. 

The  undersigned,  in.  the  views  which  they  enteiiain  in  rela- 
tion to  this  subject,  feel  a  satisfaction  in  knowing,  tliat  their  opin- 
ions are  supported  by  the  authority  of  so  distina;uished  a  lawyer 
as  the  late  governor  M'Kean,  and  especially  when  they  recol- 
^ectythut he  icas  a  member  of  the  convention  which  formed  thi: 
constitutifjn.    That  gentleman  ia  his  me«sai>eto  the  general  ««- 
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sembly,  delivpreJ  on  tlie  third  of  December,  lEOr,  one  yccr  be- 
fore the  expiiatioii  of  his  la^t  term  of  service,  uses  the  fallowing 
language:  "It  will  mit  be  improper  to  remind  jou,  that  the  time 
must  soon  arrive,  when  a  succi-s-sor  to  the  executive  office,  is  to 
be  chosen:  and  an  the  governor's  comw ligation  cannot  he  encrttts- 
ed  mir  diminhlml,  during  tke  period  fur  u-hickheskrdl  be  elected, 
I  truHt  you  will  deem  it  Just  to  aumieiit  the  salary  of  that  mag- 
istrate, to  surh  an  amount  as  will  beat  least  an  equivalent  for 
the  depreciation  produced,  since  the  present  salary  was  assiiin- 
ed,  by  L'le  influx  of  the  precious  nwlals,  tlie  institution  of  batiks 
and  other  obvious  causes."  If  the  legislature  were  desirous  at 
this  jmrticuUtr  moment,  a(  reducing  permanently  the  salary  o!" 
the  governor,  it  could  have  been  citRslitiitiotuiUii  accomplished, 
by  declarins  that  the  opeiution  of  the  act  should  commence  af- 
ter the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  present  incumbent;  and 
there  can  jtcarccly  be  a  doubt,  but  that  the  saving  which  w  ill  re- 
sult to  the  state  trom  the  passage  of  this  premature  law,  will  be 
more  tlian  counterbalanced  by  the  loss  of  money  and  time,  which 
will  be  consumed  by  future  Icjpslatures,  in  discussing  the  con- 
stitutionality of  laws,  which  will  be  built  upon  this  as  a  prece- 
dent.

Mr.  Hopkins  states,  that  the  iimer  dam  al<mg  the  bank  of  tka 
river,  on  the  Lancaster  side,  is  seven  hundred  and  fifty-mx  feet 
in  length,  the  outer  dam  is  four  hundred  and  sixty  to  the  islamb 
the  inner  one  is  three  feet  and  a  half  above  the  bottom  of  the  ca- 
nal, the  outer  dam  is  a  few  inches  higher  than  the  inner,  from 
the  bed  of  the  canal,  and  upwards  of  a  foot  higher  from  the  bed 
•f  the  river. 

The  channel  used  for  the  purpose  of  navigation,  is  on  the  east 
side  of  the  island,  and  to  enable  rafts  and  aoLs  to  pass,,  a  shoot  is 
made  on  the  west  side  of  the  dam,  near  tiie  island,  forty  feet  in 
len^h  and  forty  feet  in  bread tli,  and  one  adjoining;  has  since  been 
made  of  forty  feet  in  breadth  and  eighty  feet  in  leqgth. 

It  appears  to  your  committee,  tliat  as  the  dam  from  its  hei^t 
backs  umter  above  the  head  of  the  island,  a  considerable  fiortiotit 
of  the  water  is  turned  from  the  east  channel  to  that  of  the  wes^ 
as  is  proved  from  the  folio w'iug  fact:  near  the  head  of  the  island 
the  water  formerly  flowed  through  a  gut  from  the  west  to  the  east, 
previous  to  the  dam  being  erected;*  at  present  the  water  4ow% 
from  the  east  tp  the  west,  in  consequence  of  the  height  of  4e 
dam. 

In  case  boats  and  aiks  pass  securily  throiige  the  shoot,  they 
will  not  find  a  sufficiency  of  water  below  tne  dam  to  enable 
them  4o  pass  in  safety,  by  reasoft  of  the  numerous  rocks  between 
the  dam  and  the  point  or  the  island. 

The  committee  are  therefore  decidedly  of  opinion,  that  the 
dam,  in  its  present  form,  is  an  obstruction  on  the  feast  side  of*  the 
island^  and  that  the  seveml  provisions  of  the  jtct  passed  by  the  leg- 
islature during  the  last  session,  have  not  been  complied  with; 
your  committee  aie  of  opinion  that  the  channel  on  the  west  side 
of  the  island  would  be  made  safe  with  the  expense  of  three  hun- 
dred dollar^.  In  the  year  180r,  an  act  was  passed  for  the  im- 
provementof  certain  nav^!<;able  streams,  and  tne  sum  of  one  thou- 
saitd  -five  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  to  the  impravement 
of  the  navigation  of  the  Susquehanna,  between  Columbia  ^and 
Middletown,  and  John  tlaldiman,  Thomas  Boude  and  Alexander 
Boggs,  were  appointed  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  carrying, 
iiitp  effcctlhe  provisions  of  said  act.

]N{i:«  Breck,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  on  this 
4i  instant,  the  petltioQ  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  counties  of 
ti^Kjean  and  Pott^ri  representing  that  they  labor  under  grea^ 
inconvenience  and  difficulty,  on  account  of  certain  obstructioim 
put  by  $(Hlie  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  state  of  New-York,  into

That  the  petitioners  complain  of  grievances  which  cannot  be

the  fegtslature  of  New-York,  as  the  petitioners  allege,  has  neg- 
lected'tvaffkrd,  them  relief,  afid  tbiit  the  extent  and  importance 
of  these  obstructions,  as  represented  to  your  committee  by  the 
said  petitioners,  may  be  classed  ^  follows: 

Wtint^r^A  mill-dam,  six  feet  hi^h,  across  the  Allegheny  river, 
built  and  kept  up.  by  William  Pinkerton  and  J^MumDowning, 
^bout  one  mile  and  a  half  below  the  state  line,  at  a  place  where 
t||ie.waters/owin^  to  its  sluggish  nature,  is  hacked  upwards  of 
tyvelve  miles,  and  overflows  a  considerable  quantity  of  land,  so 
as  to  endanger,  very  seriously,  the  health  and  comUirt  of  those 
who  reside  on  the  banks  of  the  river,  and  wholly  to  Impede  the 
pas^i^e  4(  rafts  and  boata,  except  in  very  high  freshets.

It  must  be  noted  that  there  are  small  locks  for  the  passage  ef« 
^  small  boats^  at  two  of  these  dams;  yet,  from  the  badness  of  Sieir 

construction  and  negligence  of  the  owners,  the^  answ^r^  as.the 
petitioners  state,  no  very  good  parpeee;  for  besides  the  dMtrud^ 
tions  which  these  dams  occasioD,  they  are  all  erected,  say.  the 
petitioners^for  the  sole  purpose  of  sawing  iumb^,  and  the  ow- 
ners, by  throwing  slabs  into  tl\e  water,  create  drift-wood  and 
bars>  and  thereby  greatly^njiire  the  navigation.

Mr.  Raicnet  from  the  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose  on 
the  4th  instant,  made  report^  which  was  read  as  follows,  to  wit: 

The  committee  ^appointed  bj  die  Senate  on  the  4i!i  instant^ 
•'ITo  enquire  into  the  expediency  of  renewing  any  or  all  of  the 
charters  of  the  banks  incorporated  by  jaw,  as  they  shall  sever- 
ally expire,  and  to  suggest  such  amendments,  as  may  in  tjieir 
opinion  be  calculated  to  promote  the  public  good,  if  introduced 
into  ail  such  charters*  as  it  vmj  hereafter  be  deemed  advisable 
to  renew:''  beg  leave  to  report>-^ 

The  numerous,  evils  which  1iave  been  inflicted  upon  the  peo- 
ple of  the  United  States,  within  the  last  fbw  years,  oy  the  abuses 
of  the  banking  i^stem,  make  a  sti'ong  appeal  to  the  feeliuss  as 
well  as  to  the  understandings  of  those,  who  are  invested  with  the 
power  of  legislation;  and  imperiously  demand  of  them,  so  to  di- 
rect their  aSention  to  the  subject  as  that  their  constituents  may 
not  again  be  visited  by  so  destructive  a  calamity  as  Aat  whicn 
has  lately  involved  so  many  thousands  in  irrctrieveable  ruin.-^ 
Your  committee  are  aware  of  the  difficulties  with  which  this  sub- 
iect  is  surrounded-— 4tf  the  conflicting  opinions  in  relation  to 
it,  entertained  by  our  most  respectabfe  citizens— 4Uid  of  the  im- 
practic^ility  of  *^their  being  able  so  to  elucidate  the  question,  as 
to  carry  conviction  to  the  minds  of  all.  They  flatter  themselves 
however,  that  they  have  it  in  their  pettier  to  advance  some 
principles  connected  with  the  matter  referred  to  them,  which,  if 
adopted  by  the  legislature,  will  in  a  great  degree,  if  not  effectu- 
ally, ^uard  the  community  against  the  inordinate  and  dange- 
rous inflnence  of  monied  inratutions.  The  present  inoment  ia 
one  peculiarly  adapted  for  a  cool,  dispassionate  investigation  of 
this  mmnentous  subject.  Some  of  the  tuinks,  whose  charters  will 
ex|)ire  in  the  years  1824  and  1825,  have  olreoify  made  appli- 
cation for  renewals  of  their  charters,  and  as  the  public  mind  is 
in  a  great  degree  divested  of  those  tumultuous  passions,  which 
during  the  pressure  arising  from  the  rapid  reduction  of  bud: 
loans,  every  where  prevailed^  our  citizens  can  now  soberly  re- 
flecl  upon  their  condition  and  deliberately  judge  of  the  true 
merits  irf*  the  case. 


'  Ah  opinkm  is  almost  uniVeradly  entertained^ 

That  Vanks  ai*e  useful  to  the  puUic,  inasmuch  a»  theyaffiml 
facilities  iii  the  safe-keeping  of  money,  in  the  payment  of  lai^ge 
sums  by  checks  or  transiers  on  their  books — in  the  transmission 
of  funds — in  the  furnishing  of  a  convenient  and  portable  cur- 
rency—and in  the  loaning  of  money  to  merchahts,  fanners  and 
others  who  have  occasion  to  borrow* 

That  they  encreasc  the  camial  of  the  community  by  the  emis- 
sion of  their  notes,  and  afford  &cilities  to  borrowers  which 
could  not  exist  without  them — and 

That  they  improve  the  country  wherever  they  arc  located,  as 
is  exemplihed  in  the  number  ot  turnpike  rostts,  bridges,  honsep 
and  barns,  whicli  have  of  late  been  constructed. 

How  far  these  positions  are  true  or  incoiTect  will  appear  in 
the  course  of  the  following  remai'ks:  The  first  point  to  be  at- 
tained, is  to  have  a^  clear  analytical  view  of  tlie  nature  of  banks, 
and  of  the  distinct  operations  which  they  are  capable  of  per- 
forming, for  unless  these  be  properly  undei^tood,  the  mind  will 
necessarily  be  contused,  and  the  conclusions  drawn  as  to  their 
beneficial  or  injurious  tendency  M-ill  assuredly  be  unsound.    ' 

Banks  may  be  of  three  different  kind%  which  are  designa- 
ted thusi-^anks  of  deposit,  banks  of  discount,  and  banks  of 
circulation,  the  particular  properties  of  which  are  wholly  dissim- 
ilar, as  well  as  relates  to  their  uses,  a^  to  their  influence  upon 
the  public  prosperity. 

J       ^  j9  bank  of  deposit  is  an  institution  established  under  the 

guarantee  of  a  state,  or  of  one  or  more  individuals,  solely  for 
%e  deposit  and  safe-kc^eping  of  money,  wherein  each  person 
who  makes  a  deposit,  has  credit  on  the  books  of  the  bank  for  the 
amount  of  the  same,  which  amount  he  can  again  at  pleasure 
draw  out,  or  trwisfer  by  a  check  or  order,  to  the  credit  of  anoth 
er.  '  Of  the  utility  and  convenience  of  such  an  institution,  no 
pne  can  entertain  a  doubt.  It  is  calculated  to  ]^otect  the  coin 
or  bullion  of  the  community,  from  the  losses  incident  to  fire  or 
^  pillage,  and  enables  merchants  and  others  to  settle  extensive 
cash  transactions  without  the  labor  of  counting,  or  the  expenses 
and  risk  attendant  upon  the  transportation  of  coin  from  place 
to  place.  Such  a  bank  might  even  issue  notes  for  public  con- 
venience, without  producing  any  prejudicial  tf^ci  upon  the 
currency,  vrovided  that  such  notes  were  mere  ixrtiJUates  that 
coiresponainr  sums  had  been  deposited  in  the  bank,  in  coin,i 
which  were  always  suliject  to  the  dfemand  of  the  holders.  The 
only  dqection  against  the  establishment  of  a  bank  of  tliib  de 
scnption  is,  that  it  could  not  be  supported  without  a  small  con- 
tribation  from  each  deposit  and  transfer,  and  such  an  expaise 
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would  not  perliaps  be  willinglj  borne  by  our  citiiK^tys*  at  the 
•  present  day-    The  State,  indeed,  mig;ht  make  an  appropriation 
for  such  a  purpose,  but  the  present  is  not  pos^bly  a  period, 
when  such. a  measure  is  required.  ^ 

Jl  bank  of  discount  is  an  institution  established  by  an  individual, 
or  a  number  of  capitalists,  who  have  money  to  loan,  and  who 
associate  themselves  together  for  the  purpose  of  finding  a  more 
ready  market  for  their  capital,  or  of  saving  themselves  tiie  trou- 
ble of  looking  out  for  borrowers.  As  the  loans  of  such  a  bank 
are  limited  to  the  actual  amount  of  its  capitaU  its  operations  are 
entirely  favorable  to  the  interests  of  Hie  community.  As  it 
^akes  no  addition  to  the  circulating  medium  by  the  emission  of 
its  notes  or  credits  it  has  no  tendency  tp  depreciate  the  cuiren . 
cy,  and  as  it  keeps  in  constant  activity  a  considerable  amount  of 
capital  which  would  otherwise  lie  unemployed  in  the  hands  of 
its  owners,  it  may  he  considered  as  instrumental  in  the  promo- 
tion of  national  wealth.  ^       ' 

If  the  operations  of  the  banks  in  Pennsyli^nia  and  in  the  otli- 
„  er  states  of  the  union,  were  limited  to  those  above  described — it 
•  tliey  would  affbnl  facilities  in  the  depositing,  safe-keening  and 
transferring  of  money  as  banks  of  deposit,  and  as  banfrs  of  dis- 
count confine  tlicir  loans  to  their  absolute  capital,  {without  in 
cither  case  issuing  any  note  but  what  should  be  the  true  reprf!- 
sentative  of  gold  and  silver  in  their  vaults,  then  your  committee 
would  unite  in  regarding  them  as  national  blessmgs,  worthy  of 
legislative  protection,  and  entitled  to  tlie  support  and  confidence 
of  the  public.  But  unfortunately  the  emoluments  resulting 
from  a  mere  loan  of .  their  capitaiSf  do  not  constitute  in  our 
country  a  sufficient  inducement  for  the  establishfnent  of  banks. 
The  expenses  of  management  consume  a  portion  of  their  prof- 
its, and  a  resort  is  had  to  the  expedient  of  creating  a  revenue 
from  the  leiidinc^  of  credit,  at  the  same  annual  interest  as  is 
'  derived  from  the  Inanins:  of  capital.  This  gives  rise  to  the 
third  spocies  of  bank  which  has  been  enumerated. 

^  hank  of  clrculaiinn  is  one,  which  in  addition  to'  its  capi- 
tal, undertakes  to  loan  lin  credit,  either  in  the  form  of  credils 
on  its  books  or  of  bank  notes,  which  are  promises  to  pay  on  de- 
mand, certain  quantities  of  gold  and  silver.  Ml  the  banks  in 
the  United  Siates  are  of  this  description,  and  it  is  this  particu- 
lar branch  of  their  operations    whiclt  has  occasioned  all  the  ca- 

I  lamities  which  have  been  ascribed  to  the  banking  systeiii.   Your 
committee  do  not  wish  to  be  understood  as   declaring  that  the 
power  of  leading  its  credit  may  not  be  exercised  to  a  certain . 
cjrteTii,\[ith  advantage  to  the  public.     If  a  bank  be  established 
in  a  community  where  coin  alone  had  before  constituted  the 

'  currency,  the  credit  |[iven  to  its  notes  may  enable  them  to  gup-

4o  with  them.    To  render  this  position  more  intelligible  your 

committee  subjoin  the  following  remarks*     -^ 

The  total  qiiantity  of  gold  and  stiver  in  the  trading  world,  in 
the  course  of  a  peaceful  intercourse  between  nations,  becomes 
distributed  amOugst  tliem  all,  in  the^  proportions  called  for  by 
their  population,  commerce  and  other  relative  circumstances.—  - 
Each  nation,  which  possesses  the  means  of  paying  for  it,  wtti 
have  its  sliajre,-and  neither  government  or  people  need  be  un-^ 
d«i5  any  apiw-ehension,  least  they  may  not  receive  that  quanti- 
ty which  will  place  their  currency  upon  a  level  with  the  average 
currencies  of  other  countries.  When  the  currency  of  a  country 
is  composed  entirely  of  coin,  it  is  then  the  most  sound  and  in- 
variable, of  which  the  nature,  of  things  will  admit.  It  is  then 
subject  to  no  fluctuations  but  those  which  arise  from  the  increase 
Or  diminution  of  the  quantity  of  the  precious  metals  throughout 
flie  world,  which  can  never  be  rapid,  and  upon  those  general 
lawsof  supply  and  demand,  which  are  the  sure  regulators  of 
value.  Tne  prices  tff  property  and  commodities  under  such . 
circumstances,  remain  steady  for  long  periods  together.  Spec- 
ulative fortunes  are  rarely  heard  of,  and  the  mass  of  the  people, 
.aware  that  industry  is  the  only  legitimate  source  of  wearth,  ap- 
p\j  themselves  to  their  respective  employments,  anil  depend 
.  "Upon  their  labour,  not  upon  chance,  for  support.  Such  would  be  | 
the  state  of  things,  even  if  there  were  hanks  of  deposit  and  dis- 
count. As  no  power  of  creating  artificial  money,  of  investing 
9.  shadow  with  the  appearance  w  substance,  would  any  where  ex- 
ist)  tli^  solidity  of  the  currency  t^puld  net  be  disturbed;  for  after 
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Ike  ^egsmmtian  of  such  bftaks,  there  would  be  naithcr  ^ore  npr 
foss  money  in  the  community  than  there  was  before.  Such  mi^ii 
even  be  the  state  of  things  if  the  circulating  po^er  was  exer- 
cised to  the  extent  we  have  prescribed,  Hut  only  permit  the      v 
boundary  of  prudence  to  be  passed,  and  tKere  is  an  end  to  sta 
faBity.    Houses,  haids,  commodities  and  produce  are  alike  cast 
qiMi  the  waves  of  speculation.    The  price  of  to-day  is  no  cri- 
terion for  the  price  of  to-morrow,  and  the  community  instead  of 
having 'Solid  ground  to  move  upon,  resemble  travellers  treading  • 
vpon  quicksands,  which  threaten  every  moment    to  swallow 
ttemnp. 

So  soon  as  bank  notes  or  credits  are  issued  beyound  the  point 
we  have  desionated,  the  currency  becomes  depreciated  from  ex- 
cess, below  me  currencies  of  other  countries,  inasmuch  as  we 
tiien  have  more  coin  and  paper  united,  than  the  proportion  which 
is  required  to  maintain  it  at  its  proper  level.  Witn  the  depre- 
ciation of  money,  the  nominal  prices  of  property  and  commodities  . 
experience  arise,  which  having  the  appearance  of  a  real  enhance- 
ment of  value,  deceives  the  community,  and  invites  to  all  tiie' 
speculation,  overtrading  and  imprudence,  which  are  ever  at- 
.tendant  upon  fluctuations.  The  coin,  soon  finding  itself  involved 
in  the  depreciation  brought  on  by  an  excess  of  paper,  leaves  the 
country,  m  order  to  seek  abroad  that  value  to  which  it  is  fairly 
entitled  and  which  it  can  no  longer  command  at  home.  Ex-, 
port  follows  export,  and  the  encreasing  demand  made  upon  the, 
banks  by  the  returning  of  their  notes  for  payment,  finally 
compels  th cm  to  make  unexpected  and  ui  sent  calls  upon  their 
debtors,  which  are  followea  by  a  general  fall  of  prices  to  a 
point  below  what  they  orij^nafly  stood  at  Lands  which  before 
had  been  elevated  to  an  artificial  height,  are  suddenly  depressed 
below  their  formei*  price.  A^icultural  produce,  mercnandise 
and  other  commodities  experience  the  same  reduction,  and  a 
stagnation  of  trade,  a  suspension  of  industry,  an  unsettled  state 
in  me  pursuits  of  the  whole  community,  and  the  ruin  of  thous- 
ands are  the  Jnevitabie  cOnse<][uence.  All  these  effects  may 
take  place  from  the  over-trading  of  banks,  even  whilst  they 
shall  be  enabled  to  meet  the  payment  of  th^  notes  in  coin,  but 
they  will  be  experienced  in  their  most  destructive  stages,  when., 
a  suspension  oi  payment  is  the  result  of  dieir  imprudence  and 
mismanagement  Against  suck  suspension  the  public  has  no 
guarantee  but  in  the  imposition  of  the  most  rigorous  restrict ' 
tions. 

Having  tlius  given  an  analysis  of  the  banking  system,  your 
committee  will  proceed  to  consider  how  far  the  arguments  ia 
fiivor  of  banks  above  adduced,  4U*e  in  accordance  with  sound 


readon,  for  by  no  other  criterion  ig  it  pottible  to  jfidgt  ei  thfilf 
tnithor  fallacy. 

In  ihe  first  place,  theD»  it  ia  said  that  banks  are  uaefiil  to  tfa^ 
puUic,  inasmuch  as  they  afford  facilitiea  in  die  Bafe-keeping  of 
money,  in  the  payment  of  large  siimBby  c^ck»  or  transteiii  (^ 
their  books,  in  the  transmission  of  funds,  in  tbe  furniahing  of  a 
cpnvenient  and  portable  currency,  and  in  t)|e  loaning  of  moni$y 
•  to  merchants,  farmers  and  others  who  have  Occasion  to  bom>#. 
Ml  this  is  trutf  and  your  committee  most  heartily  concnir  in 
the  declaration^  that  as  far  as  banks  perform  these  operationi, 
ihey  merit  the  supi)ort  of  the  public  ana  of  the  legislature^ 
Bttt  it  Mill  be  recollected,  that  all  these  services  are  rcndenil 
to  the  community,  in  their  cqmcity  of  banks  of  deposit  mid 
discount^  against  which  objections  can  scarcely  be  raised,  even 
by  the  most  cautious,  and  not  in  their  capacity  of  hanks  of  eir^ 
<ulaHon,  the  exercise  of  the  power  of  whicn*  is»  as  has  been 
before  observed,  what  produces  all  the  evil  which  banks  are  ca- 
pable of  creating. 

In  ^e  second  pUux  it  is  asserted*  that  banks  increase  the 
jcapUal  of  the  community  by  the  emission  of  their  notes.    Ttds  ,^ 
position  your  committee  are  prepared  to  show,  is  in  the  highest ' 
.degree  erroneous,  and  entirely  at  variance  with  the  acknowl* 
( edged  principles  of  political  economy.    The  capital  of  a  com* 
munity  consists  of  tiie  capitals,  or  in  other  woras,  of  the  prop* 
erty,  merchandise,  products,  commodities,  toin,  and  all  articles 
possessing  value,  which  belong  to  all  the  individuals  who  com* 
pose  that  community.    A  mere  promise  to  deliver  a  (pven  iqnan* 
tity  of  provisions,  clothing  or  materials,  on  demand,  is  not  cap- 
ital,  or  otherwise  the  whole  wealth  of  a  nation  mig^t  be  doubled  > 
at  pleasure,  by  the  mere  emission  of  written  promises.  Neither 
is  tne  creation  of  a  promise  to  pay  on  deinana  a  certain  quantity 
of  ^old  and  silver,  capital.    A  bank  note  when  it  is  not  the  ac* 
.  tuai  representative  ot  coin  deposited  in  the  vaults  of  a  bank,  is 
in  fact  nothing  but  the  credit  of  a  bank  in  a  visible  negociaUe 
and  convenient  form,  to  which  the  pubKc  are  willing  to  ascribe 
the  properties  of  money.    But  it  is  said,  that  inasmuch  as  bai|k 
notes  are  considered   as  money,  their   plentifiil  emisnon,  at 
least,  makes  monejr  more  plenty.    Strange  as  it  may  appear, 
even  this  is  but  partially  true.    "When  notes  are  first  issued  to 
excess,  money,  as  it  is  called,  is  plenty  with  those  to  whom  it  ^^ 
loaned,' bat  after  the  notes  are  once  <mtributed  Hironghout  the 
channels  of  circulation,  ^e  rise  which  takes  place  in  the  prices 
of  property  and  commodities  from  Hu  depreciation  of  the  mgneu, 
is  just  in  jH'oportion  to  that  excess,  so  that  it  reauires  the  whole 
quantity  of  niedium  to  perform  the  functions  which  were  befoio 
{performed  by  the  less^qvanti^r.    t\6»  f^i^Smm^^  WUttjif 
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fled  thus:  If  th€  whole  cjuantity  of  jsjt^ld  and  silver  in  the  wotW 
were  to  be  Huddenlv  doubled,  it  would  require  two  dollars  to 
purcliase  what  could  be  before  bought  for  tme^  and  after  the 
prices  should  become  settled  upon  the  new  scale,  moneif  wouM 
be  no  more  plenty  than  it  was  before.  Plenty  of  money  does 
not  so  mucli  depend  upon  the  absolute  ciuantfty  of  coin  or  baitk 
notes  which  ar^  in  possession  of  tlie  public^  as  upon  the  quan- 
.  tity  of  saleable  products  and  commodities  transferred,  and  upon 
the  steadiness  of  demand  and  regularity  of  supply,  all  of  which 
are  disturbed  by  everj  expansion  and  contraction  of  a  currenoy. 
One  million  of  dollars  when  a  currency  is  expanding,  may  be  a 
plenty  of  money,  whilst  two  millicms,  when  uie  currency  is  con- 
tracting, will  be  a  scarcity.  It  is  however  further  assei-ted,  that 
banks  of  circulation  afford  facilities  to  borrowers  which  could 
not  exist  without  them.  Tins  is  admitted  to  be  tiue,  but  your 
committee  v*ill  attempt  to  shew,  tliat  the  facilities  alluded  to,  are 
more  injurious  tlian  benelicial  to  tlie  public,  ^ 

The  caf)ital  of  a  society,  by  whicli  is  to  be  understood,  as  above- 
mentioneil,  all  its  valuable  possei^sions,  accumulates  by  a  com- 
paratively sloA'  progi^ssion.  The  annual  consumption  of  a  peo- 
ple goes  very  far  to  destn>v  all  its  annual  production,  and  tlie 
surplus  which  is  left  is  alf  that  can  be  accumulated.  In  eveiy 
thriving  community,  therefore,  it  is  of  essential  importance  that 
the  greatest  possible  px)porti on  of  its  capital  should  be  produet- 
ively  employed,  that  is, devoted  to  the  support  of  productive  la  . 
boui*ers,  who,  by  their  indusUy  and  enterprise,  are  able  to  re- 
produce with  profit  what  they  consume  in  their  maintenance. 
Now  it  must  be  evident,  under  this  view  of  the  subject,  tliat  it 
makes  ajEcreat  difierence  to  a  community  as  regards  its  pix>spe- 
rity  and  iU  capacity  to^ci*ease  in  population,  whether  its  capi- 
(aI  be  loaned  with  discretion  or  not  If  money  be  loaned  to  ttic 
industrious,  prudent  and  frugal  citizen,  to  assist  him  in  extend- 
ing his  agriculture,  his  manufactures*  or  his  commerce,  he  will 
add  to  the  wealth  of  the  nation  by  the  eucreased  prwiucts  of  his 
labour,  and  be  able  to  sup])ort  himself,  replace  the  borrowed  ca.-. 
piial  vvitli  intei-est,  and  lay  up  a  fond  for  himself.  On  the  other 
hand,  if  money  be  loaned'  to  the  idle,  the  unskilful  or  the  im- 
prudent projector,  he  may  sink  it  by  mismanagement  and  the 
want  of  proper  knowledge  of  his  business,  or  may  waste  it  bv 
improvidence  or  extravagance. .  Everv  dollar  thusconsumed  has 
a  tendency  to  I'etard  tlie  progress  of'^a  society  and  to  check  its 
|>opulation,  which  must  needs  ever  be  limited  by  tJie  weans  of 
subsistence.  Now,  it  must  be  observed,  that  if  there  were  no 
banking  associations,  all  the  funds  belonging  to  the  individuals 
who  compose  the  mass  of  stockholders,  would  be  in  the  hands  of 
*  U^^  ij^MfidualSi  and  tlie  very  persons  who  now  apply  to  hanks, 
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Vf^uid  be  able  to  li^orr«!w  of 'indiyiduals*    T1ifir<e  woi^,«  indj^d, . 

be  this  difference,  that  those  only  would  be  able  to  borrow,  in 
whose  prudent  and  economical  management  •  of  tl^eir  concerns, 
the  lenders  had  confidence,  but  instead  of  borrowing  for  sixty 
days,  they  would  be  enabled  to  procure  money  for  a  year,  or  for 
as  long  a  time  as  they  continueci  to  maintain  their  punctuality, 
and  the  confidence  of  the  lender.    Your  committee  would  then 
ask,  whether  it  is  not  manifest  that  capital  would  always  be 
loaned  *.vithp  more  judgment  and  discretion  by  its  individual  own-- 
ers,  than  by  a  dozen  or  more  directors  of  a  bank,  between  whom 
and  the  borrower,  explanations  as  to  the  object  of  the  loan  are  rare- 
ly made.    Before  tne  establishment  of  banks  in  the  interior, 
the  farmer  who  possessed  credit  and  character,  experienced  lit- 
tle difficulty  in  borrowing,  on  his  simple  bond,  for  one  or  more 
years,  any  sum  which  it  was  thought  could  be  prudently  loaned' 
to  him.  limbarrassments  and  failures  in  those  days  were  scarcely 
known  amongst  our  husbandmen,  and  society  moved  on  by  a 
regular,  sure  and  h^py  march.    In  our  cities,  on  the  contrary^ 
where  lofuis  have  been  chiefly,  made  by  ineoFiMHrated  banks,  we> 
liave  seen  a  coutinued  successioti  of  bankruptcies,  and  had  it  not 
been  for  the  practice  so  umversally  prevalent  amongst  merchanta. 
o^  seeuritig  thebtmksf&r  the  stJce  of  endoraers,  banking  lon^- 
since  would  haye  been  abamleiied:  as  an  uaprefitaUe  traae.    It 
is  true,  that  these    ob|ectieiitf  againfst   the   practice  of  loaning 
money  by  boards  of  clirectors,  many  of  whom  are  very  little,  or 
not  at  all  interested  in  the  stock  as   frotia,^.  holders,  will  ap- 
ply as  well  to  a  bank  of  discount  as  to  a  bank  of  eu:ottlatio1l^ 
t«it,  tliere  is  this   diiference  between  the  two^  that  in  the  for- 
mer, a  stiieter  attention  would  be  paid  to  the  responsibility  of 
the  borrewers,.iaa8uiuehas  from  the  limited  extent  of  its  dis- 
counts which  cannot  exceed  its  capital,  it  would  have  a  greater 
choice  amongst  the  appHcants,  and  from  the  impossibility  of 
making  up  its  losses  from  any  other  source,  .tlie  interests  ot  the 
^    proprietors  would  compel  a  more  rigid  system   of  caution.— 
But  it  may  be  asked— cannot  a  bank  discount  upon  its  deposits, 
and  loan  the  money  which  has  been  placed  there  for  safe-keep- 
.Hg,  instead  of  its  notes, 'without  addinj  to  the  mass  oftite  cur- 
rency? We  answer  in  the  negative,    'fiie  right  to  draw  a  check 
upon  a  bank  payable  mi  demand,  is  as  much  a  part  of  the  cur- 
rency as  a  bank  note.    One  is  just  as  available  for  all  purposes 
of  money  as  the  otiier,  ami  whatever  influence  the  one  has  in 
depreciating  Uie  currency  is  equally  possessed  by  the  other,  for 
tliere  can  be  no  difference  between  a  bank  note  in  a  man's 
pocket,  umI  the  right  of  procuring  such  a  note  by  sending  to  a 
bank*    Now,  where  the  specific  money  of  depositors  ^^^  ^^^ 
leased  by  a  bank,  it  is  clea^  that  the  nght  of  the  depositors  to 
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iiH  tiftiH.  Of  course,  d^e  amount  which  stands  to  tlieir  credit  on 
4ie  hooks  of  the  baAk  constitutes  a  part  of  the  currency,  inas* 
much  as  it  can.be  apftlieil  to  any  purpose  to  which  bank  notes 
could  be  if  drawn  out  by  checks*  Your  committee  are  of  opin- 
ioh  diat  thie  want  of  a  proper  understanding  on  tliis  subject,  has 
ciiusedf  many  of'  the  abuses  of  batnkinz,  and  dthough  the  amount 


2%e  tfttrtf  and  last  position  we  Kavef  to  combat  is. 

That  banks  imptove  the  country  wherever  tliey  are  located, 
a^  isexemplifted  ui  die  number  of  tunipike  roads,  bridges,  houses 
and  barns  wliich  have  of  late  years  been  constructed. — 

Had  no  banks  been  established  in  the  country,  it  is  reasona- 
ble to  presume,  that  the  capital  of  the  people,  would,  in  seeking 
fARploymen^,  imwt  satafaliy  Imind  its  way  into  the  most  profi- 
iSMe  channels.  This  will  usually  be  the  case,  when  men  are 
sliflfered  to  pursue  their  own  interests,  without  the  interfer- 
^ee  of  govemmeats  or  tha  enactment  cf  injudicious  laws. 
Kbw,  if  me  existence  of  banks  has  nc  t  diverted  capital  from 
its  natural  cour^,  and  given  it  a  new  direction,  it  has  merely 
aSiSisted  in  doinj  that  wliich  would  have  been  performed  with- 
out  it,  and  is  tberefore  entitled  to  but  little  ciedit.  But,  if 
ctt  the  other  hand,  the  existence  of  banks,  has  diverted  capi* 
td  from  its  mdst  productive  pursuit,  and  wasted  or  sunk  itin 
sttch  a  way  n»  that  it  is  deprived  of  the  power  of  re-production, 
then  we  sliy,  the  system  has  been  most  pernicious.  Every  house 
that  has  been  built,  which  was  not  called  for  by  the  encrease  of 
JHypulation-^^very  barn  which  has  been  raised  without  beirg 
required  by  die  accumulating  crops  of  the  farmer— every  turnpike* 
road  and  bridge  which  has  been  prematurely  const*  ucted,  and 
which  doed  not  save  to  the  community  in  the  reduction  of  the 
exp^nse^  of  transportation,  a  sum  ecpial  to  the  revenue  that 
couMhave  been  derived  from  the  employment  of  the  same 
fiinds  in  other  pursuits,  are  visible  monuments  of  the  annihi- 
btion  of  capital.  As  far  as  the  banking  system  has  been  in- 
sitrwmental  in  these  results,  and  your  committee  are  constrained 
(^  say,  that  in  their  judgment  it  is  deeply  implicated,  so  far 
has  its  tendency  been  adverse  to  the  public  prosperity;  and  as 
bunks  have  not  the  power  of  producing  the  necessaries  of  Hfe^ 
fhe  r&d  eapikU  tdUc^  fiuUees  turmnke  roaib,  it  would  appear 
thftt  the  most  they  hkve  accoilkptimied,  has  been  to  induce  by 
fidse  athirements,  some  unwary  people  to  embsurrass  diems^ea 


hffStAfstnViti^  their  capttal  and  credit*  to  ttiitir6d«ic^  fdftlf- 
pike  roads  and  bridges,  and  od\ers  to  lend   their  moirejr  and, 
labor  to  corporations  which  can  ncirer  repay  them.    ImpiDre- 
mentar  thus  forced  and  extorted,  and  by  no  means  resulVmgfroiti 
the  ordinary  coarse  of  the  employntent  of  capita),  arc  not  atalf 
to  be  desired;  and  when  we  reflect  upon  the  power  of  morteV ' 
to  accumnlate  at  compound  intprest,  and  estimate  the  differ- 
ence between  a  sinking  of  capital,  and  its  profitable  eniploj- 
meatin  .some  productive  indtistry,  we  cannot  but  roj^rct  tncJ 
cause  wh.ch  has  been  instmmen^l  in  producing"  such  a  wantoi^ 
destruction  of  property.  .  If  any  confirmation  were  wanting,  of 
the  truth  of  our  assertions,  it  might  be  found  in  the  feet,  thaf 
Ttiost  of  our  turnpike  companies  are  deeply  involrcd  in  debt. 
Much  of  the  amount  is  due  to  contractors  and  laborers,  and  M 
small  sum  to  the  banks;  and  it  thus  appears   that  they  have 
been  in  a  great  de^ee  consti-ucted  with  the  capital  ot  those^, 
who  never  voluntarily  consented  to  such  a  permancrtt  investment 

Having  thus  &bown>  as  your  coitiimtftte  conceive,  that  all  the 
benefits  which  the  community  can  experience  from  the  exigtence 
of  banks,  are  derived  fxHHn  them  in  their  capaci^  of  banks  of 
deposit  and  discount^  and  not  in  their  character  of  banks  e£ 
circulation^  it  remains  to  be  shown  in  what  further  particulars 
they  are  objectionable. 

The  very  nature  and  essential  character  of  monied  institar 
tions  are  hostile  to  tlie  spirit  of  free  government.  The  power 
and  influence  which  a  combination  of  wealth  is  capable  of  be* 
setting,  are  of  so  commanding  a  nature;as  scarcely  to  admit  of 
bein^  controled.  Th^  want  of  an  individual  moral  responait^itv 
on  the  part  of  the  persons  associated,  often  deatroys  ail  <iie 
protection  which  the  public  can  possibly  possess  against  atlases 
and  oppression.  Men  have  been  known;  as  component 
members  of  a  corporate  body,  to  acquiesce  in  measures  which 
would  have  wholly  destroyed  their  reputation  in  society,  had 
they  given  them  countenance  in  private  life.  Public  opinton^  is 
the  most  powerful  shield  of  the  citizen,  against  the  encroach- 
ments of  injustice,  and  whenever  individuals  are  invested  with 
immunities  which  screen  them  from  the  public  view,  there  19 
danger  to  be  appreliendedi  as  the  certain  consequence  of  a  divir 
ded  responsibility. 

Tour  committee  are  fiilly  of  opinion^  for  the  reasons  here 
laid  down*  thatbanJScs  of  eircvdation  occasion  much  more  injury 
to  the  communitv  than  the^  pi-oduce  of  good.  StiiU  however, 
they  are  compelled  to  admit,  that,  considering  the  vast  amount 
of  ddbtanow  due  by  tlie  public  to  the  banks*  it  would  be  highly 
izyudicieus  in  the  leg^latttre•  to  refuse  to  allow  to  any  of  the 
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bi|iikft  such  a  nmnb^  of  y^avs  after  the  expiration  of  their, 
charters,  to  coUect  their  debts,  (strictly  protkituting  all  new 
loans  and  issues  of  notes)  as  woulu  render  tlie  operation  as  lit- 
tle oppressive  as  possible  to  the  j^eat  mass  of  debtors.  Three 
Of:  ^ve  years  would  affoni  ample  time  to  any  solvent  individual 
tp  meet  a  debt  which  he  hatd  contracted  to  vau  in  sijcty  days;. 
and  when  it  is  recollected  that  the  capitals  o!  tne  banks  mi^^ht 
be  directed  by  law  to  be  divided  amongst  the  stocklu)lders»  after  ^ 
the  payment  of  all  their  debts,  in  instalmeiits  of  five  or  ten  per 
cent,  as  fast  as  collected,  it  will  be  perceived,  that  the  money 
thus  paid  to  the  banks,  would  be  immediately  in  the  hands  of 
the  indi'vidaal  stockholders  seeking  employment  as  before.  The 
winding  up  of  a  bank  h,  in  itself,  a  simple  process,  and  by  no. 
means  accompanied  by  those  awful  consequences  which  inter- 
ested persons  are  so  apt  to  depict.  If  bunks  have  been  uiifor- 
tunate  in  their  operations,  let  their  losses  fall  upon  tliose  who 
have  reaped  the  profits  of  their  prosperity.  Let  no  artificial 
rise  in  the  price  ot  their  stock,  usually  resulting  from  the  renewal 
of  a  charter,  be  suffered  to  deceive  the  ignorant  and  unwary 
into  ill-advised  speculations,  under  the  cfelusive  hope,  that  a 
simple  eltension  of  a  charter  can  restore  lost  capital,  or  in  other 
words,  make  bad  debts  good. 

.  Your  committee  arc  clearly  agreed,  that  in  no  event  should 
a  great  proportion  of  the  bank  charters  which  \nll  expire  in  the 
year  18:25,  be  renewed*  What  particular  iustitutions  should  be 
selected  from  the  mass,  must  depend  upon  the  wisdom  of  future 
l^slatur^s,  who  will  have  a  proper  rejprd  to  locality,  stabil- 
ity, puUic  convenience  and  the  calls  oi  trade.  But  your  com- 
iBuee  conceive  that  it  is  a  duty  incumbent  upon  all  such  leg- 
islatures, to  protect  the  community  as  far  as  lies  in  their  power, 
against  the  pernicious  operations  of  the  banking  system,  .by  in- 
troducing into  all  neir  marters,  such  provisions  as  will  be  effi- 
cient in  restraining  them  from  excessive  issues,  and  from  those 
destructive  acts  which  have  hitherto  proveti  so  ruinous  in  their 
tendency.  A  future  suspkxsiom  or  specie  payments,  either 

THROUGH  DESIGN  OR  MISCONDUCT,  MUST  BE  Rf.NDEIlED  IM- 
POSSIBLE, and  with  such  a  principle  wisely  and  resolutely  ad- 
hered to  by  the  legislature,  the  evils  resulting  from  tlie  system 
•will  be  greatly  diminished.— Your  committee  would  recommend 
as  absolutely  essential  to  the  public  welfare,  that  no  charter  be 
granted  or  renewed,  without  embracinjg  the  follrjwin;^  provisions, 
some  of  which  already  exist  in  some  of  the  acts  ot  incorpora-. 
tion: 

Pirst. — ^Tliat  a  penalty  of  twelve  per  cent,  per  anmim  be 
imposed  upon  the  amount  of  all  notes  and  deposits  not  redeemed 
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drpaid  on  demand,  in  gold  of  silver  coidj  Chat  the  charter  be 
forfeited,  except  for  the  mere  purposes  of  winding  up,  and  that 
during  any  suspension  of  payment,  no  dividends  shall  be  made. 

8econdhf^^Th^i  no  note  of  a  less  denomination  than  five  dol- 
lars shall  be  issoed* 

Thirdtij* — ^That  no  bank  shall  purchase  its  own  notes  6r  tife 
notes  of  any  oAer  bank  or  receive  them  in  deposit,  for  a  leas 
sum  than  their  par  value. 

FoiirfWy.— That  no  bank  shall  hold  any  stock  of  securities  of 
the  funded  debt  of  the  United  States,  or  its  own  stock,  or  tKc 
stock  of  any  other  incorporated  company,  except  companies 
incorporatecf  for  purposes  of  internal  improvement,  to  which 
th^y  may  have  subscribed  or  shall  hereafter  suhscribe^ 

Fifthly^^Ths^t  no  director  or  cashier  of  a  bank,  shall  be  en- 
titled to  loans  direct! jr  or  indirectly  beyond  a  limited  amount, 
or  shall  be  a  member  of  either  branch  of  the  legislature. 

By  the  adoption  of  the  first  of  the  foregoing  stipulations, 
banKs  will  be  compelled  to  confine  their  issues  to  a  limited 
scale,  for  should  they  improvidently  overstep'  the  bounds  of 
prudence,  their  notes  cannot  fail  to  return  upon  them  for  pay- 
ment, and  without  the  most  watchful  attention  they  will  perpe- 
tually be  liable  to  tlte  penalties  of  the  law.  *^  The  great 
desire  to  make  extraordinary  dtvidends  and  to  elevMa 
thereby*  the  price  of  their  stock,  is  ever  holding  forth  temp 
tation  to  over-trade,  and  althoudi  under  present  circumstances, 
tliere  may  no  danger  appear  to  be  apprehended  from  the  impru- 
dence 01  banks,  yet  without  a  sumcient  restriction,  the  puolic 
can  have  no  security  against  their  mismanagement* 

With  regard  to  the  spcxmd  condition  your  committee  urge  its 
propriety  as  a  means  of  diminishing  the  temptation  to  forsery, 
but  more  particularly  on  the  following  grounds.  It  has  been 
already  obsei*ved,  that  tlie  stability  of  a  currency  is  of  vital  im- 
portance to.  the  interest^)  of  t)ie  country,  and  that  no  such  stabi- 
lity can  exist,  unless  the  minor  channels  of  circulation  are  filled 
with  coin.  Just  in  the  proportion  that  paper  is  substituted  for 
gold  and  silver,  the  latter  are  banished  not  only  from  circulation, 
but  from  the  country*  Small  notes  produce  this  effect  in  a  greater 
degree  than  large  ones,  for  it  is  chiefly  in  the  retail  transactions 
of  business  that  specie  is  employed,  It  is  therefore  evident, 
that  if  the  precious  inetalsjare  eradicated  from  circulation,  there  is 
no  solid  foandation  upon  which  a  paper  currency  can  rest,  and 
if  any  convulsion  takes  place  in  public  or  private  credit,  arisins 
from  a  war  or  any  other  event,  there  is  no  standard  or  substantial 
medima  possessing  u  positive  or  knovtm  value,  on  which  the  con- 
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.i^tace  0i  the  coiuniuBity  may f epose*    The  charter  of'  thelfaf8l» 
'bUBki^r  the)  United  States  prolubited  the  einmioo  df  notes  of  a 
leas  denorniiiation  th^n  ten  dollars,  and  had  tlie  example  been 
followed  in  the  charter  ef  t^ie  second,  and  by  the  legislatures 
of  all  the  states,  in  their  incorporation  ^f  banks,  the  nation 
wmild  have  felt  the  benefits  of  so  wise  a'  reflation.    If  no  note 
dfir  ks^than  ten  dollars' could  lawfully  be  issued  in  the  United 
Mates,  ^qM  coins  of  small  denominations  Fould  supply  th«r 
place,  and  we  should  at^l  times  have  in  circulation  at  leaat  five 
iOr.teiiniiUi(nis  of  specie  more  than  at  present    If  it  should  be 
>  .ja^^d  that  small  notes  are  convenient,  it  may  be  replied,  that 
^ilusis  true,  but  surely  no  individual  would  refuse  to  submit  to 
.^e  hardship  of  ciirrvmg.  a  half  or  quarter  eagle  in  his  pocket, 
when  he  Mas  told,  ttiattliat  inconvemence  was  tlie  price  he  paiil 
to  maintain  the  prosperity  of  his  country,,  and  the  stability  ofr 
its  property.    By  the  charters  of  the  forty -two  banks  authorised 
<  by  the  act  of  1814,  it  was  prohibited  to  issue  notes  of  a  less  de- 
nomination than^v^  dollars.   The  same  prohibition  was  extend - 
ped  to  one  of  the  old  city  banks,  and  of  tlie  three  wliich  were  not 
iithifis  restricted,  twg  have  uo^unfar%  and  with  an  honorable  regai'd 
!4p  the  public  wishes,  ^resolved  to  suspen4  the  exercise  of  Sieir 
.figh^  and. are  now  actually  eudeavonng  to  witlidraw  <^1  tlieir 
amall  mp^s  from  circulation.    If  a  measure  similar  to  the  one 
)Jbere  recommeuded,  were  tobe  adopted  by. our  sister  states,  par* 
<;ticiularly  those  >vl4ch  aire  adjacent,  it  would  prevjpnt  the  neccs- 
#iity  of  resorting  to  u  ifiw,  to  prohibit  in  tlie  general*  the  circM- 
.i4»tjqit>w.lil)in  Pennsylvania,  ot  all  notes  of  a  less  denomination 
■  ff^f^JweAiJilsQrs,  W:(uch  would  seem  to  be  expedient,  whilst  our 
.}<liWA:banJcsi)are.n49t  Allowed  to  exercise  that  power. 

The  tfttttl'i^estriction  is  -intended  to  guard  against  the  prac- 
tice which  is  well  known  to  exist,  amonj^st  some  of  the  country 
.kauks,  of  speculating  upon  the  notes  of  other  institutions,  and 
,.9f, buying  up  their  own  notes  in  the  city  at  a  discount,  instead 
pf  making  such  arrangements,  as  wonld  place  their  notes  at  par. 
jt  is  the  intere^it  of  all  the  traders  in  the  couiitry,  that  the  paper 
•  which  the v  remit  to  the  city  in  payment  of  (iebts,  should  be 
received  there  in  deposit  at  the  bants,  but  so  long  as  the  country 
banks  can  make  a  profit  by  discrediting  their  own  notes  and 
keeping  them  at  a  depreciation,  they  will  refuse  to  afford  such 
an  accommodation. 

In  relation  to  the  fourth  provision,  your  committee  will  re- 
,  mark,  that  the  only  ostensible  gi'ounJ  for  which  banks  have 
been  chartered,  has  been  to  accommodate  merchants,  tarmcrs, 
manufacturers,  mechanics  and  others  with  loans,  a)»d  that  th^t 
,«bject  is  by  no  means  accomnlis^hed  by  making  apeeujations  jin 
Mock»    Just  :in  tlie  ^dfgree  that  tlieir.funda  are  mTft«U4^fMr- 
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ecDfiientor  other  securities,^  just  in  that  degree  is  the  red  aUI- 
itj  of  the  banks  to  fulfil  their  duties  to  the  public*  diminished. 
But  the  great  evil  does  not  rest  here.  The  facility  of  re-con« 
verting  tne  public  stocks  which  they  may  purchase,  into  money* 
at  any  tTM)meut  they  please*  holds  out  a  strone  temptation  to 
banks  when  a  f  peculation  offers,  to  embark  in  it,  and  to  iBsue- 
more  notes  than  they  would  be  disposed  to  do,  in  loans  toindi« 
viduals.  [fhe  consequence  of  tins  is*  that  the  currency  is  per- 
petually liable  to  derangement  from  excessire  issues  at  one 
time*  and  from  an  extremely  rapid  reduction  at  another,  and 
fluctuatious  ia  tlie  value  of  money,  Yfhkh  we  hare  shewn  to  be 
prejudicial*  will  necessarily  result.  This  provision  is  not  a  new 
one,  having  already  been  adopted  in  most  of  the  charters* 

The  object  of  the  fifth  condition  is  too  obvious  to  need  ex- 
planation.— Bj  the  charter  of  one  of  the  old  city  banks,  the 
loans  to  the  directors  are  restricted*  and  by  the  charter  of  the 
fartU'two  banks,  it  is  very  wisely  provided  that  no  director 
shall  be  a  member  of  the  legislature.  The  fear  of  a  bank  influ- 
ence in  the  general  assembly  of  the  State,  was  no  doubt  the  cause 
of  this  latter  provision,  and  experience  has  not  yet  demon* 
strated  that  the  measure  was  vdthout  a  reasonable  foundation. 
In  addition  to  this  restriction,  there  exists  a  general  act  of  tiie 
legislature,  wUch  declares,  "that  no  judge  of  any  court  nor  any 
person  holding;  any  office  under  this  commonwealth*  in  the  ac- 
counting or  treasury  department  or  in  the  land  office*  or  any 
person  authorised  to  receive  and  account  for  the  public  monies 
of  this  commonwealth*"  comprising,  it  is  supposed  auctioneers, 
^shall  be  capable  at  the  same  time  of  being  a  ttu*ector  or  cashier 
of  any  bank."  The  general  and  permanent  character  of  this 
law,  precludes  the  necessity  of  iucoi-porating  its  principles  into 
any  new  charter. 

For  a  strict  adherence  to  the  forcffoinc  conditions,  the  direc- 
tors should  be  pledged,  ai^d  indiyiwal  llaWlity  should  be  the 
result  of  any  failure  to  observe  them. 

If  the  subject  before  your  comip^Uee*  had  been  to  point  out 
what  restrictions  should  be  introduced  into  tlie  charters  of  iisir 
imka,  there  are  two  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  which  they  would 
strongly  have  urged*  and  as  they  are  calculated  to  ftrow  some  light 
upon  the  important  si^ect  of  bankbg,  they  will  be  here  ad- 
vanced. 

The  first  is*  that  no  bank  should  be  allowed  to  divide  upon  an 
CEvera^f,  during  the  continuance  of  its  charter,  mort  ihrnt^al 
tnUrest,  but  that  it  should  be  permit^  to  accumulate  a  contin* 
gent  ^nd  of  ten  per  cent  on  tue  amount  of  its  c^tal,  to  meet 
occiisional  losses*  and  to  m^ke  it^  capital  whole  at  the  wifidimp 

84 
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up  of  its  concern!^.  By  this  provision  an  mlditional  check 
would  be  given  to  excessive  issoes,  for  it  "would  not  be  the  in- 
terest of  any  biink  under  such  a  restriction,  to  extend  i^s  loans 
beyond  the  lowest  possible  amount,  which  would  yield  the 
stipulated  dividend,  nettay  its  expenses,  and  accumulate  the 
contingent  fund.  In  this  measure  the  public  would  have  a  pow- 
erful guarantee  against  any  depreciation  of  the  currency,  the 
supply  of  bank  accommodations  would  be  steady,  and  die  divi- 
dends and  price  of  stock  uniform.  Stock-jobbing  and  specula- 
tid^  would  not  be  excited  by  the  prospect  of  a  greater  or  smaller 
dividend,  and  orphans  and  widows,  aged  and  ignorant  persons, 
■would  not  be  in  danger  of  losing  (me  third  of  their  property,  as 
thousands  have  heretofore  done  by  purchasing  stock  at  forty  or 
fifty  per  cent,  above  its  par  value.  The  authorising  of  a  bank  to 
diTide  seven,  eieht  or  nine  per  cent,  affords  no  advantage  to  any 
one  but  the  original  subscriber,  for  all  subsequent  purchasers 
are  compelled  to  pay  au  advance  of  principal,  equivalent  to  the 
extra  interest,  and  these  lattei*  not  only  get  no  more  than  six 
per  cent,  for  their  money,  but  are  absolutely  obliged  to  bear  M 
the  lasses  of  the  biink,  and  to  lose  at  the  wiudino-  up,  the  whole 
amount  which  tliey  paid  for  their  styck  above  me  par  value.--* 
Thus^-if  nine  dollars  per  annum  be  divided  upon  a  share  of 
stock  which  cost  one  hundred,  its  market  price  is  at  once  raised 
ta  150  dollars  or  sometliing  near  it,  and  for  this  extra  fifty  dol- 
lars, the  most  that  the  purchaser  can  get,  is  tlie  chance  of  a 
very  doubtlul  dividend  for  a  few  years, upon  tlie  capital  wliichhe 
has  thus  niuiik.  Any  paovision  bylaw,  which  would  authorise  any 
one  portion  ofour  citizens  to  receive  ei^Wortawf  per  cent,  for  tlie 
ijise  of  tlieir  money,  whilst  al}  othei-s  were  ,  prohibited  from 
takins  more  than  auv  per  cent,  would  be  marked  by  a  charac- 
ter of  inequality  by  no  means  consonant  with  our  political  in- 
stitutions, and  yet  even  such  a  provision  is  not  half  so  odious 
and  unjust,  as  toautliorise  a  set  of  avaricious  speculators  (who 
comm-is^  a  great  proportion  of  the  original  subscribers  to  a  bank) 
to  affix  an  artificial  and  deceptive  value  to  a  stock,  tliat  they 
Aiay^allure  the  unsuspecting  and  ignorant  into  a  purchase,  at  a 
nite  far  above  its  intiinsic  worth^  The  prices  ctirrent  of  the  pre- 
sent day  quote  bank  stocks  at  104  dollars  per  share,  which  once 
commanded  150,  and  othere  at  8S  dollai-s  which  cost  some  of 
the  present  holders  135.  Against  a  repetition  of  sudi  monstrous 
impositions,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  protect  the  un- 
wary,for  it  is  principally  those  who  are  not  skilled  in  the  science 
of  stocjc  jobbing,  and  who  arc  not  acquainted  with  the  difference 
in  Value  between  a  doubtful  interest  lor  a  term  of  years  and  ^ 
pertain  perpetual  annual  revenue,  who  are  ultimately  involved* 
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—Had  it  not  been  for  the  belief  that  a  great  proportion  of  the 
present  stockholdei-s  of  our  banks  have  paid  a  nigti  adrance  fo;* 
their  stock,  jour  committee  would  have  recomineuded  the  mr 
troduction  of  this  provision  into  all-  the  renewals  of  charters, 
but  it  was  considered  inexpedient  to  deprive  people  of  the  hope$ 
of  regaining  ^eir  capital,  even  at  a  time  when  most  of  them 
must  be  convinced  or  their  futility.  Still  however,  as  the  evils 
resulting  from  the  artificial  elevauon  and  depression  of  bank 
stocky  may  at  some  future  time,  present  themselves  in  all  their 
deformity^  and  as  it  is  extremely  desirable  that  a  complete  re* 
formation  in  the  banking  system,  should  at  some  period  be 
accomplished,  your  committee  sua^st  for  the  consideration  of 
the  Senate,  whether  it  would  not  be  expedient  to  introduce  into 
all  the  renewals  of  charters,  a  provision  declaring  that  after  some 
distant  day,  say  the  first  of  January,  18S0,  or  1855,  no  bank 
should  divi.de  more  than  legal  interest. 

As  the  commonwealth  is  a  holder  of  bank  stock  to  the  amount 
oHwo  niillions  of  dollars  and  upwards,  it  is  important  that  some 
estimate  should  be  formed  of  tne  probable  revenue  which  she 
may  expect  to  derive  from  that  source  in  future  years,  and  your 
committee  will  venture  to  give  some  opinions  upon  that  sul^ect. 
It  has  been  shown  that  the  profits  which  banks  derive  over  and 
above  six  per  cent,  arise  from  the  loan  of  their  credit.  It  has  al- 
so been  shown  that  in  any  given  community  under  a  bona  fide 
system  of  specie  pay ments  no  more  than  a  certain  amount  of 
paper  credits  can  ne  kept  in  circulation,  for  if  more  bank  issues 
are  made  than  that  certain  amount,  tlie  surplus  notes  will  return 
back  upon  the  banks  for  payment  When  tne  bankiw  capital  lo- 
cated within  Pennsylvania  was  comparatively  limited,  the  circu- 
lation affo/-ded  to  the  notes  of  its  banks  in  the  interior  of  tiie 
State,  and  throughout  the  western  country,  where  banks  had  not 
yet  been  introduced,  was  so  great  as  to  warrant,  without  risk  of 
aepreciation,  a  very  extensive  emission.  At  that  period,  the 
ordinary  dividends"  of  our  banks  were  ei^ht  per  cent  oecause  the 
amount  of  issues  bore  a  large  proportion  to  the  then  existiog 
amount  of  capital.  During  me  suspension  of  specie  payments 
too,  the  dividends  were  high,  because  as  there  was  no  restraint 
upon  issues,  the  banks  drew  an  interest  upon  a  much  greater  sura, 
tlian  they  could  Imve  done  had  specie  payments  never  been  sus- 
pended. But,  both  these  sources  of  extraoi-dinary  profit  have 
forever  disappeared.— The  banks  of  the  interior  are  able  to  sup- 
ply their  own  local  currency,  and  the  notes  of  each  must  neces- 
sarily be  restricted  in  their  cii'culation.  But  this  is  not  all.  From 
the  principles  of  currency  which  we  have  laid  down,  it  will 
appear  that  after  a  sound  medium  shall  have  been  really  established 
all  the  banks  united,  wilt  only  be  able  to  keep  in  circulation  the 
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amount  of  pftper  credits,  which  could  htre  b^n  maintained 
wi^out  depreciationj  when  tiie  banking  capital  was  half  of  its 
present  amount.  In  other  words,  all  the  profits  of  banking  must 
hereafter  be  dirided  amount  a  ^eater  number  of  capitals,  and 
of  consequence  the  proportion  which  each  will  receive  must  neces- 
tariljrbe  diminished.  Undi^r  the  present  amount  of  banking  cap- 
ital, jour  committee  conceire,  that  a  mater  dividend  than  six 
per  cent,  per  annum  can  never  be  looked  for,  until  bj  the  en- 
crease  of  population  and  trade,  which  will  be  the  work  of  verr 
many  years,  the  old  relations  between  supplj  and  demand  which, 
formerij  subsisted,  shall  be  restored. 

The  second  provinon  a^licahle  to  new  chai*ters  is,  that  no 
bank  should  make  loans  upon  the  security  of  its  own  stocl^ 
The  adoption  of  this  provision  would  prevent  tliat  oflious  sys- 
tem of  speculation  in  bank  stock,  which  has  ruined  so  many 
hundreds  of  our  citizens,  and  brought  losses  on  so  many  thou* 
sands  of  helpless  and  deluded  persons,  who  were  seduced  by 
the  artificial  rise  of  Stock,  to  embark  their  caijitals  in  its  pur- 
chase. When  a  loan  is  made  on  the  security  oi  stock,  the  res- 
ponsibility of  the  borrower  is  scarcely  regarded.  Now  it  is  ma- 
nifest, that  if  the  whole  capital  of  a  bank  were  loaned  upon  the 
security  and  deposit  of  its  own  stock,  to  bon-owei-s,  wno  pos- 
sessed no  other  property  than  that  stock,  there  would  be  no  bank 
capital.  \nd  it  is  eoually  clear,  tliat  just  in  tlie  proportion  tliat 
^  such  loans  are  made  to  such  men,  just  in  tliat  propor- 
tion is  the  capital  of  the  bank  diminislied,  and  of  course  the  se- 
curity of  the  public  who  have  claims  upon  the  bank,  either  in 
the  form  of  notes  or  deposits,  impaired.  Besides  this,  to  lend 
on  tlie  stock  to  individuals,  whose  personal  credit  could  not 
command  the  loan,  and  who  are  the  class  of  persons  most  likely 
to  borrow,  in  that  manner,  is  an  act  of  gross  injustice  to  the 
real  bona  Jide  stockholder,  inasmuch  as  tlie  latter  is  thereby 
made  a  co-partner  with  persons,  who  have  advanced  nothing  to 
the  stock,  and  is  obliged  to  bear  all  the  losses  of  tlie  institution, 
without  the  prospect  of  reaping  any  thing  more  than  a  propor' 
tion  of  the  probable  profits. 

With  this  exposition  of  their  views  in  relation  to  the  important 
subject  referred  to  them,  and  with  the  further  recommendation, 
that  provision  be  made  in  all  renewals  of  charters  for  an  annual 
statement  of  their  affairs  as  Aey  shall  stand  on  the  fii-st  Monday 
in  November,  your  committee  close  their  report,  and  submit  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Senate,  the  following  resolution :

Mr.  Wallace  presented  a  petition  from  sundry  inhabitants  of

I  have  the  honor  to  acknowledge  the  receipt  of  jovx  letter  of 
the  28th  nit  copiinunicating  to  me  the  imcrai«b|»k  UmA  the 
legislature  of  Pennsylvania,  had  granted  ten  thousand  dollars 
towards  the  relief  01  the  sufferers  by  tiie  late  fire  in  this  city; 
and  that  the  Governor  had  drawn  a  warrant  in  my  fitvor  for 
that  amount,  payable  at  your  office,  (m  my  order,  when  de- 
manded. 

I  have  adopted  your  idea,  and  transmitted  a  power  of  attor- 
ney to  the  cashier  of  the  bank  of  the  United  States,  directing 
him  to  receive  the  amount  from  you;  and  by  another  power, 
duly  executed  to  the  cashier  of  the  bank  of  tne  state  of  Geor- 
gia, he  is  authorised  to  draw  for  the  same  on  the  cashier  of  the 
Dank  of  the  United  States. — This  arrangement,  the  best  that 
suggested  itself,  will,  I  hope,  meet  your  approbation.

The  sum  of  4«000  dollars,  was  advanced  to  Mr.  John  Melish, 
in  pursuance  of  and  subject  to  the  provisions  contained  in  the 
rixth  section  of  the  act  of  the  19th  March^  1616,  entitled  **Aa 
act  directing  the  formation  of  a  map  of  Pensylvania.'' 

This  money  was  advanced  Mr.  Melish  for  tiie  puipose  of  pur- 
chasing materials  and  paying  the  necessary  expenses  of  the 
Mfdication  of  the  state  map,  to  be  accounted  lor  from  time  to 
tone,  to  the  Auditor-Creneral. 

After  the  money  had  been  in  his  hands  about  two  years,  I 
called  on  him  for«  settieroent— the  correspondence  on  tiiis  call 
wUl  be  found  in  the  journal  of  the  Senate  of  the  session  of 
181&*19,  page  4d0;  this  corres|Mmdence  was  asked  fbr  )^  the 
Senate— ^e  report  of  the  committee  oS  that  body,  tiieremi,  witt. 
be  aew  iA  page  481. 
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*  « 

•  My  impresftion  at  that  time  was  and  still  is,  thftt  fte  mo^r 
had  bectt  advanced  too  soon,  and  that  it  would  have  been  proper 
fa  Mr.  HeMsh  to  have  returned  ai  kast  a  part  of  it  to  flie  state 
treasury,,  there  to  await  an  actual  occasion  for  it;  mf  object  «oi9 
in  urging  hin»  to  a  settkiwent,  and  which  I  have  beeil  tfoing  M 
some  time  paat,  is  simply  to  get  him  to  settle  his  accoant  rf  th^  - 
expenditures  for  the  purchase  of  inaterials  «nd  necessary  ez- 
Denses,  on  account  of  the  state  map  to  the  present  ^me;  heal-  ^ 
leges  that  he  is  not  bound  to  make  settlement  until  afier  ^ 
pAlication  of  the  state  mop;  he  consented^  however,  to  furmah 
a  statement  of  what  he  alleges  to  be  his  services  and  disburse-^ 
ments  in  relation  to  the  county  and  st^ite  maps>  and  which  he  has  - 
done;  a  copy  of  the  same  is  herewith  communicated,  with  some 
letters  of  Mr.  Melish,  and  copies  of  my  answers,  written  since 
those  noticed  in  the  journal  of  the  Senate  as  before  mentioned. 
As  I  am  of  a:  contrary  opoion  and  have  adopted  such  meadurea 
against  Mr.  Melish  as  the  li^  and  my  duty  require,  to  enforce 
ail  exhibition  of  vouchers  to  sustain  his  statement  of  disburse- 
ments on  account  of  the  state  map,  I  deem  it  proper  that  the 
legislature  should  be  acquainted  with  thesubiectsof  difference 
between  Mr.  Melish  and  myself:  and  tiiat  the  ground  of  my 
opinion  may  be  also  known  I  respectfully  ndmut  the  following 
views. 

The  act  of  the  30th  March,  1811,  entitled  '*An  act  to  amend 
and  consolidate  liie  several  acts,  &c."  vests  full  power  in  the  Au^ 
ditor-General  over  all  pei^sons  in  possession  of  public  monies^, 
and  all  papers  necessary  for  the  settlement  of  the  public  ac- 
counts. Mr.  Melish  is  the  only  person  since  I  have  been  in  of* 
ficc  who  refused  exhibiting  receipts  for  the  disbursements  of 
public  monies. 

There  is  in  my  opinion  a  clear  distinction  in  th^  nature  of  Ae 
responsibility  of  Mr.  Melish,  under  the  5th  and  6t)i  sections^p-^ 
The  duty  of  Mr.  Melish  under  the  6fh  section  is  to  account  te^ 
ybre-the  publication  of  the  map  and  that  too  from  Hme  to  tm^ 
(The  29th  section  of  the  act  of  the  30th  March,  1811,  vests  the 
accountingofficers  with  powers  to  fix  the  time  of  such  settle-: 
ments).  The  duty  of  Mr.  Melish  under^  the  5th  section  is  to 
settle  every  six  months  after  the  publication  of  the  map.  If  the 
Auditor-General  cannot  enforce  an  exhUiition  of  an  account 
and  the  necessaiy  vouchers,  before  the  publication  <rftfae  map»  ' 
tiie  time  of  such  exhibition  would  be  wholly  in  the  power  of  ^6^ 
publisher  of  the  map. 

But  in  respect  to  the  statement  as  exh8>ited  to  me,  there  aM 
several  obiections  other  than  what  arise  from  a  waut^jf  vonchenj^ 
It  contains  charges  in  relation  to  the  «0Nii^«t«g»t« 
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tt  contains  charges  for  ^eroice*^  and  that  too  lejoi^  the  act  au- 
thorising the  state  map  had  been  passed. 

T^e  act  contemplates  the  deliTeiy  of  a  copj  of  each  conn^ 
map  to  the  publisher /ree  of  ejc^peme.  The  9th  section  ^ressly 
exempts  the  state  from  any  expense  in  relatimi^  io  &e  pidMica* 
tionof  them. 

In  respect  to  the  perBoned  serviced  of  the  publisher,  I  coa- 
ceire  that  none  can  itotrform  a  claim  on  the  commoniiv:eaIth5 
that  none  can  be  allowed  out  of  the  84,000;  that  his  srrtn'ces^re 
Expressly  provided  for  in  the  5th  section,  payable  a/terthe  piib-^ 
Kcation  of  the  map,  out  of  the  sum  of  1500  dollars  tiiereby  ap- 
jropHated.  That  the  appropriation  of  4,000  dollars  is  expressly 
lor  actual  dhbursements  in  the  purchase  of  materiak  mid  pojj^ 
ing  ^fte  necessary  expenses  of  the  publication.  , 

In  respect  to  the  €(irantum  of  compensation  claimed  and  tli« 
time  charged,  as  having  been  fteBSiimed)  I  offer  no  remark. 

In  the  view  I  have  taken  there  is  but  a  very  small  part,  in-, 
deed,  of  Mr«  Melishes  account  applicable  to  the  state  map  and* 
for  which  he  can  be  credited  in  nis  accounts  of  the  advance  of 
4,000  dollars. 

rf,  however  ,tny  views  be  incorrect  and  the  statement  be  a  cor", 
rcct  exhibition  of  tfie  claim  of  Mr.  Melish,  further  legialatite 
urovi<iioii  will  have  to  be  made  to  meet  his  views,  rot  only  in  a 
fiirther  appropi-iation  of  money,  but  by  a  grant  of  further  now/ 
ers  to  the  accountant  officers  in  the  adjustment  of  his  accounts^ 
I  am  howevpr  proceeding  against  Mr.  Melish  on  my  own  con- 
struction of  the  laws  ancTmy  duties  under  them.

SIR, 

I  received  your  letter  of  the  SOth  ult  while  the  map  was  un- 
^sreoing  an  examination  by  the  Secretary  and  Surveyor-Gen- 
eraH  and  declined  an  answer  until  the  examination  was  com* 
pleted.  The  following  extracts  from  the  opinion  of  tliese  gen* 
tlemenj-will,  I  presume  be  satisfactory. 

'<In  complia&ce  with  your  request  for  our  ooinion  of  the  map 
^f  Pennsvlvaaia^  whicti  you  have  submitted  for  our  inspection, 
**we  take  this  occasiim,  after  a  very  critical  examination  of  all 
'to  parts,  to  say  that  it  meets  our  entire  approbation." 

''Being  aware  of  the  numerous  difficulties  which  have  attended 
'ihe  progress  of  this  work,  and  that  the  completion  of  the  county 
^apsand  also  corrections  of  many  errors  m  them,  which  was 
''indispensible  to  the  accuracy  of  tne  state  map,  were  not  within 
'^our  control,  we  consider  it  but  justice  to  add,  that  it  was  not 
''m.  your  power  to  complete  the  drawing  at  an  earlier  day.'' 

From  these  extracts  vou  will  be  satisfied,  I  trust,  that  so  far 
I  have  dischar^d  my  duty  and  that  the  delay  in  publislung  the 
aaap  is  not  attributable  to  me.  You  are  already  in  possession  of 
my  sentiments  in  rmrd  to  the  construction  of  the  act  of  aj- 
aembly  for  forming  the  state  map,  as  relates^  Ae  accounts,  viz: 
That  my  accounta3>ility  at  your  office  does  not  ''comiiience  till 
six  months  after  the  publication  of  the  map  in  terms  of  the  5th 
section."— See  my  letter  of  second  December,  l&is.  I  have 
only  to  add  on  this  head,  that  our  correspondence  on  the  subject 
being  referred  to  a  committee  of  Senate,  tliat  committee,  after  a 
very  full  examination  of  the  law,  made  report  on  the  dSd  March, 
1819,  favorable  to  that  construction,  and  this  report  was  acqui- 
esced in  by  the  Senate. 

Itmaybepropet  to  state,  however,  thatalthou^  I  cannot 
bring  mv  accounts  to  a  close,  so  as  to  render  a  statement  at 
your  office,  before  the  map  is  ready  for  publication,  yet  I  am 
really  in  advance  upon  the  work  above  S1«S00,  and  it  will  vet 
Xe<iuire,an  expenditure  of  more  than  88,000  to  complete  the 
eBgr&vi|)p  and  publish  tfae  first  edition  of  the  map.    Of  all

As  yoa  are  of  opinion  duit  it  wiU  be  i^ecessary  to  account  at 
your  office  for  tlie  four  thousand  dollars  advanced  on  account 
of  the  state  map,  at  an  earlier  period  than  is  stated  in  my  lette^ 
of  yesterday,  failing  which  you^  consider  it  necessary  to  insti- 
tute an  action  against  my  securities :— I  t)eg  leave  to  make  the 
following  remarks. 

The  work  in  question  is  a  most  important  one,  in  which  the 
state  has  ^ne  to  great  expense.  I  have  labored  on  it  with  an 
assiduity  mio$t  beyond  my  atrength.  Without  tbe  coanten^ce 
and  confidence  of  the  gentlemen  who  have  the  managemezit  of 
the  public  affiiirs  of  the  state,  assuredly,  I  cannotbring  it  to  ma-* 
tiirity.  [  have  so  far  fulfilled  my  contnu^,—- of  this  tl^  letter  of 
the  Secretary  and  Surveyor-General,  of  which  I  gave  you  ex- 
tracts yesterday,  is  decisive  evid^ice,  I  have  expended  in  mo- 
ney and  work  uie  whole  four  thousand  dollai-s,  and  twelve  hun- 
dred dollars  more ;  but  I  cannot,  in  the  present  stage  of  tlie 
business,  make  out  the  accounts  nor  produce  the  necessary 
vouchers:^— I  can  do  it,  however,  to  a  certain  extent,  in  a  little 
ti^e;«--Now,  what  I  would  suggest  is  this :, 

In  the  course  of  a  few  days  tlie  Secretary  and  Siirvevor-' 
iJeneral  will  make  a  report  on  the  map  to  the  legislature,  wliich 
I  have  reason  to  believe  will  be  favorable  and  satisfactory.  This 
will  then  pave  the  way  for  receiving  my  bill,  claiming  one  thou- 
aand  dollars^  for  extra  surveying,  which  passed  the  Senate  last 
session.  It  is  probable  that  bill  will  pass.  The  drawing  of  the 
map  speaks  for  itself;  and  I  shall,  in  terms  of  the  5th  section  of 
flie  act,  make  out.my  bill  for  it.  The  other  expenditures  neces- 
sary to  bring  the  work  to  a  publication  I  shall  account  for  as  far 
as  possibly,  with  the  necessary  vouchers,  and  shall  at  the  same 
time  endeavor  to  make  a  new  arrangement  about  the  engmvis^.

As  the  speaking  to  my  securities  excited  considerable  anxr 
iety,  I  have  written  to  Mr.  Hill  and  Mr.  Wyeth,  statins  that  I 
have  forwarded  the  account^  to  you,  and  that  you  would  show 
them  upon  application.  To  this  I  hope  there  will  be  no  object 
tions. 

It  may  be  sutisfaetory  to  state,  tm^fly,  tbe  reasons  whjr  I  did 
ttpt  briag  the  accounts  with  me  when  I  waa  last  at  Harrisboig. 
Ton  know,  that  from  the  commencement  of  the  business,  I  wws 
of  opinion  that  my  accounts  could  not  be  adjusted  and  settled 
until  the  business  was  closed.  We  had  a  discussion  on  that 
question,  before,  which  I  viewed  it  as  set  at  rest,  by  a  decision  of 
tne  Senate.  The  business  in  which  I  was  engaged  involved  ve- 
ry ardent  labor  of  both  body  and  mind,  and  I  was  unwilling  tp 
interrupt  It  to  make  up  mv  accounts..  I  knew  I  was  largely  ia 
advance,  but  that  was  the  least  part  of  my  concern*— 1  jjvas  only 
eager  to  bring  the  work  to  maturity, 

-'  I  had  only  got  the  drawing  finished  two  or  three  days  before 
I  set  out  for  iiarrisbu/g.   I  saw  that  it  would  take  me  ten  or 
twelve  days  to  make  out  my  accounts.    I  "was  eager  to  get  the 
Urork  apfMToved  of  and  put  into  the  engraver's  hands,  and  was 
▼ery  unwilling  to  lose  time  by  making  out  accounts.  But  I  sta- 
ted, in  general  terms,  that  I  was  considerably  in  advance,  and' 
was  pi^pared  to  show  that  I  must  be  a  great  deal  more  in  ad- 
vance before  the  work  wa«  published.    I  produced  evidence  to 
show  that  the  engraving  alone  would  cost  from  three  thousand 
to  three  thousana  five  Sondred  dollars,  and  that  I  could  get  it 
well  executed  by  paying  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollas» 
while  the  work  was  progres^g..

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Ilie.esf^VinB;,  in  which  case  there  was  no  further  diiBcultf  wiA 
the  work.  It  was  so  clearly  the  interest  of  the  state  that  thui 
ahottld  be  done,  that  I  never  for  a  moment  doubted  but  my  pro- 
Bositioii  would  haire  been  readily  assented  to.  I  can  only  toy, 
Biat  my  surprise  at  die  refusal  can  only  be  exceeded  by  my  as- 
tonishment at  the  circumstance  of  my  securities  being  spokefii 
ti^,-«-with  how  little  reason  let  the  accounts  bear  testimony.  I 
h8Te  now  only  to  add,  that  I  would  not  go  through  the  same  la- 
bor sffain  ibr  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  no  inducement  t>n  earth 
would  ever  persuade  me  to  suffer  so  much  torture  and  anxiety  of 
mind  80  I  have  done,  fii-st  and  last»  about  this  map.  The  sub* 
ject  is  now  ready  to  be  put  into  the  hands  of  the  engraver,  and 
nothing  remains  but  to  let  me  know  how  he  is  to  be  paid.  The 
funds  piit  into  my  hands  are  exhausted*  and  a  sreat  deal  more/ 
ttkBt  I  starved'  my  other  business  to  advance.  I  am  very  desi^ 
rous  to  bring  the  work  to  maturity,  and  shall  do  every  thing  in 
Iby  power  to  do  so,  but  I  am  not  ArilUng  to  take  upon  my  sbouU 
Aers  any  further  burden  upon  the  subject.  I  have  received  a 
letter  from  tiie  Secretary  and  Surveyor-General  authorising  me!

I  received,  in  due  course  of  mail,  your  letter  of  the  ISth  in- 
stant, in  which  you  call  on  me  to  answer  questions  tliereiu  pro- 
posedw— From  the  views  which  had  been  presented  by  me  to  you, 
at  different  times,  particularly  when  two  of  your  sureties  with 
yourself  were  in  diis  office,  I  could  not  have  expected  a  call  on 
me  like  that  in  the  abovcmcntioned  letter. — I  did  not  therefore 
deem  it  necessary  to  answer  it 

Your  letter  of  the  20th  instant,  with  the  statement  enclosed, 
&ig  day  received,  are  now  before  me,  and  Hose  no  time  in  giving^ 
my  view  thereon,  which  in  fict  will  be  but  a  repetition  of  what  1 " 
had  several  times  before  giveii  you. 

The  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars  was  advanced  you  for  the 
purpose  of  purcliasing  materials  and  paying  the  necessary  ex- 
penses of  the  pid)lication  of  the  state  map.  Now,  I  want  from 
ymi  an  account,  with  the  necessary  vouchers,  of  yout  disburse- 
ments en  account  of  the  state  map^-^tiiis  is  all  I'ask  of  you,  and' 
all  whieh  my  duty  nww  requires  to  ask.-«*The  5th  section  of  the 
act  auihprismg  the  formation  of  a  state  map  contains  my  autho- 
^  for  so  doing. 
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.  The.  jNToriskms  contained  in  tbe  6tb  sectian,  a$  they  respect 
file  duties  of  the  Auditor-^General,  wUi  not  be  operanye  until 
after  the  completion  of  the  map. 

From  this  concise  view  Uien,  it  willbe  seen,  by  a  single  glance 
at  ^ytwir  statement,  that  notwithstanding  all  {lie  explanations 
which  have  been  made  by  me,  yon  have  not  compli^  with  my 
calls  to  exiiibit  jour  account;  it  is  true  a  small  part  of  the  state- 
ment is  applicable,  but  such  parts  are  witiiout  any  vouchers  to 
support  them.

Sir, 

Your  letter  of  the  d2d  was  only  received  this  day;  by  refer* 
ring  to  my  letter  of  the  9th,  you  will  see  the  reason  why  I  ad* 
dressed  trie  queries  to  you  on  the  13th-^my  securities  were 
threatened  with  a  suit,  and  it  was  desirable  to  ascertain  the 
grounds  on  which  it  was  proposed  to  be  instituted. 

I  may  remark  here,  tiiat  I  was  informed  before  I  left  Hands* 
bur^  tnat  very  ill-natured  remarks  were  in  circulation  as  re- 
garded my  operations  on  the  map,  and  in  particular  it  was  giveu 
out,  that  1  was  trifling  away  the  time  in  order  to  retain  the  pub* 
lie  mone^.  The  letter  to  one  of  my  securities  here  was  very 
pointed  m  other  respects;  from  its  tenor  it  appeared  to  me  as  if 
something  had  been  concluded  on  after  1  left  Harrisbuig*  fiur  it 
stated  expressly,  that  a  suit  was  proposed  to  be  instituted  for 
refunding  S^>000  of  the  money  advanced  by  the  state.  It  struck 
me  as  a  very  remarkable  co-incidence,  that  this  was  tlie  Y&rf 
sum  that  I  was  called  upon  to  refund  by  your  letter  of  16^ 
November,  1818,  and  it  was  no  less  remarkable,,  Aat  in  the 
same  letter,  thejlrs^  reflections  occur  as  to  the  loss  of  time  oir 
delay  in  forwarding  the  map. 

Ab  the  Secretary  and  Surveyor-Oeneral  were  the  only  persons^ 
beside  myself,  who  could  £brm  a  correct  opinion  as  to  die  cansen 
of  the  delay,  I  trusted  that  their  rqpod  would  ioonpvt  all  9^ 
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A)ised  to  rest  on  tliat  head.    It  is  now  published  and  niost  elfee- 
^  tnally  clears  me  of  all  blame  on  that  score.    But  it  does  more;  it 

shows  the  great  degree  of  labor  it  has  taken  to  britt^  tlie  work 
to  maturitj,  while  it  unequivocally  pronounco*  that  it  fironiises 
to  be  one  of  qncointnon  excellence.  To  put  all  s'uru^isesat  rest 
as  relates  to  the  public  money,  I  consider  it  proper  to  make  oat 
a^n  account  tf  tht  uAoleof  my  ejcpenditure  on  the  whole  of  the 
ttork\  and  the  result  is,  tiiat  so  far  from  having  public  money  in 
liand,  I  am  in  advance  83>5ir  02.  Having  the  engraving  yet  to 
•^  provide  for,  and  considering  that  I  cannot  by  any  means  get 
more  than  82,500  towards  it,  while  it  will  cost  from  83,000  to 
83,500  to  execute  it,  it  is  very  obvious  that  I  can  receive  nopart 
of  th«  large  advance  until  after  the  map  is  published.  It  is  enually 
cleai',  that  until  then  I  can  reap  no  advantage  as  publisner-^ 
why  then  should  I  trlHe  with  time?  It  is  an  absurdity  to  suppose 
it,  and  no  person  will  su]^ose  it  who  knows  any  thing  of  labor 
thathas  to  be  undergone  in  bringing  such  a  work  to  maturity. 

You  object  to  this  mode  of  stating  the  account, as  showing  too 
much.  I  can  only  say,  that  until  the  map  actually  cornea  to  a 
publication  the  account  cannot  possibly  be  settled,  and  none  but 
interim  accounts  can  be  sent,  and  it  is  my  desire  that  the«c 
sliould  show  the  whole  exfenditures  of  every  kind  on  the  whole 
auhject.  I  will  send  them  no.  other  way;  because  I  wfllnot  put 
it  in  i\\9  power  of  any  person  to  exhibit  a  partial  statement  and 
t't'U  denounce  me  as  a  delinquent  at  the  treasury.  If  you  wish 
to  see  the  ])art  of  the  account  that  I  consider  applicable  to  the 
"  84,000,  you  have  6n!y  to  take  the  gross  amount  ^7,517  02,  and

The  foregoing  is  my  view  <rf  the  accounts,  from  which  you 
will  86e,  that  1  coBMder  g3,476  5«  annlicaMe  to  jrour  call.  You 
state  that  a  smfiU  part  only  is  applicahle— we  diftei-  in  opinion. 

As  to  vouchers  I  cannot  send  th^m  at  present— When  we  com* 
to  settle  accounts  in  terms  of  the  law,  it  will  then  be  necessary 
for  me  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  law,  and  to  satisfy  you 
rf  the  correctness  of  every  item,  before  I  can  get  credit  for  it. 
I  am  aware  of  that  and  will  be  provided  for  it,  at  present  my 
<rther  duties  will  not  permit  me  to  waste  more  time  on  these 
ii€Coai|ts<  Look,  I  pray  you  again  at  the  law,  and  see  where 
yott  find  any  thing  about  vouchers.  The  6th  seaion  of  the  act 
requires  no  such  fiing;  the  5th  requires  me  to  render  an  account 
on  oath  or  affirmation.  Had  vouchers  been  required  in  tlie  con- 
tract,  I  would  have  spurned  it  from  me  with  disdain.  Had  1 
anticipated  that  I  would  have  l>ad  any  transactions  with  any 
other  than  the  Secretary  and  Surveyor-General,  before  the  map 
was  ready  for  publication,  I  woulcf  have  done  the  same  tlunff; 
vouchers  indeed!  in  this  unfinished  stage  of  the  business!— Look 
at  tlie  account,  and  say  how  it  is  possible  to  procure  th^m.  For 
example,  your  letter  receivt?d  this  day  cost  12i  cents  postage, 
Is  it  to  be  understood  that  I  am  to  get  the  postmaster's  receipt 
for  that?  God  help  the  geography  of  the  United  feUtes  if  this 
is  the  kind  of  obligation  to  be  imposed  upon  state  map-makers, 
and  God  send  me  safe  out  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  if  1  am 
to  be  torturred  and  teased  to  death  about  fipenny  bits,  when  1 
Ottght  to  be  showing  the  engi-aver  how  to  regulate  Ins  proceed- 
ings, in  order  to  bring  the  work  to  a  conclusion. 

From  what  I  have  said,  I  dare  say  you  will  now  be  satisfi^ 
that  we  differ  in  toto,  as  to  the  whole  procedure  in  regard  to  tJns 
map.  Fortunately  we  have  the  law  to  appeal  to,  and  I  consider 
myself  just  as  capable  of  understanding  it,  as  regards  my  duties, 
as  you  do  as  regards  yours.  The  object  seems  to  me^  to  be,  to 
ston  the  work,  and  it  shall  not  be  stop'd  if  I  can  help  it  In 
these  difficult  times  I  may  be  beat  from  my  purposej  tut  if  so,

Upon  the  various  ilem$  composing  the  expense  of  preparing  the 
materials  and  constructing  the  state  map^  the  following  ex- 
planatory remarks  may  be  made: 

A«  The  materials  purchased  are  all  tiiat  are  necessary  tb  print 
tho  requisite  number  for  the  state  and  to  supply  the  first  sub- 
scribers, after  which  the  work  will  pay  for  itself; 

B.  Thb  necessary  expense  of  publication,  is  all  money  paid 
out,  and  requires  no  comment

C.  The  preparing  of  the  materials  was  a  most  necessary  part 
of  the  pubUeation*  The  sum  will  not  appear  large,  when  it  it 
considered  that  every  county  map  had  to  be  minutely  examined 
by  townships  and  by  the  post  office  list,  and  much  trouble  oc- 
xttited  in  making  the  various  corrections  and  adjustments. 

D.  The  projection  of  the  map  is  different  from  the  drawing.

The  rosolution  from  the  Hotitfe  of  ReiM^sentatives,  relatiTC  to 
the  femoral  of  obstructions  from  the  entrance  ot  the  harbor  of 
Erie,  read  on  the  23d  instant,  was  again  read,  considered  and  adopn* 
ted,  with  the  exception  of  the  preamble,  which  was  disagreed  to. 

.  Ordered,  That  the  clerk  return  said  resolution  to  the  House  of 
Representatives,  with  inforft^ion  that  t)ie  Senate  have  adopted 
the  same  with  amendments,  in  which  the  concurrence  cf  tliat 
House  is  requested. 

Adjourned  until  10  o'clock  to-morrow  morniiig. 


HATURDAY,  January  2T,  1821. 


Mr.  Cochran  obtained  leave  of  absence  for  one  week  from  this 
day. 

Mr.  Raguet,  from  the  committee  to  whom  was  referred  on  the 
9tii  of  December  last,  so  much  of  the  Governor's  Message  as 
relates  to  the  penitentiary  system,  and  to  t)ie  Philadelphia  and 
Pittsburg  prisons,  made  report,  which  was  read  as  foHowSt-  to 
wit:  "  . 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred,  on  the  9th  of  Decern^ 
ber,  so  much  of  the  message  of  the  late  Governor  as  relates  to 
the  penitentiary  system,  the  Philadelphia  and  Pittsburg  prisons* 
report  as  follows:— 

In  the  investigation  of  the  matters  referred  to  your  commit* 
tee,  ibappeared  to  them  advisable  to  co-operate .  with  the  com- 
mittee appointed  upon  the  same  subjects,  by  the  House  of  Rep-> 
resentaliyes,  in  order  that  access  might  be  had  by  both  to  agreater 
ma^s  of  infornvption,  and  that  by  a  mutual  attention  to  each  oth«- 
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«r's  views, .  such  iheasnrcs  might  be  au^estedaA  would  be. 
likely  to  meet  with  the  support  of  all.  The  result  of  these  con* 
suitatiotis  has  been  a  determination  to  recommend  to*' 
the  legislature,  an  alteration  in  the  present  mode  of  punishing 
convicts,  and  appropriations  adequate  to  tiie  construction  of  a 
new  state  prison  within  tiie  city  or  county  of  Philadelphia,  and 
to  the  completion  of  that  which  bas  already  hi^en  partially  finish- 
ed at  Pittsburg. 

The  reasons  which  have  led  your  committee  to  believe  that 
all  these  measures  are  absolutely  necessary,  to  be  adopted,  dur^ 
iw  Ute  pre^nt  session  of  the  legislature,  will  be  found  in  the 
feHowin^  brief -history  of  the  penitentiary  system  in  our  state, 
widi  M^iich  it  is  nieceissary  to  be  acquainted,  in  order  to  form  a 
correct  opinion  as  to  their  expediency. 

The  penitentiary  in  Philadelphia,  situate  at  the  eorner  of 
Walnut  and  Sixth  streets,  was  built  nearly  fifty  years  a^,  at  a 
time  when  convicts  were  punished,  by  employment  in  ^e  pub- 
lic streets  of  the  city  as  scavengers,  by  whippms  at  the  post,  and 
by  exposures  in  the  pillory  ana  stocks.  On  the  5th  of  April, 
1790,  a  law  was  passed  entitled  "An  act  tor^orm  the  penal  taws 
of  tiiis  state,^^  the  preamble  to  which  recited,  that  the  laws  en- 
acted for  the  punishment  of  criminals  *'have  in  som^  deo^ree 
failed  of  success,  from  the  exposure  of  offenders  employed  at 
hard  labor  to  public  view,  and  from  the  communication  with  each 
other  not  bein^  sufficiently  restrained  within  the  places  of  con- 
finement; and  it  is  hoped  thatthe  addition ofunremiU^d  solitude 
to  laborious  employment,  as  far  as  it  can  be  effected,  will  contri- 
bute a«  inuch  to  reform  as  deter.''  By  this  act,  the  puUic  ex- 
posure df  i^e  convicts  was  abolished,  and  a  suitable  number  of 
cells  was  directed  to  be  constructed  in  the  yard  of  the  peniten- 
tiary, each  whereof  to  be  sij;  feet  in  width,  eight  feet  in  length, 
mud  nine  feet  in  height,  and  to  be  appropriated  to  the  solitary 
con&aement  of  the  more  hardened  and  atrocious  offenders."^- 
Towards  the  construction  of  these  cells,  the  sum  of  five  hun- 
dred pounds  was  appropriated  by  the  same  act,  and  adequate 
powers  were  given  to  the  inspectors  of  the  prison,  to  manage  its 
concerns,  anci  to  provide  the  means  necessary  for  keeping  the 
convicts  empioyea  at  hard  labor. 

During  the  infancy  of  this  institution  it  aj^ears  to  have  an- 
swered tiie  object  intended;  but  the  number  of  convicts,  in  the 
course  of  ten  or  twelve  years  becoming  too  great  for  the  means 
of  accommodation,  application  was  made  te  the  l^slature  for 
relief.  On  the  2d  of  April,  1803,  an  act  was  passed,  entitled 
**Jin  act  to  direct  the  sale  of  certain  ummproved  citu  lots,  the 
froperty  of  this  commonwealth,  in  the  city  of  Fhitaadphia^  and 
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to  amr&pruAe  the  proeeeis  ^ut^f  t4ntard9  the  mctian  of  p. 
bwUimg  for  the  purpose  of  wjore  completely  carrying  into  ef- 
fect the  penal  lows  ojthis  state/*  Id  the  preamble  to  this  act  it 
is  8t9.ted,  that  ''the  public  prison  of  Phitadclphia  is  found  to  be 
too  small  for  accommodatine  the  convicts  ivhich  are  sent  to  that 
place  from  different  parts  of  the  state,  and  the  persons  ^rhom  it 
may  be  necessary  to  imprison  for  offences  committed  in  the  city 
wio  counter  of  Philaddphia.^  By  this  act,  all  the  right,  title, 
claim  and  interest  of  the  commonwealth,  in  the  vacant  tots,  the 
property  of  this  commonwealth,  in  the  citj'  of  Philadelphia,  and 
unimproved  by  the  state,  ''were  to  be  transferred  tx)  the  inspectors  ol 
the  prison,  !»  be  br  thelB  sold  or  otherwise  ap|»fopnated,  asoA  at 
such  times,  as  to  them  might  appear  moat  eligible,  the  proceeds 
whereof  to  be  applied  to  Qie  buudinc  of  a  new  prison,  for  1km 
use  of  the  city  and  county  of  PhUaddphiaJ^  Tne  act  fbrther 
provides,  "that  in  consideration  of  the  said  lots  being  sranted 
fer  the  purposes  aforesaid,  tlie  commonwealth  reserves  the  right 
to  the  several  counties  M^ithin  the  same,  to  send  their  convicts 
to  the  present  prison  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia, 
agreeabty  to  the  provisions  set  forth  in  the  penal  laws  of  this 
commonwealth.*' 

In  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  tliis  act,  the  inspectors  of 
the  prison  mad^  sale  of  city  lots  to  an  amount  which,  with  some 
subsequent  appropriations  m  money  made  by  tlie  state,  equalled 
about  g1 05,000,  and  proceeded  to  the  building  ol*  a  new  prison 
situate  on  Arch  street  at  tlie  corner  of  Broad  street.  The  funds 
not  proving  adequate  to  the  completion  of  the  same,  it  has  re- 
malniid  to  this  day  in  an  unfinished  state^  and  has  never  been 
occupied  in  any  other  way,  than  as  a  debt<n*'s  anartment  The 
jJan  upon  which  it  is  constructed  renders  it  wholly  unlit  for  a 
state  prison,  and  even  were  it  entirely  iinislied,  it  never  could 
be  occupied  but  as  a  common  county  gaol,  for  the  confinement  of 
untried  prisoners,  vagrants  and  offenders  convicted  of  petty  of- 
fences. 

The  importance  and  neccsvsity  of  havine  one  or  more  prisonft 
constructed  upon  the  plan  of  solitary  confinement,  becoming  ev- 
ery year  more  evident  to  the  legislature,  an  act  was  pass^  on 
the  3d  day  of  March,  1818,  authorising  the  inspectors  of  the 
prison,  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  county  commis- 
sioners, and  the  constituted  authorities  of  the  city  of  Philadel- 
phia, of  the  Northern  Liberties  and  Southwark,  'or  any  two  of 
the  said  corporations,  the  city  councils  being  one,  to  make  sale 
of  the  Walnut  street  prison  and  the  lot  upon  which  it  is  erected, 
and  to  apply  tlie  proceeds  thereof  to  the  erection  of  a  new  pris- 
o»  for  the  use  of  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia,  to  be 
eonstmcted  on  the  pfan  qf  solitary  coafinement.    By  the  same 
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act,  tb«  inwectors  weredirected^  as  so&n  as  a  sale  of  the  f^ristm 
ah(mld  be  elTectedy  to  remoYe  the  prigoaera  confined  therein  to 
.the  Arch  street  prison,  to  be  there  confined  until  duly  ctischar* 
fi;ed,  or  removed  to  such  other  peniteintiarj  or  prison,  as  should 
be  erected  for  their  reception  and  safe  keeping.  The  provisions, 
of  this  act  were  never  earned  into  effect  The  situation  of 
the  Arch  Street  prison  was  never  such  as  to  have  aiTorded  secure 
accomtnodations  for  so  manj  convicts  as  were  in  the  Walnut 
street  prison,  and  no  advantageous  sale  of  the  latter  could  be 
effected  without  delivering  immediate  possession^ 

It  appears  from  the  foregoing  statement,  that  the  course  which 
has  been  pursued  for  many  years,  by  the  legislature,  has  been 
one  of  temporary  expedients,  which  has  resulted  in  the  com- 
plete subversion  of  tne  penitentiary  system,  and  tlie  sinking  of 
a  very  considerable  capital  in  useless  buildings    It  is  hoped 
that  the  impolicy  of  a  longer  adherence  to  partial  alleviationsywiu  be 
manifest,  and  that  the  enlightened  course  of  policy  commenced 
bj  the  le^lature  of  1817-18,  will  be  persevered  in.    By  the 
apt  last  quoted,  an  appropriation  of  SoO,000,  payable  in  four 
equal  annual  instalments,  was  made  by  that  body,  towards  the 
construction  of   a  state  prison  in  the  vicinity  of  Pittsburg, 
upon  the  plan  of  solitary  confinement,  to  contain  200  cells.*— 
Commissioners  to  cai-ry  this  object  into  effect  have  been  appoin- 
ted, and  the  work  has  now  been  for  some  time  in  progress^ — 
During  the  present  session  of  the  lej^slature,  an  application  has 
been  made  for  an  additional  appropriation  of  a  like  sum,  in  or- 
der to  add  a  second  story  to  the  building,  and  thereby  to  double 
tiie  number  of  the  cells,    Tlie  importance  of  this  bimding,  ren- 
dei*s  its  earlif  completion,  upon  an  extended  scale,  exceedingly 
desirable,  and  your  committee  recommend  to  the  l^slature,  tii 
grant  the  appropriation,  payable  in  such  instalments  as  will  en- 
able the  commissioners  to  complete  the  work  tdtkout  delay ^'-^ 
7%at  economy  must  always  be  misjudged,  which  for  the  sake  of 
avoiding  an  immediate  advance  of  money,  subjects  the  commu- 
nity to  evils,  an  hundred  fold  greater  tlian  the  benefits  to  be  Ae* 
rived  from  procrastination. 

The  state  prison  at  Pittsburg,  when  completed,  will  aifbrd 
ample  accommodations  for  those, convicts  who  shall  be  sentenced 
to  the  punishment  of  solitary  confineoient  for  one  year  and  up- 
wards, in  the  western  counties,  but  will  be  of  bo  aTail  to  the  eas- 
tern counties,  in  which  moat  ef  the  odnvictioiiu  take  place.  The 
expenses  of  transpor^ng  a  prisoner  to  the  penitentmry,  from  a 
distant  county,  as  appears  by  the  late  report  of  the  Auditor- 
General,  the  amount  of  which  is  drawn  irom  tiie  state  treasury, 
are  in  some  cases  tiro  or  tkree  hundred  doHarf^  which  is  equal  to 
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Ae  wliole  exp^!M5eof  supporting  a  conrictfor  two  or  three  years. 
Such  a  charge  would  be  an  improper  burthen  upon  the  state  and 
a  positive  loss  to  the  public;  and  when  it  is  recollected  that  the  ■ 
encreaseof  crime  win,  in  all  probability,  attend  an  cncrease  of 
itopulation,  the  necessity  of  an  additional  state  prison  in  the  city 
.of  Philadelphia  or  its  vicinity,  will  be  strikingly  manifest.  This 
oWect,  so  desirable  and  important,  in  the  opinion  of  your  com- 
mittee, can  be  accomplished  without  any  immediate  and  proba- 
bly without  any  ultimate  erantof  money,  if  the  plan,  su^ested 
bv  the  inspectors,  and  which  will  be  found  in  the  annexed  com- 
munication made  by  their  president,  be  adopted. 

The  actual  condition  of  the  pfenitentiary  at  Philadelphia,  is  of 
such  a  nature,  as  to  demand  the  immediate  attention  of  the  leg- 
islature, and  to  excite  the  regret  of  all  who  are  actuated  by  a 
r^ard  for  the  temporal  as  welt  as  eternal  welfare  of  those  who 
are  immured  mthm  its  walls.  In  the  course  of  the  last  winter 
or  spring,  an  insurrection  broke  out  annongst  the  convicts,  which 
threatened  the  destruction  of  the  lives  of  the  jailors  and  the 
e^ape  of  all  who  were  confined,  and  was  only  quelled  by  the 
efRirts  of  a  large  body  of  armed  citizens,  wno  assembled  at 
tlie  ringing  of  tnealann  bell,  after  the  discharge  of  a  number  of 
muskets,  by  which  one  man  was  killed,  and  several  were  woun- 
ded. Since  that  period  a  scene  of  discontent  has  constantly 
been  eidiibited,  and  a  second  revolt  has  been  perpetually  appre- 
hended. Tlie  following  well  drawn,  but  distressing  portrait  of 
the  once  eclebra ted  penitentiary  of  Pennsylvania,  has  beenfiir-* 
nished  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Inspectors,  in  answer  to  a  let- 
ter addressed  to  them  by  the  committee  of  tiie  House  of  Repre- 
s^tatives,  and  as  it  expresses  in  detkil  the  awful  situation  of 
that  institution,  in  language  more  impressive  than  your  commit- 
tee could  prudent,  it  has  been  deeftied  expedient  tt>  give  it  en- 
tire.

The  board  of  inspectors  of  the  prison  of  the  city  and  county  of 
Philadelphia,  respectfully  submit  the  following  remarks,  in  reply 
to  the  letter  addressed  oy  your  late  chairman,  William  Wil- 
kins,  Esq.  to  this*  board,  on  the  penitentiary  system. 

It  seems  to  be  generally  admitted,  that  the  mode  at  present  in 
u«e  in  the  penitentiary  does  not  reform  the  prisoner,  it  was  in- 
tended to  be  a  school  of  reformation,  but  it  is  now  a  school  of 
vice,  tt  cannot  be  otherwise  where  so  many  depraved  beings 
are  crowded  together,  without  the  means  of  classification  or  of 
adequate  employment.  There  were  in  confinement,  on  the  first 
i'lstant,  four  hundred  and  twenty-four  men  and  forty  womenj 
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convicts*  Fctr  want  of  room  to  separate  them*,  the  jnoao^.  wo- 
ciate  with  tlie  old  ofTenders*  the  petty  thief  becomes  the  pu  pil  of 
the  liighway  robber ;  the  beardless  boj  listens  with  delight  to  the 
well-told  tale  of  daring  exploits  and  hair-breadth  escapes  of 
hoary  headed  villainy,  and  from  the  experience  of  age  cferives 
instruction  which  fits  Mm  to  be  a  pest  and  terror  to  society.  A 
communi^  of  interest  and  design  is  excited  among  them,  and* 
instead  of  reformation,  ruin  is  the  general  result. 

This  is  a  short  bat  melancholy  picture ;  it  is  but  faintly  drawn* 
but  it  is  sufficiently  strong  to  excite  attention  in  every  benevo- 
lent mind.  The  grand  juries  of  our  district  have*  for  years^ 
past,  presented  to  the  public  a  similar  portrait  of  our  once 
boasted  penitentiary,  anu  the  lat^  executive  has  very  judicious- 
ly directed  the  attention  of  the  legislature  of  the  state  to  the 
subiect. 

With  due  respect  for  his  opinion,  the  undersigned  respect- 
fully say,  that  Qie  remedy  proposed  by  him  is  not  adequate, 
or  efficient 

The  new  prison  on  Arch  street  was  not  built  for  a  convict 
apartment,  nor  so  designed  originally  by  the  law  authorising 
its  erection : — it  is  not  calculated  for  solitary  confinement,  and 
to  attempt  to  engraft  such  a  system  upon  this  building  would  be 
expensive,  and  in  the  end  prove  abortive. 

The  de^gn  of  the  penal  code  of  Pennsylvania  was  the  reform- 
ation of  tiie  criminal.  Solitary  confinement,  as  far  as  practica- 
ble, and  hard  MMir,|were  intended,  and  would  no  doubt  have 
produced  salutary  effects,  if  the  system  had  been  rigidly  eiif^^ 
eed.  But  this  system  was  never  carried  into  complete  efllsct. 
The  prison^^house  in  this  city,  in  which  this  humane  effcni:  wa9 
first  put  into  operation,  was  not  property  constructed  for  siichar 
system.  It  is  a  common  well-btiilt  county  prison,  bot  never  de^ 
signed  or  adapted  for  solitary  confinement*  It  is  nearly  fifty 
years  since  its  corner  stone  was  laid,  long  before  the  genius  of 
humanity  had  erased  from  our  statute  books  those  sanguinariT 
edicts  which  had  for  so  many  vears  stained  their  pages.  Stilly 
Kowevar,  veiy  many  beneficial  results  flowed  from  the  system 
in  the  first  few  years  succeeding  its  adoption. 

The  prison  was  well  managed.  Industry  was  encouraged, 
amon  g  the  prisoiiei*s.  Employment  was  abundant*  and  in  conse- 
quence of  the  number  of  cnmmals  being  small*  classification  to  a 
certain  degree  was  observed.  The  conseqifence  was  that  the 
internal  part  x>f  the  building  appeared  to  a  visiter  rather  like  a 
well  reflated  manufactory  than  a  prison.  Instances  of  refer-.' 
mation  m  the  early  period  of  this  system  occurred— 4md  auionj 
an  thB  prisoners,  order  and  good  (Uscipline.  were  maintained 
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Henee  Peimsjlrania  obtained  a  name  among  fier  sister  st&tes 
as  well  as  in  Europe  for  her  mild  penal  code  and  her  well  r^gii- 
ed  Podtentiarj, 

But  this  fame  was  short  lived.  The  state  has  not  kept  pace 
with  the  increase  of  her  population  and  its  consequent  increased 
depratity:  she  has  continued  for  thirtj  jears  past  to  send  hun- 
dreds to  a  prison,  which  at  the  first,  as  it  respects  that  part  of  it 
appropriated  to  convicts  was  not  fitted  for  the  solitary  confine- 
ment of  fif^.  With  the  rapid  increase  of  prisoners  there  has 
witiiin  a  few  years  past,  owing  to  the  effects  of  the  late  war  and 
the  diflkulties  of  the  times  been  a  considerable  incraase  in  Utie 
depravity  and  ht^h  daring  of  the  character  of  our  prisoners,  to  alt 
which  may  be  added  the  want  of  sufficient  emplo}inent 

The  use*  in  modem  times,  of  machinery,  has  deprived  us  of 
some  branches  of  employment  once  very  profitable,  particularly 
milking  of  cut  nails.  1  ne  stagnation  of  business  particularly  in 
building  has  been  seriously  felt  by  our  institution  m  the  business 
of  marble  sawii^;  hence  a  great  proportion  of  our  convicts  are 
idle,  thereby  becoming  every  year  more  expensive  to  the  coun- 
ties, and  more  difficult  to  manage  and  subdue. 

There  is  now,  therefore,  no  solitary  confinement,  in  force  ex- 
cept for  a  few  hardened  offenders  who  have  violated  the  rules  of 
the  prison,  or  have  been  sentenced  by  law  to  the  cells  for  a  por- ' 
tkm  of  their  time*  The  groat  Penitentiary  ajratem  of  Peansyl^ 
vania  is  not  now  in  operation  and  cannot  be  without  the  erectioii 
of  a  new  prison  in  this  part  of  the  state»r  on  the  same  principle 
aa  that  constructed  at  Pitt^urg,  vi;^  Solitary  confiiieiaest 
Tbh  ayatem  appears  to  be  the  grand  efficient  resuedy  for  tlie 
«i^  under  which  we  labour.  To  i^esort  to  capital  pwushmetit 
appeafs  to  us  would  be  unwise,  and  highly  injurious  to  the  mo- 
rals aad  security  of  society^^Because  experience  has  {)roved 
that  capital  punishments  do  cot  deter  from  the  commssioti  oC  . 
or  lessen  the  number  of  crimes.  Because,  where  they  do  exist* 
it  is  difficult  to  convict  offenders  and  many  escape  altogetiier, 
and  thereiofo  in  England,  at  this  day,  forgeries  abound^  be^^ 
cause  few  convictions  take  place.  Even  in  Pennoylvania,  the 
cases  are  numerous  of  conviction  for  murder  of  second  d^ree« 
wfaicll  every  legal  mind  would  decide  should  have  been  for  mur- 
der of  the  Jirsf.  Jurors  are  in  general  opposed  to  t/ie  shedding 
of  blood,  and  will  not,  it  they  can  avoid  it,  finr^  a  man  euilty 
(if  an  ofience  whei^e  the  penalty  is  death.  Adt^  d  to  alfthiSj 
if  capital  punishments  are  resorted  to,  we  sbai!  again  see  ex- 
hibited, though  in  a  more  awful  degree,  muvd  r  and  robbery, 
and  murder  aud  bui^lary  conjoined,  because  'ts  death  is  but  the 
penalty  for  both,  it  will  be  to  the  interest  of  the  burglar  or  rob- 
ber to  destroy  the  witnesses  and  accusers. 
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The  elibets  of  a  pure-soKtary^TBlenirbave  never  yet  bden  ex- 
Mbited  in  Pennsylvania.  Enon^hlias  been  seen,  however,  to  jus- 
tify the  belief  tKat  its  eftccts  will  be  to  reform  entirely  or  to  de- 
ter from  the  commi^^^ioo  of  a  second  offence  witlun  the  jniisdio- 
tion  of  that  state,  where  such  a  system  exists.  As  man  is  a  so* 
cial  being»  \vho$e  rights  and  comforts  are  protected  and  cher 
isbed  by  the  lnw^  of  society,  it  would  seem  but  reasonable 
when  he  violates  those  laiws  t^t  he  should  suifer  in  diat  point 
in  >viiich  he  will  feel  the  most  keenly,  the  loss  of  social  et\ioy- 
ment  To  be  shut  up  ia  a  cell  for  days,  weeks,  inontfas  and 
years,  alone,  to  be  deprived  of  convt  rse  with  a  fellow  being>  to 
have  no  friendly  voice  to  minister  consolation,  no  friendly  boson 
oii  whictrto  lean  or  into  which  to  pour  our  sorrows  and  com^ 
pYaints,  but  on  the  contrary,  to  count  the  tedious  hours  as  Aey 
pass,  a  prey  to  tlie  corrodings  of  conscience  and  the  piqigs  of 
goilt,  is  almost  to  become  the  victim  of  despair.  To  a  guilty 
mind,  reflection  and  self  examination  are  painful,  bntfrequendy 
prove  salutary.  The  young  offender  cannot  become  more  expert 
m  crime  while  shut  up  in  his  cell,  because  he  will  want  an  in- 
structor, and  if  he  is  not  refbnned,  he  will  not  be  worse  than 
when  he  entered.  The  old  offender  will  be  out  of  his  element, 
so  unable  to  plot  escapes  or  future  mischief,  that  he  will  glad- 
ly fly  fiom  a  re^oa  where  conviction  produces  so  much  misery. 

Besides,  on  the  priociideof  economy,  this  system  recommpnd^ 
itself  to  your  attention.  Three  years  is  now  the  usual  sentence 
for  ffrand  larceny.  Under  the  soUtary  system  one  year  wdl  pro- 
duct more  knd  better  effects.

BKni,  as  fu*  as  practicable.  To  provide  funds  for  this  work*  we 
sfifgest  that  the  county  of  Philadelphia  should  repay  to  the  state, 
tile  money  furnished  by  the  state  from  tlie  sale  of  city  lots,  and 
firoin  the  public  treasury,  towards  buildine  the  new  prison  in 
Arch  street — and  the  state  release  all  claim  thereto,  to  the 
comity  of  Philadelphia,  the  same  to  be  used  hereafter  as  a  county 
prison.  As  tliis  money  cannot  be  obtained  by  the  county  of 
Philadelphia  until  the  sale  of  the  prison  in  Walnut  street  is 
efeeteU,  which  cannot  take  place  until  the  penitentiary  is  finish- 
ed-^it  is  submitted,  that  the  state  borrow  tiie  money  as  wanteds 
to  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  above  menioned.  It  is  believed,  that 
there  are  many  valuable  city  lots,  yet  the  property  of  the  state, 
remaining  unsold. — ^These  might  be  huntea  up  bv  the  surveyor- 
general,  and  sold  by  order  of  the  state,  and  applied  to  tliis  object; 
the  ^aiance,  if  any,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  state  treasury.  If  ne- 
onsary,  tlie  state  might  chai-ge  the  interest  of  the  money  to  be 
borrowed,  on  the  several  counties,  in  proportion  to  Hifir  popu- 
lation, or  the  number  of  prisoners  tliey  may  haVe  in  tlie  peni- 
tentiary.

In  addition  to  tlie  information  contained  in  the  foregoing, 
statement,  the  committee  of  each  house  lias  been  furnished,  by 
Dr.  James  M^ase  of  Philadelphia,  with  a  series  of  excellent 
essays,  written  and  published  by  him,  upon  the  penitentiaiy  sys- 
tem. The  zeal  of  that  gentleman  in  the  cause  of  humanity,  and 
the  industry  and  ability  displayed  by  him  in  collecting  and  ar- 
ranging a  mass  of  interesting  aud  useful  facts,  connected  wiA 
this  subject,  with  no  other  view  than  to  point  out  die  necessity 
of  a  reform  in  a  system,  now  fully  proved  to  be  inadequate  to  the 
end  proposed,  merit  tlie  thanks  of  the  legislature,  and  your  com- 
imttee  recommend  the  perusal  of  his  treatise  to  all  who  are  desi- 
ring of  being  infjc^rmed  upvn  this. matter. 


THE  SENATE. 

.  The  alteration  in  tte  mode  «f  punightnlo;  c&imet^  hl^ifA  to  h/; 
jroar  commitUey  is  to  direct  that  all  crimes,  nowby  law  {iuoishr 
able  by  inprisonment  at  hard  Mow,  shall  hehiafter  be  ntini9)i*> 
aUe  Bj  »idUary  eon^ement,  bj  which,  is  to  be  anderstpod 
such,  an  entire  seclasion  of  convicts  from  aocietj  and  Irom  one 
anoiher,  as  that  during  the  period  of  their  confinement,  no  one 
shall  see  or  hear,  or  be  seen  o^  heard  by  any  human  b^ing^  ex^ 
cept  the  jailor,  the  inspiectors,  or  such  other  persons,  as  for  highly 
urgent  reasons  may  be  permitted  to  enter  the  walls  of  the  pri- 
son. In  addition  to  the  advantages  to  result  from  this  syst6m» 
which  are  bo  well  depicted  in  the  letter  of  the  inspectors,  above 
adduced,  another  may  be  mentioned  which  will  be  littended  with 
the  mo^t  beneficial  effects.  It  is,  that  convicts  from  not  having 
seen-OT  known  one  another  in  prison,  >viU  never  be  able  aftef 
their  discharge  to  recognize  eacli  other,  and  those  who  afe  ii^- 
clined  to  pursue  a  course  of  reformation,  will  not  be  liable  to  be 
exposed  and  branded  with  infamy,  as  ihej  now  arc,  by  thoTse 
who  have  witnessed  their  degradation. 

That  this  mode  of  punishment  may  be  resorted  to  at  once,  it 
will  be  expedient  that  in  each  county  jail  in  the  state,  apart* 
ments  or  cells  should  be  immediately  fitted  up  or  constr^ctedn 
sufficient  to  accommodate,  upon  the  principle  of  solitary  cim- 
finement,  as  many  ciiminals  as  are  likely  to  be  confined  during 
the  period  which  muat  elapse  before  the  completion  of  the  state 
prisons.  Tl^s  number  need  not  be  very  gr^t,  for  supporing  tKe 
position  as  above  advanced  by  tlie  inspectors  to  be  corrects  as 
your  committee  believe  it  to  be,  that  one  year  of  solitary  con- 
finement will  be  more  efficacious  than  three  years  at  l^bor  in  the 
society  of  others,  the  judges  of  the  courts,  by  dipiinisbii^  the  pe- 
riod of  confinement  in  that  prt^portiop,  would  eventually  red^e 
the  number  of  prisoners  at  any  time  con^n^d,  to  one-ti^ira  of  tbeif 

g resent  number.  The  legislature,  indeed,  if  it  thought  it  adyisa- 
le,  might  establish  those  propositions,  bat  if  that  were  done,  it 
would  also  be  expedient  to  declai*e,  dmt  for  all  second  offentes 
the  puni^HM^nt  snould  be  doubled,  or  else  the  duration  oJT  ^e 
connnement  for  petty  crimes  might  be  too  short  to  render  it  ef- 
ficacious. A  board  of  three  inspectors '  to  serve  without  atfy 
comjiensation,  as  those  of  Philadelphia  do.  Height  be  jj^^naUv' 
^pointed  by  thejudges  of  the  coi^l  of  miarter  sessions  in  eacn 
county*  to  superintend  the  concerns  or  the  prison,  to  see  th^t 
the  convicts  are  punished  agreeably  to  the  spirit  of  the  law,  ai^ 
ihattiiey  are  not  suUected  to  improper  impositions.  WitHre^d 
to  the  economy  of  this  measure,  there  can  be  no  diversity  qf  opt- 
ion. The  revenue  derived  from  tlie  labor  of  convicts  has  neyer, 
.even  during  the  most  prospereua  times,  be^  adeic|nate  to  (heir 
aon^ort;  and  when  it  is  raeollecteA  iAai  employment  iiHnini^ea 
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M'Meeoft  in  the  c|iair>  on  the  Mtt  from  the  Uonse  of  Sepve* 
teniddren,  entitled 

''An  act  for  the  relief  of  the  heirs  QtiMfke»  Moore*  deceased, 
iiid  for  oth^u*  purposes." 

And  after  some  time, 
The  committee  vose,  reported  progress  and  obtained  leare 
to  sit  again  on  Tuesday  next

J)ir.  Alter,  from  the  committee  to  whom  w«a  vrf^tt^^  an  ^ 
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25th  tugtant,  fiie  petition  of  Andrew  Mitchell,  on  leate  given,' 
reported  a  bill  entitled 

''An  act  to  settle  and  adja3t  the  accounts  of  Andi^ew  Miteh- 
ell,  late  sheriff  of  Cumberland  countj;"  which  was  read  the 
first  time. 

Mr.  Marklej,  from  the  joint  committee  appointed  bj  both 
branches  of  the  lei^islattire,  ror  the  parpose  of  inYestif^tiog  the 
situaiion  ^tbe  affairs  of  the  company  ror  ereetini^  a  bnd{»;e  over 
the  Su«quehaona  river,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Columbia,  made 
rf^fort  as  follows,  viz: 

That  the  commitfee  proceeded  to  Colombia,  and  inspected 
tiiC  books  and  examined  such  witnesses  as  they  considered  es- 
sential, in  order  to  obtain  the  necessary  information  relative  t» 
the  coDdiuon4>f  that  institution.  The  committee  were  aware  that 
a  miQute  and  detailed  examination  into  every  particular  (ransac- 
uon  of  tbe.eonipany,  would  be  entirely  impracticable,  from  the 
^iicat  leni|th  of  time  it  would  oecupj,  without  any  possible  ben- 
efit resultma;  therefrom,  they  therefore  confined  themselves  to 
those  objects  of  ini|uiry  which  they  deemed  necessary,  to  ascer- 
tain llie  situation  of  the  interest  of  the  state,  in  order  that  the 
same  mi^ht  be  protected  by  legislative  interposition,  which  ap- 
pears highly  expedient,  from  the  peculiar  course  of  policy  and 
coaduet  pursued  by  the  company  from  almost  the  very  com- 
mencement of  their  act  of  iocorporatioo.  It  is  not  the  desire  of 
the  committee  to  animadvert  on  the  conduct  of  the  mana^rs,  or 
any  of  the  stockholders  in  the  narration  of  the  facts  connected 
with  the  general  management  of  the  institution,  if  the  same  can 
be  possibly  avoided,  but  confine  ihemselves  solely  to  exhibiting 
a  statement  of  its  eoncerns,  corresponding  with  its  actual  coit- 
dition,  derived  from  the  investigation  of  the  committee. 

Thecoftipany  for  erecting  a  biidge  over  the  Susquehanna  ri- 
ver,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Columbia,  was  ineorporated  in  con- 
formity to  an  act  of  the  legislature,  passed  the  28th  day  of  March 
A.  D.  1809,  which  authorises  the  subscription  of  stock  to  the  a- 
mountof  four  thousand  shares,  at  one  hundred  dollars  per  sharp, 
with  a  provMon  that  when  twelve  hundred  shares  were  subseri- 
bed,  they  were  entitled  to  become  incorporated,  and  under  the 
ssmetion  of  those  provisions  they  made  application  to  th^go^r^ 
Qor  when  they  obtained  subscriptions  to  the  amount  of  gl2S,00O 
and  obtained  their  charter  of  incorporation  in  the  year  1811. 
On  the  second  day  of  Aj>ril  A.  D.  1811,  a  law  was  passed  by 
the  Ie^slature,attthori!»ing  the  governor  to  subscribe  a  suai  not 
exc6edhig  ninety  thousand  dollars,  to  the  stock  of  the  company,  ^ 
when  they  became  incorporated,  for  the  purpose  of  build»n«-  a 
hvidge  over  the  Susquel^anna  river,  at  or  near  the  town  of  to- 
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iyime  half  of  whieh  to  be  paid  when  tbe  piert  and  abut- 
ments shall  have  been  eonstrueted.  and  the  other  half  when  the 
saperstructore  shall  have  been  raised,  and  in  obedience  to  the 
aforesaid  act,  the  governor  did  subscribe  ninety  tiloosand  dd-> 
brs  on  behalf  of  the  state,  to  the  stock  of  said  eompany.  In 
1B12,  the  president  and  managers  of  the  company  entered  into 
a  COD  tract  for  building  tbe  bridge  for  tte  sum  of  one  hnadred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  stipulated  with  the  contraetors  to  pay 
them  if  I  proportion  as  th^  work  ptogresned.  .Thecontraetfbr 
the  building  of  the  bridge  was,  that  the  piers  asd  soperstnictvre 
should  progress  together,  instead  of  having  the  piers  and  abnt» 
menis  first  coomleted,  and  the  superstmcture  subseipently.  b 
consequence  ot  this  contract,  which  was  deemed  the  moat  aovan^ 
tagcous,  varying  from  the  ori^nal  instrnettons  of  the'^companTi 
they  were  deprived  from  recetving  tbe  benefit  of  thtf  state  inb* 
senption  of  stock,  which  was  to  b«  paid^one  half  when  the  piers  - 
and  abutments  were  constnlcted,  and  tbe  other  half  when  the 
bridge  was  completed.  Tlus  being  the  peculiar  sitvatlon  of  the 
company  ,they  were  rendered  unable  to  perform  their  eagagementf- 
with  the  contractors,  without  the  assistence  of  the  state,  whidi 
from  the  nature  of  the  contract  entered  intofor  the  erection  ofths 
bridge,  it  was  out  of  their  power  to  obtain,  wtthont  an  alteratioii' 
of  the  law  in  relation  to  the  terms  upon  which  the  state  subscribe 
ed  for  the  stod^.  In  the  year  1813,  the  legislature  were  apprised 
of  the  situation  of  the  company,  and  the  alteration  of  the  manner 
in  which  the  bridge  was  to  be  constrocted,and  were  solicited  for 
a  modification  of  the  terms  upon  which  the  state  originally  sub« 
scribed  to  the  stock,  in  order  to  remove  tbe  embarrastoiients  of 
the  company,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  meet  their  engagements. 
The  legislature,  however,  did  not  recede  from  the  original  terms 
and  the  amount  of  the  subscription  of  the  state  was  not  paid  un- 
til after  the  completion  of  the  bridge.  In  consequence  of  tiia 
legislature  not  granting  the  alteration  solicited  by  tbe  eompany, 
the  committee  were  informed  they  were  notsattccessful  in  col- 
lecting the  individual  subscriptions  of  stock*  and  failed  in  secur- 
ing or  receiving  more  than  Sr8,0004>ut  of  theS123,000  whinliwaa 
subscribed  on  their  obtaining  their  charter.  This,  it  is  stated  to 
the  committee  (which  appears  highly  probable)  created  consider- 
able despondency  in  the  company*  in  aver  being  able  to  comf^ele 
a  great  and  valuable  improvement,  which  they  had  already  w^ 
tered  into  a  contract  to  build.  And  to  obtain  additional  snk- 
scriptioD  of  stoide  it  lias  been  repr«M0ted  to  the  committee  1^ 
utterly  impraetieabley  on  account  of^ypublic  confidence  bein({  in 
a  great  degree  impaired  in  tbe  undertakings  under  an  impressioi)t 
that  it  would  not  be  productire  slpck;  under  these  difficultiea  it 
is  sUted  the  company  considecejL  theipselvea  comMUed)  by  a 
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seot^of  d«tj  to  ddtte  tfum*  phn^  or  altematfvB  to  cxtricatf  > 
tiNthseli^  fffotn  the  obfartonaie  ftttm^n  in  whteh  tbeV  were 
mVolve^y  and  from  thepreyuline  spirit  for  baalchift  winch  at 
thkt  tihie  pfedonrinated  in  the  ptiblic  mind,  some  aflnremeiitd 
cotld  be  Md' forth  to  revive  eontdence  in  the  undertaking,  and 
attain  the  whofe  amoant  of  ialMM^riptioii  of  stock  aatfaoiiaed  by 
lim  oh  oonditional  terms;  Ihat  is,  <hat  after  defraying  the  whole 
eapenae  intndent  to  the  erection  of  die  bridge,  that  the  enrplus 
CMtal  shovld  be  approprialed  for  banking  purposes.  In  order  to 
eActthit,  a  meetiiif  of  the  stockholders  was  called,  and  on  the 
19^  Juhe,  1613,  the  board  of  manaf^ers  adofJted  the  f<rilowing  re- 
selhtien.  ^  Resolved,  that  the  eondftions  on  which  the  follow* 
ing  snbseripttons  are  to' be  taken,  are,  that  if  the  president  and 
managers  are  sitthonsed  by  the  stockholders  legally  to  loan  their 
stti^lus  funds,  o^  thoosand  shares  being  sttbscri&ed-^the  sab-> 
sOribers  Shall  then  be  considered  and  held  as  stockholders,  but 
if  there  be  ilot  one  thousand  shares  subscribed  within  six  months 
aA^  the  iHlwitig  of  such  bye-Law  of  the  stockholders,  or  if  such  • 
bye-hiw  snail  be  proven  to  be  illegal,  then  the  following  sobscri* 
.bclvMiall  beat  liberty  to  give  up  their  shares,  and  all  monies 
paid  thereon  shall  be  refunded  by  the  treasurer  on  demand*" ' 
la  conformity  to  the  foregoing  resolution,  the  company  proceed* 
ed  to  oUtaio  subscriptions  of  stock  under  the  conditions  that  the 
sdrfrius  should  constitute  a  fund  for  the  express  purpose  of  bank- 
ing. Under  this  impression  from  the  flattering  terms  held  forth, 
the  public  cupidity  tor  gain  and  speculation  at  this  peeuliar  cri* 
sirattracted  attention,  and  the  stock  was  rapidly  subseribed  for 
to  the  whole  amount  authorised  by  law,  and  their  banking  ope- 
ratioOB  commenced  on  the  dd  of  February,  1814,  in  violalion  of 
their  act  of  Incorporation,  and  in  opposition  to  any  express  or 
implied  legislative  authority  or  law;  but  on  the  contrary,  in  di- 
re<(t  hbstility  to  an  existing;  law.  It  is  proper  for  the  committee 
hef e  to  refhark,  that  the  state,  although  interested  in  the  stock  of 
tht  compatiy  to  a  Very  considerable  amount,  had  no  participation 
in  countenancing  by  any  act  the  sanction  of  this  illegal  proceed- 
iritf,aRd  the  only  justification  the  company  had  in  resorting  to 
this  measure,  appears  to  have  been  founded  on  the  erroneous 
opinion  of  a  legal  character,  under  the  authority  of  whose  opin* 
ion  the  company  contiliued  to  discount  until  the  17th  of  Februa* 
ryi  }8!2(^,and  declared  dividends  on  their  banking  capital  until 
thelstof  August,  1818,  which  was  the  last  div'idena  declared.* 
A  toflsidbrabie  time  p«revious  to  tlie  Ist  of  August,  181S,  the 
nlrtes  of  the  institution  diuiihiflhed  in  value,  and  became  less, 
niigotiable,  which  necessarilv  compelled  the  company,  in  order 
to  retrieve  the  value  of  their  notes  in  ciroulation,  and  with  a 
vi^w  of  lestortng  public  cooifid^oe,  to  call  upon  their  debtors 
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fcr  preiD|>t  tad  speed  J  pajrmeiitB  of  tbe  rnonejr  IteiiedL  Wd^ 
iDe  tbis,  tbey  aoen  erperieooed  the  fell*  of  tketr  eipernemi- 
tal  projeet  of  banking.  Fropertj,  wbich  bet^re  that  time,  from  tto 
fteiiity  with  which  inooey  could  be  eommaodedy  through  the 
QiediuiD  which  the  m^ie  of  the  banking  system  affofded,  had 
raised  to  a  speculative  value  began  to  deprectatet  from  the  wimt 
of  the  Qicility  of  bank  aceoivmodatioDS,  and  the  revolution  whieh 
had  transpired  in  the  coromermal  world*  The  debto  being  oa- 
able  to  provide  the  means  of  payment,  from  necessity  was  driv- 
en  to  devise  plans  for  his  individual  secorltj^  and  sought  shelter 
train  the  demands  of  the  company  under  the  illegal  basis. on 
which  their  right  to  banking  was  ftMinded.  The  comfany  ind- 
ing  insuperabje  difficulties  to  eontend  against^  arisiiM;  from  the 
want  of  a  remedy  to  compel  the  payment  of  Ijbeir  debts,  which 
was  taken  advantage  of  by  a  great  portion  of  their  debtocs;  frofp 
necessity,  the  company  were  obliged,  in  order  to  preaerve.as  fiu: 
as  praeticable,  the  funds  of  the  institution,  and  promote  the  inter* 
est  of  the  stockholders,  to  adopt  eonciUatorv  measures  for  the 
collection  of  the  debts,  so  as  to  render  them  able  to  wind  up  and 
liquidate  the  concerns  of  the  institution,  on  the  most  beneficial 
terms.  The  board  of  managers,  with  a  view  of  facilitatfngthe 
.oollection  of  their  debts,  especially  to  those  who  were  honestly 
inclined  to  pay,  passed  a  resolution  on  the  I6th  of  S^tember, 
1819,  the  purporrof  which  resolution  was,  an  agreement  to  take 
new  stock  at  par  in  payment  of  debts,  and  to  allow  interest 
thereon  from  the  j&rst  of  August  181B,  which  was  the  time  die 
last  dividend  was  declared,  and  in  case  the  new  stock  was  not 
adequate  to  discharge  the  full  amount  of  the  debts  due  from  in- 
dividuals making  sueh  transfer,  to  take  bonds  agreeably  to  a  re- 
solution adoptea  by  the  board  on  the  26th  of  August,  181%  when 
it  was  concluded  and  agreed,  for  the  better  security  of  debts 
owing  to  the  institution,  where  there  existed  an  inability  for  the 
want  of  funds  to  pay,  to  take  judgment  bonds  or  plain  bonds, 
with  security,  whenever  required. 

The  committee  perfectly  eoincide  with  the  correctness  of  t|ie 
poliey  pursued  hj  the  co^ipany  in  the  adoption  of  the  two  last 
mentioned  resolutions,  as  the  most  advisable  under  the  pec^- 
liar  difficulties  the  company  labored  in  relation  to  their  bitnkiqg 
operations,  but  they  cannot  refrain  from  expressing  their  m^ft 
decided  disapprobation  of  the  conduct  of  the  board,  in  not  giy- 
ing  immediate  publicity  to  the  resolution  passed  the  I6th  of  Sep- 
tember,  1819,  allowing  debtors  to  transfer  new  stock  in  payment 
of  their  debts  without  timitatipn  aqd  restriction,  which  was  tj^e 
cause  of  excluding  many  from  the  favorable  terms  embraced  ifi 
the  resolution,  in  consequence  of  not  affording  them  a  knowletige 
of  the  opportunity  to  pay  their  debts  iii  the  manner  contemplw- 
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«d  by  the  rcttloAoii.    And  it  does  not  appear  from  the  eTidenoe 
fomuhed  to  the  comwttee,  diat  (he  resotatimi  wag  published  mi- 
til  the  12th  of  November,  1819,  and  on  the  4th  of  November  pre- 
▼ioas,  the  board  restricted,  in  aome  measore,  under  certain  lin>l- 
titiona,  the  terns  of  tiie  resolution  passed  the  I6th  of  Sq>tefi»- 
ber,  1819,  by  adopting  Che  foitowrfig:  ^'Resolveft,  that  the  tre«- 
surer  is  requested  not  to  suffer  any  person  or  persons,  st.^kholit- 
era  in  this  institution  that  are  in  any  waj  jnflehted  to  thiii  <»f. 
fiee,  to  transfer  their  stock  without  first  being  appn>vf>fl  bj  the 
board.'^    Which  resolution*  together  with  the  resototion  of  the 
16th  of  Septemher,  1819,  was  published  in  one  or  two  publie 
Bewsptpers  about  the  12th  of  November,  I8l9.     During  the  in- 
ternediate  time  between  the  16th  of  S^temher,  1819,  to  the 
12th  of  November  ensuing,  the  miyor  part  of  the  board  of  mana- 
IprSf  and  their  immediate  friends,  who  were  indebted  to  the  in- 
8tittttioD»availedthemselvesof  the  benefits  embraced  in  the  re- 
solution of  the  16th  of  Sept  1819,  allowing  the  transfer  of  new 
stoekat  par,and  with  interest  thereon  from  the  Ui  of  Aup;ust, 

1818,  whieh  was  in  fact  40  or  dO  per  c«it  below  par  in  pay- 
ment itf  their  debts,  and  bj  that  means  exclusively  enabled  them 
to  liquidate  and  satisfy  the  demands  of  the  company  against 
them,  to  the  prejudice  of  those  who  were  interested  in  the  t»tock. 
of  the  company,  as  well  as  to  those  who  were  entitled  to  similar 
benefits  in  the  payment  of  their  debts,  by  being  kept  in  igno- 
rance of  the  general  terms  of  the  resolutions  on  account  of  there 
being  no  publication  of  tlie  same  until  the  13th  of  November, 

1819.  The  amount  of  stock,  from  the  information  collected  by 
the  committee  by  a  reference  to  the  books  of  the  transactions  of 
the  company,  that  was  transferred  for  the  payment  of  debts  from 
the  adoption  of  the  resolution  on  the  I6th  of  September,  1819, 
until  the  publication  thereof,  was  818,900,  and  the  interest 
tiiereon  from  the  1st  of  August  1818,  until  the  time  of  making  the 
tuansfers,  from  a  calculation  made  by  the  committee,  amounts  to 
thesum  of  S960,  and  after  the  publication  ofdie  resolution,  there 
was  transferred  stock  in  payment  of  debts,  up  to  the  lOth  of 
April,  1820,  when  the  last  transfer  appears  to  have  been  made,  to 
the  amount  of  £37,900,  the  interest  on  whieh  was  83,011.— Part 
of  these  last  transfers  were  made,  predicated  on  the  sanction  of 

.  theboard  of  managers,  and  obtained  previous  to  the  publication  of 
the  resolution,  as  very  few  transfers  were  admitted  after  the  12th 
of  November.  It  is  proper  here  to  state,  in  order  to  show  the 
whole  amount  of  stock  that  has  been  transferred  on  the  books  of 
the  com|iany,  in  pavment  of  debts,  since  it  originally  commen- 
ced banking— that  there  was  transferred  for  the  payment  of  debts, 
five  shares  of  stock  to  the  amount  of  S500,  on  the  20th  of  March, 
)8l6$  and  21  shares,  amowting  to  82,100  oq  the  ^24  of  October,

The  estimate  of  the  expenses  attending  the  erection  and  final 
completion  of  the  bridge,  the  committee  have  ascertained  to  be 
g2Sl,771  49.  The  amount  of  interest  received  by  the  state,  out 
of  the  proceeds  of  the  stock  of  the  company,  since  they  first 
commenced  taking  toll,  is  gl  1,700,  which  appears  to  have  been 
paid  into  the  state  treasuiy. — Tlie  sum  of  86,750,  it  is  stated, 
were  lor  discounts  arising  from  the  surplus  funds  appropriated 
to  banking.— Here  it  is  proper  to  observe,  that  altnough  the 
State  ifere  benefitted,  and  actually  received  an  acquisition  of 
interest  on  their  stock,  it  is  not  to  be  inferred,  in  the  opinion  of 
the  committee,  that  by  receiving  the  interest,  part  of  wluch  grew 
out  of  the  bank  capital,  that  tliey  acceded  (jo  the  princime  of 
their  banking  system.  It  is  true,  that  the  state  asked  an  mdult 
gence,  or  rather  the  executive  of  the  state,  for  the  payment  of 
845,000,  for  one  year,  of  the  stock  subscribed  on  account  of  ibe 
state,  under  an  express  provision,^  if  the  indulgence  was  granted, 
that  interest  should  be  paid  j)n  that  amount  The  executive 
was  remarkably  jruardea  in  making  this  application,  so  that  it 
should  t)€  perfectly  uuderstoQc}  by  me  company,  that  it  was  thie 
desire  of  tlie  executive  that  the  institution  efiould  not  be  sub- 
jected to  any  inconvenience  in  extending  thiS  indulgence,  as  the 
money,  if  required,  could  be  paid ;  so  8iat  in  no  rdation  caji 
the  terms  of  this  gioposal  from  the  executive  be  so  construed, 
in  requestins;  this  indukence  frorp  the  institution,  as  havjjog  re- 
ference in  effecting  a  loan  from  ^le  company  ifl  their  banung 
capacity.

From  this  gtatement  it  is  fnanifestlj  apparent  in  the  judgment- 
of  the  committee,  that  if  the  new  stockholders  are  to  receive  a 
preference  over  the  old  Btookholdera  in  being  paid  according  to 
the  teroid  of  the  conditions  tinder  which  they  subscribed—thai 
is4  that  the  new  stoek  should  be  estimated  at  par  and  interest 
allowed  thereon;  it  will  give  that  description  of  stockholders  a 
decided  Advantage  over  the  old  stockholders,  in  diminishing 
their  stock  in  such  a  degree  as  not  to  be  worth  more  than  90  per 
eettt.  The  amount  of  debts  owing  to  the  institotioii,  as  exhibited, 
in  the  last  mentioned  statement  from  the  inforraatidn  received 
b¥  the  committee,  it  is  extremvlr  uncertain  whether  thiK  same  can 
fill  be  collected^  owing  to  the  failure  of  the  individuals  indebted^ 
and  the  general  depreciation  of  real  estate,  on  which  aome  6f  tbe 
debts  are  a  lien,  and  also  the  depreciation  df  real  li^tate  \Aivd$ 
'  the  company  h^lds.  The  result  would  be,  if  this  ilew  dteckboid* 
era  are  paid  in  tull,  the  bridge  will  have  to  ht  sbM  in  order  t» 
make  up  the  deficiency  to  the  new  stockholders^  a  course  ef 'pr6» 
ceediog  inconsistent  with  the  principles  of  jastiee  or  eqai^,  and 
it  must  be  admiited  as  incontrovertible,  that  the  rtisMtttion-aii'' 
der  which  the  new  stock  was  subscribed,  was  for  th«>pivmolion 
of  ah  illegal  object,  and  that  all  acts  ortgtti«tln&  under  the«ane« 
tion  of  the  resolution,  are  illegal  within  themieifed,  Und  that'oii 
a  non-compliance  with  anv  of  the  stipalatilNid  itndbr'wMch  IM^ 
mw  etock  waa  aubsetibedf,  the  injurM  party  M  ^afitilla  «f « l»« 
gal  remedy  tai  enftr«e  a  cetepliance. 
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ItllMrefore  cannot  be  deemed  just*  vnder  nj  centideraliaii^ 
tiiat  the  new  stockholden  should  atand  apon  a  auperior  (ooiin% 
lothooe  who  are  the  real  stockholders  to  the  bridge,  but  on  the 
oontraiTy  that  the  original  stockholders  shonl(^  be  secured;  and 
partkniarly  fte  state,  which  had  no  connection  with  the  banking 
scheme. 

In  order  to  justify  the  committee  in  the  conclusion  they  have 
made  as  respects  tiie  subscription  of  the  new  stock  nnder  the  re- 
solution of  tne  13th  June,  1815,  thej  have  bren  governed  bj  the 
provisions  of  the  9th  section  of  the  act  of  incorporation  of  ihe 
companjy  which  anthorises  the  president  and  managers,  if  neees- 
sarj,  to  extend  the  number  of  shares  so  far  as  is  saftcient  for  the 
completion  of  the  bridge^  and  declares  diat  the  additional  shares, 
so  subscribed,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  reftulatioDS  as  the  ori- 
ginal stockholders.  From  this  section  it  evioenti j  kppears,  that 
no  surplus  was  ever  contemplated,  or  that  any  income  was  to  be 
derived  from  that  source;  but  that  oolj  such  extension  of  stock 
should  be  made  by  the  company  as  was  requisite  to  complete 
the  bridge.  By  the  14th  section,  the  company  have  power  to 
regulate  their  toll,  in  order  to  enable  th^m  to  make  a  dividend  of 
six  per  cent.  The  limitation  by  the  ledslature,  of  the  stock  of 
the  company  to  8400,000,  was  provided  on  the  uncertainty  of 
what  the  bndge  would  cost,  and  was  not  with  the  view  of  creat* 
ing  a  surplus  ca(«tal,  or  else  they  wouM  have  made  no  upedial 
provision  for  the  enlargement  of  the  stocks  in  case  the  same  did 
not  exceed  the  limited  subscription  authorised  by  the  aet  of  in- 
corporation* 

From  this  view  of  the  subject  the  committee  are  of  opinion* 
that  the  legiBlature,  after  ascertaining  the  quantity  of  stoek  ne- 
cessary to  defray  tiie  expenses  of  tte  completion  of  the  bridgOy 
haaarighttofix  that  as  the  standard,  by  which  the  interest  of 
the  state  should  be  proportioned  in  the  same;  and  from  the  inves- 
investigation  madc^,  the  costs  of  the  bridge  are  estimated  'St 
82dl,m  4%  towards  which  the  state  has  paid  290,000.  In 
the  security  of  this  sum  the  state  ought  to  be  amply  protecled, 
leaving  the  rest  of  the  stockholders  (who  have  all  been  connect* 
ed  in  establishing  the  banking  project)  to  equalize  and  divide 
their  stock,  so  as  to  make  the  real  stock  of  ttie  company  to  be 
settled  and  fixed  at  2StSlJ71  49.  And  tlie  proceeds  of  the  rev- 
enue, arising  from  Ihe  tolls  of  the  bridc;^,  after  deducting  the  ex- 
penses of  repair  and  other  incidental  charges,  on  the  amount  of 
stock,  limited  and  settled  at  8231,771  49— and  future  divi-. 
denda  shall  be  declared  and  apportioned  among  the  'Mockhold- 
ers  interested  in  that  amount  of  stock,  and  in  the  apportionment . 
1^  the  dividends,  the  atate  to  be  coniidcred  a  stockholder  to  th% 
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ftmonnt  of  gSO,O0O,  originafly  aui)ScnT)ed  on  her  beluilf.    Th^ 
conmittee  therefore  submit  the  following  resolution:

Your  committee  having  been  appointed  under  a  resolution  of- 
fered by  an  individual  member,  and  not  in  consequence  of  the 
presentation  of  petitions,  deemed  it  incumbent  on  them  to  use 
every  exertion  to  obtain  the  information  necessary  to  enable 
them  to  form  a  correct  opinion,  in  relation  to  the  objects  to 
which  their  enquiries  were  to  be  directed.  They  accordingly  ad- 
dressed circular  letters  to  upwards  of  one  hundred  of  the  most  res- 
pectable merchants,  grocers,  factors^  venders  of  domestic  proidu^e, 
and  dealers  in  lumber,  in  the  port  of  Philadelphia,  inviting  tliem; 
to  furnish  the  committee  with  their  views  as  to  whetlier  any,  and^ 
if  any,  what  reduction  was  advisable  in  the  charges  of  inspec- 
tion now  ixnposed  by  law  upon  the  several  articles  above  enu- 
merated. The  answers  which  have  been  received,  have  exhibi- 
ted not  only  an  astonishing  unifoi^niity  as  to  the  necessity  and 
rates  of  reduction,  but  have  presented  a  mass  of  interestmg  in-* 
formation  highly  honorable  to  the  commercial  character  of  Phil- 
ftdelphia,  and  well  odculatedto  remove  alldtiiculty  us  to  the 
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coarse  vhich  your  committee  ou^t  to  recommend  lot  the  lulop* 
tion  of  the  legislature.  In  addition  to  this  sounsepf  intelligence, 
your  committee  hayebeen  aided  by  the  exertions  of  the  Cham- 
ber of  Commerce,  and  of  a  public  meeting  of  merchants,  traders 
and  others  interested,  convened  in  Philactel^ia,  for  the  purpose 
of  collectini  the  desired  information.  From  both  these  boiwip 
communications  have  been  received,  corresponding  with  each 
other  in  almost  every  particular,  and  diffisring  in  bat  a  few  un- 
important instances^  from  the  bulk  of  the  letters  first  mentioned. 
The  result  has  been  a  conviction  on  the  minds  of  your  commit- 
tee, tiiat  a  reduction  of  the  charges  of  inspection  on  alltiie  arti- 
cles enumerated,  some  of  which  were  established  or  raised  dur- 
ing the  late  depreciation  of  nioney,  is  absolutely  <^led  for  fc^ 
the  languishing  commerce  of  our  state,  and  a  bill  drawn  in  coa- 
formity  with  the  views  of  those  who  hare  been  consulted  on  the 
subject,  has  been  prepared. 

In  the  course  of  their  correspondence  and  their  inresttgatioia 
of  the  various  inspection  and  other  commercial  laws  of  the 
st^,  your  committee  have  ascertained,  ''That  great  defects  and 
injurious  regulations  exist,  which  call  for  the  interference  of  4e 
legislature.*'  The  application  of  a  remedy  for  ifiost  of  these 
evils  however,  owing  to  the  advanced  stage  of  the  session,  which 
precludes  die  possibility  of  a  tliorough  reformation,  must  be  left 
V  a  future  lerislature;  but  there  are,  nevet-theless,  a  few  of 
some  considerable  urgency,  which  may  belted  on  at  this  tmie; 
and  your  committee,  although  not  instructed  to  that  effect,  htnm 
considered  them  to  be  within  the  spirit  of  the  resolution  under 
which  they  act,  and  have  accordingly  provided  for  fliem  in  tiieir 
bill. 

Your  committee  deem  it  unnecessary  to  attempt  to  prove  ta 
the  Senate,  that  in  the  removal  of  all  useless  and  o|>pressiv«i 
burthens  from  the  commerce  of  the  state,  the  agriculture  of  the 
commonwealth  is  essentiaiUy  interested.

I  have  thought  it  proper  to  lay  before  you,  a  statement  of  the 
Erie  and  Waterford  turnpike  road,  and  tlie  circumstances  con- 
nected with  it,  believing  it  to  be  a  8td>ject  requiring  the  inter- 
ference of  the  legislature* 

The  act  enabling  the  Governor  to  Incorpomte  a  company  to 
make  that  road,  was  passed  on  the  Idth  day  of  February,  1804. 
On  the  31st  of  March,  1806,  an  act  was  i)assed  authorising  and^ 
requiring  the  Governor  to  subscribe  fof  one  hundred  shares  in 
t4ie  !)teck  of  said  road,  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  commonweAlth; 
and  on  the  7th  day  of  September,  1S08,  the  president  <rf*  tbe 
board  of  nianagers  applied  by  letter,  to  the  Goveijnor,  to  Ivive 
commissioners  appointed  to  view  the  road. 

These  eofUniissioners-repoHed  cm  the  lOttr  of  July,  1809,  that 
the  road  was  finished,  as  they  believed,  according  to  the  tme 
•  ntent  and  meaning  of  the  law* 
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Tii^€^'^rn6r  refill  issumg  Uoeme  te  erect  MliMte%.  in. 
coimeqiMBce  of  a  rcfinonstrftnce  made  bj  a  uunter  <h  tiis  in- 
habitaiita  of  that  countj,  alleging  the  road  was  not  IbUied 
agreeably  to  law.  The  compan  j,  notwithataBdinff  the  Ctorar- 
Dor's  retumiW  did  ]Ht)eeed  to  erect  gates>  to  demajiaand  recelvo 
tott^  and  hare  continaed  to  do  so  ever  since. 

On  tlic  36th  day  of  February,  1811,  a  letter,  covering  the  pe- 
tition on  which  the  'Bcenae  was  refused,  was  addressed  by  the 
Secretary  of  the  Commonwealtli  to  the  Attomey-Gteneral,  sng* 
gestinfg  to  him  the  propriety  of  taking  such  measures  as  he 
might  deem  le<^l  and  proper  to  redress  the  evil  complained  oil 
An  answer  to  this  letter  was  received  from  the  Attorney -^^n* 
eml,  dated  Api'il  ThI,  1811,  mendoniiig  that  he  had  written  ta 
Mr.  Mountain,  pointing  out  dififerent  modes  of  p^oceediijigt  caU 
culated,  in  his  opinion,  to  effect  tlie  object 

On  the  28th  of  March,  1814,  an  act  was  paaaed  directing  the 
appointment  of  commissioners  to  view  the  road  again.  Tnese 
commissioners  made  report  on  the  9th  of  August  following^ 
which  was  transmitted  by  message  from  the  Governor,  to  the 
general  assembly,  on  the  £lst  day  of  December,  in  the  same 
yaar.  This  gave  rise  to  a  bill  which  passed  in  the  HoHae  pf  H^p- 
resentatives,  on  the  ^th  of  February,  1815,  and  was  negatived 
In  the  Senate,  on  the  9th  day  of  March  following.  It  does  not 
appear  that  any  measures  have  been  taken  in.  relation  to  the 
bupiness  since  th%t  time.

W^  the  undersigned*  have  proceeded  to  vievr  and  have  ex- 
amined the  Brie  and.  Waterford  turnpike  road,  and  make  re« 
port — ^Thait  from  evei^  discovery  we  have  been  able  to  make,  the 
bed  of  the  road  is  composed  of  no  harder  substance  than  the 
natural  soil  of  the  land  tnrough  which  the  road  passes;  that  the 
bed  of  the  road  has  been  ploughed  and  thrown  up  in  a  convex 
form,  in  such  a  manner  as  makes  the  road  in  the  middle  from  six- 
teen to  five  inches  higher  than  the  bottom  of  the  ditches  on  the 
sides,  though  many  places  of  the  road  at  this  time,  from  the  fre- 
quent repair  of  travelling,  has  become  flat,  and  some  places  hol- 
low, which  causes   the  water  to  stand  in  the  road.    At  the  be- 
? [inning  of  the  road,  next  the  town  of  Erie,  the  road  is  made  of 
oom  and  sand  for  from  35  to  40  perches;  then  for  4  j  miles  the 
road  is   principally  made  of  a  fine  sandy  gravel;  ^en  for  7} 
miles  the  4^ad  is  made  of  a  black  loom  and  clay,  with  a  small 
portion  of  gravel  mixed;  the  remainder  of  the  road,  next  Water- 
ford,  is  made  of  sand  and  a  fine  gravel,  (wi^  a  few  exceptions), 
which  is  pretty  dry.    We  find  in  the  first  mile  from  Erie  four

mile,  twenty-eight  large  mud -lioles  and  a  toll-gate  erected  across 
tlie  road,the  distance  from  Erie  or  any  other  place  not  marked  on  it;

In  obedience  to  the^  direction  of  the  Grovernor,  I  encl^ose  to 
jou  a  copy  of  a  petition  presented  to  him,  complaining  of  ib» 
managers  and  company  for  making  a  turnpike  road  frcrni  Eide  to 
Waterford.  It  may  perhaps  be  proper  to  inform  you,  that  the  com- 
pany by  misrepresentation,  induced  the  late  Goyef&drt^  ap- 
noint  commissioneffl  to  viair  the  rOad,  at  a  time  wfa^n  it 'waa  not- 
half  finished;  and  when  they  made,  in  180%  tiieit  repmt^  itfnr- 
nished  matter  on  the  very  face  of  it  sufficient  for  its  rejectioii« - 

The  law  required  that  the  road  should  be  "bedded  with  wQod, 
stdne,  gravel,  or  any  other  hard  substance.''  The  commission- 
ers reported  that  it  was  "bedded  with  c^ay  and  gravel."  In  ad- 
dition to  this  circumstance,  the  Governor  had, also  been  informed 
of  the  facts  stated  in  the  petition;  he  consequently  thouglrt  it 
improper  to  grant  a  license  to  the  company  to  demai^d  toll;  they 
have,  however,  without  licence,  erected  gates  and  taken  toll.*-^- 
He  therefore  sugojests  to  you,  the  propriety  of  taking  such  meas- 
ures as  you  may  deem  legal  and  proper  to  redress  the  evil  com- 
plained of,  and  to  compel  the  managers  and  company  to  fulfil 
die  intent  and  meaning  of  the  law  under  which  they  were  incor- 
porated.

Should  his  Excellency 
think  fit  to  adopt  such  a  course,  I  can  follow  up  my  former  let- 
ter to  Mr.  Mountain,  with  any  conformable  instructions.

I80l4»  nnder  which  they  were  incorporated.  To  this  case  I  hav^ 
to  beg  the  favor  of  your  attention  and  services. 

The  Governor,  I  apprehend,  was  strictly  warranted  in  with* 
Jioldio^  hi^  license,  notwithstanding  that  a  report  may  have  been 
mad^  m  &vor  of  the  road  by  the  persons  whom  he  appointed  to 
view  it,  if  any  imposition  was  practised,  or  if  the  road  was  not 
in  fact  completed  according  totlie  meaning  and  directions  of  the 
act 

It  has  occurred  to  me,  that  a  remedy  lies  through  two  or 
three  courses: 

In  the  first  place,  passengers  midit  refuse*  to  pay  toll,  which 
would  lead  the  company  to  stop  tnem,  when  the  question  of 
right  might  come  into  view  in  an  action  to  be  brou^t  by  the 
former.  Or,  the  same  end  might  be  reached,  by  evading  pay- 
ment in  the  manner  mentioned  in  the  18th  sectioA,  Which  wduld 
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also,  it  is  probaMe,  lead  to  a  oiitt  SbmiM  the  deciaioit/.  lb  either 
instance  be  lurainst  tbe  compurf*  it  muki,  dauMaast  .compel 
tiiem  to  a  (iilmment  of  the  terms  of  tiieir  charter.  *  Perhaps  an- 
other mode  might  be,  to  pulldown  the  gates,  in  proper  manner^ 
as  obatnictioiis  of  the  highways  If  this  should  induce  an  indkt^ 
flient  or  action,  the  question  of  right  would  still  be  presented. 

But,  from  the  petition  to  the  GorcrBor,  it  h  to  b^  feared,  Aat 
the  operation  of  interested  or  partial  feelings  in  the  county  of 
Erie,  might  continue  to  embarrass  or  obstruct  an j  resort  of  this 
nature.  How  far  such  an  influence  would  still  be  likely  to  mix 
itself  with  every  local  investigation,  I  must  beg  pemussion  to 
leave  to  your  discretion  to  say.  Should  any  rteans  of  informa- 
tion  to  which  you  have  access  determine  you  to  tl)ink  that  it 
wiU,  the  commonwealth  may  then  reaprt  to  its  most  efficacious 
instrument  of  relief  as  regards  tlie  citizen,  and  of  coiTcction  as 
i^gards  the  company.    I  mean — 

Lastlr— '-^«i  in&Mrmation  in  the  natureof  a  quo  warranto  fijW 
ex  officio,  for  the  purpose  of  dissolving  the  corporation.  I  presume 
that  if  ti^c  caae,pn  its  facts,  prove  sufficiently  stroll^;,  tne  right 
to  this  process  can  readily  be  shown.  One  ground, '  perhaps  the 
strongest. upon  which  the.  application  for  it  plight  be  rested  is, 
that  UP  J^*^  the  25th  section  oi  tKe  act  the  oiiginal  ti  mfe  of  limi. 
iation  for  completing  tlie  road  has  now  actually  runout,  which 
throws  the  company,  provided  they  have  not  finished  it  as  the 
law  meant,  wito  the  predicameirt  Of  having  lost  ^ei^•charter  by 
the  very  terms  of  the  grant.  I  could  not  think  of  venturing  to 
anticipate  your  own  researches  by  saying  any  tiling  as  to  the 
ri<»^ht'  (deducible  from  the  law  books)  of  the  Commonwealth  to 
talce  back  again  to  itself  the  franchises  of  a  corporation  forfeit- 
able for  misuser  or  nontiserr  but  will  ask  liberty  to  refer  you  to 
a  single  case,  in  the  fifith  volume  of  the  Massachusett's  Reports, 
page  230,  where  the  doctrine  is  very  explicitly  recognized. 

I  am  aware,  sir,  that  you  are  not  charged  with  the  interests  of 
the  commonwealth  in  the  courts  at  Ene.  But,  should  a  c)UO 
warranto,  be  the  course,  as  I  incline  to  advise,  the  application, 
will  be  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  tlie  western  district,  where  it 
will  naturally  claim  the  benefit  of  your  superintendence.

which,  104  copies  were  left  on  hand.  The  contract  was  to  de- 
liver the  journals  40  days  after  the  close  of  the  session.  And  it 
also  appeal's  by  the  report  of  the  committee  on  accounts,  thi^ 
Mr.  Hutter  has  di-awn,by  two  warrants  on  the  State  Treaswry, 
at  the  last  sossion,  86^)0,  and  that  his  account  against  the  00K-* 
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monweilth,  according  to  his  contract,  is  8685|  wfueh  would 
leave  a  balance  in  his  favor  of  £85;  bat,  in  conaeauence  of  the 
104  copies  being  left  on  hand,  Mr.  Hutter  is  founa  inddbted  to 
the  commonwealth  a  balance  of  £93. 

On  the  5th  nit.  Mr.  Hutter  communicated  to  the  speaker  of 
the  Senate,  bj  letter,  together  with  documents,  containing  the 
deporitionaof  Peter  Newnard  and  Charles  Trazell,  stating  the 
caose  of  his  not  being  aUe  fulij  to  perform  his  engagements  in 
delivering  the  jottmais  at  the  time  stipa'ated,  and  alleges  the 
cause  of  the  Culure  of  Ae  delivering,  mat  the  English  joAimah, 
at  different  periods  of  time,  did  not  r^;alarl]r  come  to  hand; 
that  on  one  occasion,  Mr.  Newhard,  a  member  of  the  House  of 
Representatives,  on  a  visit  to  his  family  in  Allentown,  took 
chaqee  of  some  of  the  joamals  to  deliver  them  to  Mr.  Hutter, 
bat  uiat  he  lost  tiiem  on  his  joamey,  which  fret  is  corroborated 
by  Mr.  Newhard  Umself.  It  also  appears  from  the  deposition  of 
Charles  Troxell,  who  states  that  he  was  in  the  printine-oflice  of 
Mr.  Hatter,  and  had  the  immediate  superintendancy  oTthe  prin- 
ting of  the  German  journals,  that  Mr.  Hutter  was  fully  prepar- 
ed with  ail  the  necessary  materials  to  do  tiie  work  before  the 
commencement  of  the  session;  that  he  was  delayed  at  least  ten 
clays  from  the  beginning,  on  account  of  Mr.  Newhard  having  lost 
the  English  copy;  that  subseauentiy,  frequent  delaj)rs  of  five  or 
Hix  days  took  place,  owing  to  tne  nen -receipt  of  the  English  copy, 
and  that  the  last  half-sheets  of  the  English  journal  did  actually 
not  arrive  at  Allentown  until  four  or  five  days  after  the  time 
had  eK|Hned  that  Mr.  Hutter  was  to  have  had  them  at  Hairis- 
bttrg.  The  committee,  on  eaqntrT*  also  find  that  it  had  been  the 
usual  practice  heretofore,  for  the  publisher  of  the  English 
toumaf  to  forward  them  on  from  time  to  time  as  the  English 
journals  were  printed,  if  the  printer  of  the  German  journal  did 
not  live  at  the  seat  of  Government  It  is  perfectly  manifest  to 
the  committee,  that  the  delay  was  not  proauced  by  the  careless- 
ness of  Mr.  Hutter,  but  was  exdusively  owing  to  his  not  |)ro- 
cnring  reg:alar  copies  of  the  English  journal.  From  this  view 
of  the  subject,  and  under  all  circumstances,  the  committee  are 
of  opinion  tlmtUie  failure  ofMr.

Reptirt,  with  sundry  Resolutions  relative  to  ^ppropritttions  of 
Public  LttTid,  for  the  purposes  of  Education^  to  the  8taU 
of  Maryland,  January  30th,  18^1. 

REPORT,  ^e. 

The  committee  to  whom  was  referred  so  much  of  the  (xover- 
noi's  Message,  as  relates  to  education  or  public  instruction,  beg 
jeave  to  report:— 

That  they  concur  with  his  excellency,  in  believing  education 
and  a  general  diffusion  of  knowledge  in  a  government,  consti- 
tuted luce  ours,  to  be  of  great  importance,  and  that  in  propor-  •  ] 
tion,  as  tl)e  structure  of  a  government  gives  weight  to  puolic 
opinion,  it  is  essential  that  public  opinion  should  be  enlightened. 
Your  committee  consider  our  government  as  emphatically  a 
jpvernment  of  opinion.  A  general  diffusion  of  knowledge, 
which  is  essential  to  its  right  administration,  cannot  be  effected 
unless  the  people  are  educated.  No  high  degree  of  civilization; 
of  moral  power  and  dignity;  or  of  intellectual  excellence;  no 
superiority  in  science,  in  literature,  or  in  liberal  and  useful  arts, 
which  constitutes  tlic  noblest  national  supremacy,  can  be  attain- 
ed without  the  aid  of  seminaries  of  learning.    The  establish* 
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lu^nt  of  literary  institutiong,  then,  of  all  grades,  from  the  com- 
inou  school  up  to  the  universitj,  becomes  the  first  duty  of  the 
legislature  of  a  free  people. 

Your  committee  are  well  aware  of  the  difficulty  in  the  pres- 
ent embarrassed  state  of  our  pecuniary  concerns,  of  proYiding 
the  ineans  of  makins^  education  ^nerai.  They  are  fully  sensi- 
ble, that  at  this  time  Targe  appropriations  out  of  the  public  treas- 
ury fur  this  purpose,  all  important  as  it  is,  cannot  be  expected. 
They  deein  it  tnerefore  the:r  duty  to  recall  to  your  notice  a  re- 
port, and  certain  resolutions  presented  to  the  Senate  at  the  last 
sejsioBj  by  a  committee  of  a  like  nature  with  the  present, 
which  i>as  been  referred  to  your  committee,  as  a  report  of  the 
unfinished  business.  Tlie  object  of  those  resolutions  was  to  call 
the  attention  df  Congress,  and  the  legislatures  of  the  several 
states  to  the  public  lands,  as  a  fund  from  which  appropriations 
for  the  purposes  of  education,  may  with  justice  be  claimed,  not 
only  by  Maryland,  but  all  the  original  states,  and  three  of  ih% 
new  ones. 

One  thii'ty-sixthfNirt  of  all  the  states  and  territories,  (except 
Kentucky),  whose  waters  fall  into  the  Mississippi,  and  the  Gutf 
of  Mexico,  has  been  appropriated  by  congress^  whei*ever  the  In- 
dian title  has  been  extinguished,  and  proyisions  made  for  fur- 
ther appropriations  according  to  the  same  ratio,  wherever  th^ 
Indian  title  may  hereafter  b?  extinguished,  for  tlie  support  of 
common  schools,  and  other  large  appropriations  hav.  been  made 
for  the  support  of  seminaries  of  a  highergrade.  Your  committee 
are  of 'opinion  that  the  states  for  whose  benefit  no  such  appropri- 
ations have  been  made,  are  entitled  to  ask  them  of  congress,  not 
as  a  matter  of  favor,  but  of  justice.  That  this  may  more  fully 
appear,  especially  as  the  risjd  of  those  states  to  an  equal  par- 
ticipation with  the  states  formed  out  of  the  public  lands,  in  all 
the  benefits  derived  from  them  has  been  doubted,  your  commit- 
tee have  deemed  it  proper  to  take  a  cursory  view  of  the  manner^ 
in  which  they  have  been  acquired. 

Before  the  war  of  the  revolution,  and  indeed  for  some  years 
after  it,  several  of  the  states  possessed  within  their  nominal  limits 
fcxtettsive  ti-acts  of  waste  and  unsettled  lands.  Tliese  states 
were  all  at  that  epoch,  regal,  and  not  proprietary  provinces,  and 
the  crown  either  directly,  or  through  tne  medium  of  officers 
whose  authority  had  been  prescribed, or  assented  to  by  the  crown, 
tvas  in  the  habit  of  granting  those  lands.  '1  he  right  of  disposii^ 
of  them  was  claimed  and  exercised  by  t!ie  crown  in  some  form 
or  other.  They  might  tlierefore  with  strict  propriety  be  callefd 
the  property  of  the  crown. 

A  question  arose  soon  after  the  declaration  of  independence, 
vvliether  those  lands  should  belong  to  tlie  United  States,  or  m 
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the  iadiTidual  states,  within  whose  nominal  limits  they  were 
situated.  However  that  question  ini^ht  be  decided^  no  doubt 
could  be  entertained  that  the  property  and  jurisdiction  of  th^ 
9ci\,  were  acquired  b^  the  common  sword,  purs^  and  blood  of 
all  the  states,  united  m  a  coramon  effort.  Justice  therefore  de* 
mandedy  that,  considered  in  the  light  of  property,  the  vacant 
lands  should  be  sold  to  defray  the  expenses  incurred  in  the  con- 
test by  which  they  were  obtained;  and  the  future  harmony  of  the 
states  required,  that  the  extent  and  ultioiate  population  of  the 
several  states,  should  not  be  so  disproportionate,  as  they  would 
be,  if  their  nominal  limits  should  be  retained. 

This  state  as  early  as  the  30th  of  October,  1776,  expressed  its 
decided  opinion  in  relation  to  the  vacant  lands,  by  an  unanimous 
resolution  of  the  convention  which  framed  out  constitution  and 
form  of  government,  in  the  folio  win*  words,  viz.  ''Resolved 
unanimously^.  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  convention,  that  the 
veiT  extensive  claim  of  the  state  of  Vimnia,to  the  back  lands, 
bath  no  foundation  in  justice,  and  that  it  the  same,  or  any  lik^ 
claim  is  admitted,,  the  freedom^  of  the  smaller  states,  and  the  • 
liberties  of  America,  may  be  thereby  greatly  endangered;  this 
convention  bein^  firmly  persuaded,  that  if  the  dominion  over 
those  lands  should  be  established  by  the  blood  and  treasure  of 
the  United  States,  such  lands  ought  to  be  considered  asa  common 
stock,  to  be  parcelled  out  at  proper  times,  into  convenient,  free 
and  independent  goveiiiments.-' 

In  the  years  1777  and  1778,  the  general  assembly,  by  resolves 
and  instructions  to  their  dele^tes  in  congress,  expressed  their 
sentiments  in  support  of  their  claim  to  a  participation  in  these 
lands,  in  still  stronger  language,  and  declined  acceding  to  the 
confederation,  on  account  of  tne  refusal  of  the  states  daiming 
them  exclusively,  to  cede  them  to  the  United  States.  They  con- 
tinued to  decline  on  the  same  grounds  until  1781,  when,  to  pre- 
vent the  injurious  impression,  that  dissentton  existed  among  the 
states,  occasioned  by  the  refusal  of  Maryland  to  join  the  con* 
federation,  they  authorised  their  delegates  in  congress  to  sub- 
scribe the  articles;  protesting  however  at  the  same  time,  against  j 
the  inference  (which  might  otherwise  have  been  drawn),  that  I 
Maryland  had  relinquished  its  claims  to  a  participation  in  the 
western  lands.  i 

Most  of  the  other   states  contended  on  similar  grounds,  with  .i 

those  taken  by  Maryland,  for  a  participation  in  those  lands.  f 

By  the  treaty  of  peace  in  1783,  Great  Britain  relinquished  \ 

••to  the  United  States,  all  claim  to  the  government,   property,  -1 

%nf  1  territorial  rights  of  the  same,  and  everv  part  thereof." 

The  justice  and  sound  policy  of  ceding  the  unsettled  lands, 
urged  with  great  earnestness  and  force  by  those  states,  which  I, 
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J

had  united  in  conquering  them  from  Great  Britain,  stren^ened 
by  the  surrender  on  the  part  of  Great  Britain,  of  her  rights  of 
property  and  jurisdiction,  to  the  United  States  collectiTcly, 
and  aided  moreover  bj  the  elevated  and  patriotic  spirit  of  dis- 
interestedness and  conciliation  which  then  animated  the  whole 
confederation,  at  length  made  the  requisite  impression  upon 
the  states,  which  had  exclusively  claimed  those  lands;  and  each 
of  them,  with  the  exception  ot  Georgia,  made  cessions  of  their 
respective  claims  within  a  few  years  after  tlie  peace.  'ITiose 
states  were  Massachusetts,  Connecticut,  New-York,  Virginia, 
North-Carolina  and  South-Carolina,  the  charters  of  which,  with 
the  exception  of  New-Yoric,  extended  westwardly  to  the  South- 
Sea  or  Pacifiic  Ocean. 

This  circumstance  gave  to  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut,  a 
joint  claim  with  Viremia,  to  such  parts  of  what  was  then  called 
ehe  North-Western  Territory,  as  came  within  the  breadth  of 
tiieir  respective  charters.  The  rest  of  that  territory  lay  within 
tiie  limits  of  the  charter  of  Virginia. 

New- York,  indeed,  had  an  indefinate  claim  to  a  part  of  ft— 
Cessions  however,  from  all  these  states,  at  Ien«:th  completed  the 
title  of  the  United  States,  and  placed  it  beyond  all  controversy. 

The  state  of  North-Carolina  ceded  its  claim  to  the  territory 
which  now  constitutes  the  state  of  Tennessee. 

Georgia,  (whose  charter  also  extended  westwardly  to  the  Pa- 
cific Ocean),  at  length,  in  1802,  ceded  the  tenitory  which  now 
constitutes  the  states  of  Mississippi  and  Alatmrna,  except  a  small 
part  on  tlie  south -side  of  them,  which  was  acquired  under  the 
treaty  ceding  Louisiana.  The  conditions  of  that  cession  were» 
that  the  United  States  should  pay  one  million  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars  to  Georgia,  and  extinguish  the  Indian  title 
within  the  limits  which  she  reserved. 

The  United  States  have,  in  this  manner,  acquired  an  indis- 
putable title  to  all  the  public  lands  east  of  the  Mississippi. 

All  the  territory  west  of  the  Mississippi,  together  with  the 
southern  extremity  of  the  states  of  Mississippi  and  Alabama, 
was  purchased  of  France,  for  fifteen  millions  of  dollars.  Thia 
sum  as  well  as  the  sums  required  for  the  purchase  of  the  Indian 
title  to  the  public  lands,  was  paid  out  of  the  treasury  of  the 
United  States. 

So  far  therefore  as  acquisition  of  public  lands  has  been  made 
by  purchase,  it  has  been  at  the  common  expense;  so  far  as  it  has 
been  made  by  war,  it  has  been  by  the  common  force-— and  so 
far  as  it  has  been  made  by  cessions  from  individual  states,  it  has 
been  upon  the  ground  expressly  stipulated  in  most  of  the  acts 
or  deeds  of  cession>  that  the  lands  should  be  ''considered,  to 
use  the  words  of  the  act  passed  for  that  purpose,  by  the  state 
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Mrhich  made  the  largest  cession,'^  as  a  common  fund  for  the  use 
and  benefit  of  such  of  the  states,  as  have  become,  or  shall  become 
members  of  the  confederation,  or  federal  alliance  of  said  states* 
according  to  their  usual  respective  proportions,  in  tlie  general 
charge  and  expenditure^  ana  shall  faithfully  and  bona  fide,  bt 
disposed  of  for  that  purpose,  and  for  no  other  use  or  purpose 
whatsoever. 

In  whatever  point  of  view  therefore,  the  public  lands  are  con- 
sidered, whether  as  acquired  bj  purchase,  conquest  or  cession* 
they  are  emphatically  the  common  property  of  the  union.  They 
ought  to  enure  therefore  to  the  common  use  and  benefit  of  all 
the  states,  in  just  proportions,  and  cannot  be  appropriated  to  the 
use  and  benefit  of  any  particular  state  or  states,  to  the  exclu* 
^ion  of  the  others,  without  an  infringement  of  the  principles  up- 
on which  cessions  from  states  were  expressly  made,  and  a  vio« 
lation  of  the  spirit  of  our  national  compact,  as  well  as  the  prin- 
ciples of  justice  and  sound  policy. 

So  far  as  these  lands  have  been  sold,  and  the  proceeds  beea 
received  into  the  national  treasury,  all  the  states  have  derived  a 
justly  proportionate  benefit  trom  them:  so  far  as  they  have  been 
appropriated  for  purposes  of  defence,  there  is  no  ground  for 
complaint;  for  the  defence  of  every  part  of  the  country,  is  a 
common  concern:  so  far,  in  a  word,  as  the  proceeds  have  been 
applied  to  national  and  not  to  state  purposes,  although  the  ex- 
penditure may  have  been  local*  the  course  of  the  general  gov- 
ernment has  been  consonant  to  the  principles  and  spirit  of  the 
federal  condtitution.  But  so  far  as  appropriations  have  been 
made  in  favor  of  any  state  or  states,  to  tne  exclusion  of  the  rest, 
where  the  appropriations  would  have  been  beneficial,  and  might 
have  been  extended  to  all  alike.  Your  committee  conceive  there 
has  been  a  departure  from  that  line  of  policy  which  impartial 
justice,  so  essential  to  the  peac^,  harmony  and  stability  of  the 
union,  imperiously  prescribes.  Your  committee  then  proceed 
to  inquire  whether  tne  acts  of  congress  in  relation  to  appropria- 
tions of  public  lands,  have  been  conformable  to  the  cuctates  of 
impartial  justice. 

By  the  laws  relating  to  the  survey  and  sale  of  the  public  lands, 
one  thirty-sixth  part  of  them  has  been  reserved  and  appropna- 
ted  in  perpetuity,  for  the  support  of  common  schools.  The  pub- 
lic lands  are  laid  off  into  townships,  six  miles  sjquare^  by  lines 
running  with  the  cardinal  points;  these  townships  are  then  di- 
vided into  thirty -six  sections,  each  a  mile  square,  and  contain* 
in^  640  acres,  which  are  designated  by  numbers.  Section  No. 
16,  which  is  always  a  central  section,  has  invariably  been  appro* 
priated,  (and  provision  has  been  made  by  law  for  the  like  op- 
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proprifttion  in  fature  sarveyB),  fm*  the  support  of  common  school* 
in  each  township. 

In  Tennessee,  in  addition  to  the  appropriation  of  a  section  in 
each  township  for  common  schools,  S()0|000  acres  have  been  as- 
si|;ned  for  the  endowment  of  colleges  and  academies.    Lar^ 
flppropriations  have  also  been  made  in  Ohio»  Indiana,  Illinois* 
Mississippi,  Alabama,  Louisiana,   Missouri,  Michijsan   and  the 
North-Western  Territory,  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of 
seminaries  of  learning,  of  a  hijrher  grade  than  common  schools. 
Your  committee  have  not  had  an  opportunity  of  ascertainiE^^ 
iixe  exact  amount  of  those  anpropriations,  but  from  such  exami- 
nation as  thej  have  been  able  to  make,  it  is  believed  that  thej 
bear  a  smaller  proportion  to  those  for  common  schools,  tlxan  in 
Tennessee.  Tennessee  in  Seybert^s  Statistical  Annals,  is  stated 
to  contain  40,000  square  mifes,  which  are  equal  to   25,600,000 
^cres.    One  d6th  part  of  this  number  of  acres,  which  is  the  a- 
mount  of  appropnations  for  common  schools,  is  711,111.     Tbe 
appropriation  for  colleges  and  academies  in  that  state,  isas  a- 
bove  stated  200,000  acres,  being  something  less  than  two  sev- 
enths of  the  common  school  appropriation.    It  is  believed,  tiiat 
the  appropriations  in  the  other  states  and  territories  for  semiv> 
naries  of  a  higher  grade  do  not  amount  to  more  than  two  tentha 
or  one  fifth  of  the  appropriations  for  common  schools. 

Your  committee  mink  thej  will  not  be  far  from  the  truth,  ijft 
estimating  them  at  that  proportion. 

The  states  and  territories  east  of  the  Mi5ssissippi,  which  have 
had  appropriations  made  in  their  favor,  forthe  support  of  literary 
institutions,  that  is  to  say,  Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Mississippi, 
Alabama,  Michigan  and  the  North-Westem  Territory,  are  esti- 
mated in  Seybert's  Statistical  Annals,

Such  is  the  vast  amount  of  property,  destined  for  ibe  support 
and  encouragement  of  learning  in  the  states  and  territories, 
carved  out  of  the  public  lands.  These  largje  appropriations  of 
land,  the  common  property  of  the  Union,  will  enure  to  the  ex- 
clusive benefit  of  those  states  and  territoricSir— They  are  appro- 
priations for  state,  and  not  liational  purposes;  they  are  of  such  a  na-^ 
ture,  that  thev  misthi  have  been  extended  to  all  the  states  ;  tiH^y 
therefore  ooMt  to  nave  been  thus  extended.  All  the  other  states 
paid  their  fun  share  for  the  purchase  of  the  reeion  west  of , the  Mis- 
sissippi, and  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  Indian  title,  on  both 
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rides  of  that  riyer.  Ma8sa«hii0ettBy  Conaecticat,  Vii:ginia,  Nortii 
Carolina,  South  Carolina  aadGeoma,  besides  paying  their  pro- 
portion of  those  expenses*  ceded  ail  their  vacant  territory  on  tlie 
east  side  of  the  Mississippi  All  these  states,  therefore,  miglit 
witii  greatproprietycomplain  of  partiality  and  injustice,  if  tlieir 
applicatuHis  to  Congress  for  similar  appropriations  for  like  par- 
poses  should  be  refused.  But  of  this  refusal  they  need  have  no 
apprelienaon,  if  they  are  true  to  their  own  interests,  and  are 
united  in  asserting  them;  for,  if  contrary  to  all  reasonable  ex- 
pectation, the  states,  which  have  already  received  the  benefit 
of  literary  appropriations,  sliould'  be  opposed  to  the  extension 
of  them  to  their  sister  states,  the  latter  are  more  than  two-thirds 
in  number  of  all  the  United  States,  and  have  a  still  larger  pro- 
portion of  representatives  in  Congress.  These  states  are  Ver- 
mont, New-Hampshire,  Maine,  Massachusetts,  Rhode-Island, 
Connecticut,  New-York,  New-Jersey,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware, 
Maryland,  Virginia,  North-Carolina,  South -Carolina,  Georgia  and 
Kentucky,  and  together  have  one  hundred  and  sxty-nine  represen- 
tatives in  congress.  The  favored  states,  on  the  contrary,  have  only 
seventeen  representatives.  The  excluded  states  have  therefor^ 
an  overwhelming  m^ority  in  Confess,  and  have  it  completely 
in  theii:  power  to  make  appropriations  for  the  benefit  of  their 
literary  institutions,  upon  the  improbable  supposition,  that  the 
representatives  of  the  favored  states  would  oppose  diem  in  Con- 
fess, a  supposition  too  discretitable  to  their  character  for  jus- 
tice, to  be  admitted. 

The  magnitude  of  the  appropriations  that  would  be  required 
to  place  the  states,  which  nave  not  yet  eojoyed  any  for  the  pur- 
poses of  education,  upon  an  equal  footing  with  those  in  whose 
fiivor  Aey  have  already  been  made,  can  aftord  no  just  ground  of 
objection.  For  superior  as  the^  population  of  those  states  is,  yet 
if  the  ratio  of  appropriation  be  observed  with  regard  to  them, 
which  has  been  adopted  in  relation  to  the  others,  that  is,  ono 
thirty-sixth  part  of  the  number  of  acres  in  the  territory  of  each 
for  common  schools,andone  fifth  part  of  that  one  d^tb  for  colle- 
ees  and  academies,  the  number  of  acres  required  will  be  much 
less  than  has  already*  been  given  to  the  favored  states  and  terri- 
tories—-it  will  indeed  amount  to  but  a  very  small  portion  of  the 
public  lands:  for  according  to  Seybert's  Statistical  Annals, 
those  lands  in  1813amounted  to  400,000,000  acres.  The  amount 
required  for  all  the  secluded  states  would  be  less  than  two  and 
a  half  per  centum,  of  that  quantity:  to  show  w  liich,  more  clear- 
ly, your  committee  beg  leave  to  submit  the  following  statement, 
founded  upon  calculations  made  upon  the  extent  of  territory  in 
each  of  those  states,  as  laid  down  in  Seybert'3  Statistical  An- 
nals :

T1\e  Senate  will  perceive  from  the  foregoing  calculations,  that 
if  the  ratio  of  appropriation  for  the  purposes  of  education, 
which  has  hitherto  been  observed,  be  adopted  with  respect  to 
the  sixteen  states,  which  as  yet  have  received  no  appropriations 
of  that  nature,  a  much  smaller  number  of  acres  will  oe  required, 
'tiian  has  already  been^  assigned  to  the  westem  region  of  our 
country;  it  would  be  an  inconsiderable  portion  of  the  aggre^te 
of  public  lands ;  a  much  less  quantity,  indeed,  than  now  re^ 
mams  unsold  in  any  of  the  states,  which  have  been  -formed  out 
of  them,  with  the  exception  perhaps  of  Ohio  and  Tennessee. 
The  magnitude  of  the  appropriations  then,  which  equal  justice 
now  requires,  cannot  be  considered  as  a  reasonable  objection  to 
them,  and  as  the  literary  appropriations  that  havie  heretofore 
been  made,  have  been  granted  for  state,  and  not  for  national 
purposes,  according  to  the  just  principle  set  forth  in  the  begin- 
ning of  ^is  report,  similar  appropriations  ought  to  be  extended 
to  all  the  states. 

The  circumstance,  that  the  lands  which  have  heretofore  been 
appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  education,  are  a  part  of  the 
territory  of  th^  states  for  whose  benefit  they  had  been  assigned, 
can  furnish  no  reasonable  ground  for  the  preference  which  has 
been  given  them. 

The  public  lands  are  not  the  less  the  common  property  of  all  the 
states,  because  they  are  situated  within  the  jurisdictional  limits 
of  the  states  and  territories  which  have  been  formed  out  of  them: 
such  states  have  no  power  tu  tax  them:  they  cannot  interfere 
with  the  primary  disposal  of  them ;  or  with  the  regulations  ot 
Congress  for  securing  the  title  to  purchasers :  it  is  in  Ikct,  con* 
gress  alone,  that  can  enact  laws  to  afiect  them.  The  interest 
which  a  citizen  of  an  Atlantic  state  has  in  them,  as  a  part  of 
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the  propertjr  of  the  Union,  is  the  game  as  the  interest  of  a  cifi- 
Hzjen  residing  in  a  state  formed  out  of  them. 

But  hitherto  appropriations  of  tfiem,  for  state  purposes,  have 
onljbeen  made  in  favor  of  such  states;  and  the  citizens  on  the 
eastern  side  of  the  Allegheny,  may  well  complain,  that  prt^rty 
in  which  he  has  a  common  interest  with  his  fellow  citizens  on 
the  western  side,  should  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  use 
of  the  latter.  That  this  is  the  fact,  in  regard  of  that  part  of  the 
public  lands,  which  have  been  assigned  for  the  support  of  lite* 
rarj  institutions  and  the  promotion  of  education,  cannot  be 
denied. 

Your  committee  do  not  censure  the  enlightened  policy  which 
governed  congress  in  making  liberal  appropriations  of  land,  for 
the  encouragement  of  learning  in  the  west,  nor  do  they  wish  to 
vrithdraw  one  acre  of  them  from  the  purposes  to  which  they 
have  been  devoted;  but  they  think,  they  are  fully  justified  in 
saying,  that  impartial  justice  required  that  similar  appropriar 
tions  should  have  been  extended  to  ail  the  states  alike.  Sup- 
pose congress  should  appropriate  £00,000  acres  of  the  public 
lands  for  the  support  of  colleges  and  academies  in  New-York; 
and  Virginia,  who  gave  up  and  ceded  a  great  portion  of  those 
lands  to  the  UnitecTStates,  on  the  express  condition  that  "they 
should  be  considered  as  a  common  fund  for  the  use  and  benefit 
of  all  of  them,"according  to  their  usual  respective  proportions  in 
the  general  charge  and  expenditure,'V  should  apply  for  a  similar 

frant,  and  her  application  should  be  refused.  Would  she  not 
ave  a  right  to  complan  of  the  partiality  of  such  a  measure,  and 
to  charge  the  federal  government  with  a  breach  of  good  faith, 
and  an  infringement  of  the  conditions  on  which  the  cession  was 
made?  It  cannot  be  denied  that  she  would.  Congress  have  al- 
ready mf^e  a  grant  of  200,0<J0  acres  of  land  for  the  support  of 
colleges  and  academies,  not  indeed,  in  New -York,  but  in  Ten- 
nsBsee. — Would  not  Virginia,  if  she  now  made  an  application 
for  a  like  grant,  and  were  refused,  have  the  same  reason  to  com- 
plain, as  if  New -York,  instead  of  Tennessee,  had  been  the  fa- 
vored state.  * 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  illustrate  by  another  example, 
the  equity  of  tlie  principle  which  it  is  the  object  of  this  report 
to  establish.  Foreign  commerce  and  the  public  lamls>  are  alike, 
legitimate  sources  from  which  the  United  States  may,  and  do  de- 
rive revenue.  Foreign  commerce  has  fixed  its  seat  in  the  Atlantic 
states. 

Suppose  congress  should  pass  a  law  appropriating  one  S6th 
part  ot  tlie  revenue  collected  from  foreign  commerce,  in  the 
ports  of  Baltimore,  New- York,  Boston,  Norfolk,  Charleston  and 
Savannah,  to  the  support  of  common  schools  throughout  the  states. 
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iu  wtiich  they  are  situated:— the  other  states^  cverj  person  will 
admit,  would  have  a  rip;ht  to  coin{>lain  of  the  partiahtv  and  in- 
justice of  such  an  act  And  yet  in  what  respect  would  an  act 
appropriating  one  S6th  part  of  the  revenue,  uerived  from  for- 
eign commerce  to  the  use  of  schools  in  the  six  states,  in  which 
it  should  be  produced,  be  more  partial  or  unjust ^han  an  act  ap- 
propriating one  36th  part  of  the  public  laud>  in  Ohio,  Indiana, 
Illinois,  'I^nnessee,  Mississippi  and  Alabama,  the  six  states 
in  which  the  public  lands  on  this  side  of  the.  Mississippi  are 
chiefly  situated,  to  their  exclusive  benefit  in  the  maintenance  of 
their  schools. 

Your  committee  are  aware,  that  it  has  been  said,  that  the  ap* 
propriation  of  a  part  of  the  public  lands  to  the  purposes  ai  ed- 
ucation, for  the  benefit  of  the  states  formed  out  of  taem,  has  had 
the  effect  of  raising  the  value  of  the  residue,  by  inducine  emi- 
grants to  settle  upon  them.  Although  in  the  preambles  of  such 
of  the  acta  on  this  subject,  as  have  preambles,  the  promotion  of 
religion,  morality  and  Knowledge,  as  necessary  to  (^od  govern- 
ment and  the  happiness  of  mankind,  have  been  assigned  as  the 
reasod  for  passing  them,  and  no  mention  has  been  made  of  the 
consequent  increase  in  the  value  of  the  lands  that  would  remain, 
as  a  motive  for  the  appropriation,  yet  tlte  knowledge,  that  pro- 
vision had  been  made  lor  the  education  of  children  in  th^  west, 
though  other  motives  usually  influence  emigrants,  m'^ht  have 
had  its  weight  in  inducing  some  to  leave  their  native  homes.  If 
such  has  been  the  effect,  the  value  of  the  residue  of  the  lands 
has  no  doubt  been  increased  by  it*  This  increase  of  value  how- 
ever, has  not  been  an  exclusive  benefit  to  the  Atlantic  states;  but 
a  benefit  common  to  all  tlie  states^,  eastern  and  western,  while 
the  latter  still  enjoy  exclusively  the  advantage,  derived  from  the 
topropriations  of  land  for  literary  purposes.  The  incidental ' 
advantage  of  the  increase  in  vAlue  of  the  public  lands,  in  conse- 
quence of  emigration,  if  it  b  to  be  considered  in  the  light  of 
a  compensation  to  tlie  old  states,  must  be  shown  to  be  an  advan- 
tage exclusively  enjoyed  by  them.  That  this  however  is  not  the 
case  is  perfectly  obvious — because  the  proceeds  of  the  lands,  thus 
raised  in  value  by  emigration,  when  sold,  go  into  the  United 
States'  Treasury,  and  are  applied,  like  otlier  revenues,  to  the 
general  benefit — ^in  other  words,  to  national  and  not  to  state 
purposes.  It  is  moreover  most  clear,  that  this  increase  of  the 
value  of  lands  in  consequence  of  cmio;ration,  produces  a  pecun 
liar  benefit  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  new  states,  in  which  ih^i  in- 
habitants of  the  other  states,  unless  owners  of  land  in  the  new, 
have  no  participation.  This  benefit  consists  in  the  increase  of 
the  value  of  their  own  private  property. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  undoubtedly  true,   that  emigration  is 
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injurious  to  the  atlaDtk  states  and  to  them  alone.  Mliile  it  has 
had  the  effect  of  raising  the  price  of  lands  in  tlie  west,  it  has,  in 
an  eaual  ratio  at  least,  and  probably  in  a  much  greater,  preven- 
ted the  increase  of  the  value  of  lands  in  the  states  which  the 
emigrants  have  left.  It  is  an  indisputable  principle  in  political 
economy,  that  the  price  of  every  object  of  purcnase— whether 
land  or  personal  property,  depeinis  upon  tne  relation,  which 
supply  bears  to  demand.*  The  demand  for  land  would  have 
beenihe  same  w  very  nearly  so,  for  the  same  number  of  people^ 
as  are  contained  within  the  present  limits  of  the  United  States, 
if  they  had  been  confined  within  the  limits  of  the  Atlantic  states. 
But  the  supply  in  that  case  would  have  been  most  materially 
difierent.  it  must  have  been  so  small  in  proportion  to  the  de* 
mand,  as  toH>ccasion  a  great  rise  in  the  value  of  land  in  the  at- 
lantic  states;  for  it  cannot  be  doubted,  that  it  is  the  inexhaustible 
supply  of  cheap  and  good  land  in  the  west,  which  has  kept  down 
the  price  of  land  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  Allegheny.  If  the 
Atlantic  states  had  been  governed  by  an  exclusive  local  and  sel- 
fish policy,  every  impediment  would  have  been  thrown  in  the 
way  of  emigratfon  wnich  has  constantly  and  uniformly  operated 
to  prevent  the  growth  of  their  numbens,  wealth  and  power;  for 
which  disadvantage  the  appreciation  of  their  interest  in  the  pub- 
lic lands  consequent  upon  emigration  can  aiford  no  adequate 
compensation.  It  appearing  then  perfectly  clear  to  your  com- 
mittee, tliat  emigration  is  exclusively  advantageous  to  the  new 
states,  whose  population,  wealth  and  power,  are  thereby  increas- 
ed at  the  expense  of  those  states  which  the  emigrants  abandon, 
the  inducement  to  emigration  fuiiiished  by  the  appropriation  of 
public  lands  for  the  purposes  of  education  in  tlie  west,  instead 
of  affording  a  reason  for  confining  such  appropriations  to  that 
quarter  of  the  union,  offers  the  most  weighty  considerations  af 
both  justice  and  policy,  in  favor  of  extending  them  to  the  states 
which  have  not  yet  obtained  them. 

Your  committee  be*  leave  to  present  one  further  reflection  to^ 
the  consideration  of  the  Senate,  drawn  from  the  eftect  produced 
by  encouraging  learning  in  the  western  states  alone,  upon  the 
relative  moral  power  of  the  Atlantic  and  Mississippi  states, — > 
They  are  far  frbm  wishing  to  make  any  objection  to  the  augmen- 
tation of  the  intelligence  and  mental  improvement  of  the  peo- 
ple of  the  west.  On  the  contrary  they  sincerely  desire  the  ad- 
vancement of  their  brethren  in  that  quarter  of  the  union,  in  eve- 
ry thing  that  can  strengthen,  dignify  and  embellish  political 
eommunities;  but  while  they  entertain  these  sentiments  they 
cannot  shut  their  eyes  to  the  political  preponderance  which  must 
uHiinately  be  the  inevitable  result  of  tne  superior  advantages  of 
education  tliere,  and  they  must  therefore  ardently  desiie  that 
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Ibe  same  advantages  be  extended  to  the  people  of  the  Atlantic 
states.  Your  committee  are  nersuaded,  that  from  the  viewa 
which  they  have  thus  presentea,  on  the  subject  of  appropriations 
of  Dfttblic  lands  for  the  purposes  of  education,  the  Senate  will  be 
satisfied  that  Maryland  ana  the  other  stated,  which  have  not  yet 
bad  the  benefit  of  any  such  approijriations,  are  entitl€Ml  to  ask 
of  the  general  government  to  be  placed  on  an  equal  footing  wiiir 
the  states  which  have  already  received  them — they  believe  that 
no  one  convinced  of  the  justice  of  such  a  measure,  can  question 
its  expediency  nor  can  they  entertain  any  apprehension  that  an 
application  to  congress,  supported  by  the  combined  influence  of 
all  the  states  which  are  interested,  would  fail  of  success.  For 
the  purpose,  therefore,  of  drawing  the  attention  of  ^the  national 
legislature  to  this  important  subject,  and  of  obtaining  the  co-op- 
eration of  the  other  states, your  committee  beg  leave  to  recom- 
mend the  adoption  of  the  following  resolutions: 

Resolved,  By  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  That  each 
of  the  United  States  has  an  equal  right  to  participate  in  the  ben- 
efit of  the  public  lands,  the  common  property  oftne  union. 

Resolved,  That  the  states  in  whose  lavor  congress  have  not 
made  appropriations  of  land  for  the  purposes  of  education,  are 
entitlea  to  such  appropriations  as  will  correspond,  in  a  just  pro- 
portion, with  those  heretofore  made  in  favor  of  the  other  states 

Resolved,  That  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  be  requested  to 
transmit  copies  of  the  foregoin,:^  report  and  resolutions,  to  each 
of  our  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  with  a  request 
that  they  will  lay  the  same  before  their  respective  Houses,  and 
use  their  endeavors  to  procure  the  passage  of  an  act  to  carry  in- 
to effect  the  just  principles  therein  set  forth. 

Resolved,  That  His  Excellency  the  Governor,  be  also  reques- 
ted to  transmit  copies  of  the  said  report  and  resolutions,  to  the 
Governors  of  the  Several  states  of  the  union,  with  a  request  that 
they  will  communicate  the  same  to  the  legislature  thereof,  res- 
pectively,  and  solicit  their  co-operation.

By  the  constitution  the  legislature  are  required  to  assemble  at 
the  seat  of  goiremment»  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  December,  and 
as  it  k  a  weij  known  fact,  that  little  business  is  done^of  iinp<^ 
tance,  prior  to  the  first  of  January;  and  as  it  appears  to  b^  an 
unneceasary  waste  of  money  and  ti«ie>'we  are  ofopinion  that  the 
time  of  meeting  should  be  changed  to  the  first  Tuesday  in  Jan- 
uary.  Under  £e  constitution  tne  Governor  has  the  appointment 
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qf  all  judicial  cbAraetera^Prothotiotarieft,  Reglsten,  Rec^rdm^ 
the  heads  of  the  public  offices  at  Harrislmrg,  and  the  Attorney* 
General.  Their  appcintments  are  made  without  any  check  or 
eontrolling  power. 

The  Surveyor-General  has  the  appoiiitment  of  the  different 
depttties  in  the  different  counties,  ana  the  Attorney-General  hao 
the  appointment  of  his  deputies,  all  strengdien  Ae  patronase  uid 
influence  of  the  Governor.  The  judges  are  appointed  during 
good  behaviour,  and  cannot  be  removed  on  the  ground  of  nientiu 
or  bodily  infirmity. 

The  justices  of  the  peace  are  appointed  during  good  behavior  a  • 
this  renders  the  justices  too  independent  of  the  people  and  re* 
quires  improvement:— «Your  committee  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  foUowii^  resolution:— 

Whereas,  it  appears  to  be  the  sense  of  a  majority  of  the  citi- 
zens of  Pennsylvania,  that  the  patronage  of  the  (Governor  is  in- 
compatible with  the  purity  of  our  republican  principles,  ai^d  as 
the  patronage  of  the  Governor  cannot  be  reduced  but  by  an  al- 
teration in  the  constitution,  and  as  the  people  alone  have  the 
right  of  calling  a  convention  for  th^  revision  and  amendment  of 
the  consftitution;  and  whereas,  it  is  desirable  that  an  expression* 
of  the  opinion  of  a  majority  of  the  people  in  Pennsylvania  should 
be  obtained: 

Therefore,

sylvania,  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  October  next,  at  the  usual 
places  for  holding  the  general  election— shall  then  and  there 
give  in  their  r  spective  votes  for  or  against  calling  a  convention 
—•in  manner  foltowino^,  that  is  to  say,  every  qualified  voter  siiall 
deliver  a  written  or  prmted  ticket,  on  one  of  which  shall-  be  in<> 
serted  the  word  ••Convention,  or  the  words  "No  Convention,"" 
as  they  may  see  cause;  and  the  said  tickets  shall  be  presented  to 
the  proper  inspector,  who  shall  receive  ^e  same  and  deposit 
them  in  separate  boxes,  until  the  poll   be  closed,  and  when  the 

SAl  be  closed,  it  shall  bethedt»ty  of  the  judges,  in  presence  of 
e  inspectors,  to  read  aloud  such  tickets,  out  of  the  oefore  men- 
tioned boxes,  one  by  one,  and  the  clerks  shall  carefully  enter 
and  keep  account  of  the  same,  so  that  the  number  of  votes  for  and'

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qV  all  judicial  charactera^Prothonotaries,  Regiatora,Recordari, 
the  heads  of  the  public  offices  at  HarrisbQi^,  and  the  AMmitj* 
General.  Their  appointments  are  niade  wi^ont  any  check  of 
oontrolling  power. 

The  Survejor-Gieneral  has  the  appointment  of  the  different 
depttties  in  the  different  counties,  ano  the  Attorney-General  hao 
the  appointment  of  his  deputies,  all  strengthen  tii6|Mitronaee  and 
influence  of  the  Grovernor.  The  judges  are  appointed  during 
good  behaviour,  and  cannot  be  removed  on  the  ground  of  mentu 
or  bodily  infirmity. 

The  justices  of  tite  peace  are  appointed  during  good  behavior* , 
this  renders  the  justices  too  independent  of  the  people  and  re* 
quires  improvement:--^Yoar  committee  therefore  recommend  the 
adoption  of  the  foUowii^  resolution: —

which  they  are  situated.  If  the  calculation,  to  which  reference 
lUti»  been  had,  be  correct^  this  state,  in  order  to  be  placed  on  aa 
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equalitr  with  the  lArestem  states,  to  which  appropriaftkitn  of  land 
for  public  schools  have  been  or  will  be  made,  would  be  entitled 
to  nearly  one  million  Of  acres,  which,  if  estimated  at  die  low 
price  of  one  dollar  an  acre;  would  lay  the  foundation  for  a  fiin'd 
that  would  -ultimately  be  adequate  to  bring  inatruction  to  the 
door  of  every  family  m  the  commonwealth. 

The  documents  alluded  to,  are  recorded  on  the  journals  of  the 
Senate^  from  pages  576  to  592,  and  as  they  can  be  viewed  at 
len^h  by  the  members,  it  is  deemed  inexpedient  to  recapitulate 
their  details.  The  legislature  of  Maryland  has  adopted  a  reso- 
lution, reauesting  their  senators  and  representatives  in  congress, 
to  bring  the  subject  before  that  body,  and  if  measures  of  co-ope- 
ration are  pursued  by  the  other  states  interested  in  the  ques- 
tion, they  cannot  fail  of  success.  The  recess  of  congress  at  this 
time,  renders  a  delay  to  express  the  opinion  of  Pennsylvania  un- 
avoidable, but  your  committee  earnestly  recommend,  that  the 
s!ibjectbe  taken  up  by  the  next  legislature,  at  the  earliest  possi- 
ble day,  and  that  its  views  in  relation  to  the  justice  of  the  claim^^ 
be  promptly  communicated  to  the  general  government.

He  then  readi 
in  his  place  a  bill  containing,  the  following  provision:  "That  ev- 
ery negro  or  mulatto  child  bom  in  this  commonwealth  after  tha 
passage  of  this  act,  shall  be  henceforward  and  forever,  to  all  in« 
tents  and  purposes,  as  free  as  if  born  of  white  parents;  any  lanf 
or  laws  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.'^

I  have  thought  it  proper  to  submit  to  the  consideration  of  thfe

established  usage,  are  required  to  ^ve  bond  with  approved  se- 
curity, without  any  express  provision  of  law  authoming  it,  aid 
many  are  permitted  to  hold  their  appointments  without  giving 
bonds,  because  they  are  not  required  by  law,  nor  sanctioned  by 
precedent.  Some  of  this  latter  class  appear  te  be  of  that'  de- 
scription, in  which  bonds  with  ample  securitv  would  be  pecu- 
lia^ty  proper  and  necessary*  It  has  appeared  to  me  that  a  gen- 
eral law  on  the  subject,  designating  particularly,  all  the  officers  ' 
who  should  give  omcial  bonds,  the  mode  and  manner  of  takine 
them  and  graduating  the  amount  according  to  the  importance  oT 
the  office,  woukl  have  a  beneficial  «ffecC  both  as  regaids  tfew 
convenience  of  the  ffovernment,  and  the  faithful  execution  of 
the  laws.  I  would  also  submit,  whether  in  such  an  act  it  would 
not  be  proper  to  liave  provision  made  for  the  indemnification,  of 
such  individuals  as  might  suffer  through  the  palpable  neglect  or  / 
malfeasance  of  officers.
